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FAR (OUT) _ 
ENCOUNTERS 


S ome wise guy, possibly an extra-ter- 
restrial being (they're tricky devils), re- 
cently phoned Larry Glick’s all-night ra- 
dio talk show and blithely announced 
that he was a friend of Betty Hill’s. 
Everyone listening was invited to Betty's 
Portsmouth, New Hampshire, home the 
following Saturday night, the caller said. 
The occasion: the triumphant landing of 
an alien spacecraft, of course. 

“Some joke,’ Betty Hill grumbled af- 
terward. “I started getting all these calls 
from reporters, wanting to know-.if it was 
for real. The first to call was Time maga- 
zine. I had to go on the Glick show my- 
self the next night and plead with his lis- . 
teners not to come, that nothing was go- 
ing to happen.” 

And at least on that occasion, nothing 
did. Still, it’s nice to know that, should 
the spectacular climax of Close Encoun- 
ters ever become a reality in this 59-year- 
old husky-voiced widow's back yard, 
Time. will be there. 

And so, probably, will Playboy, UFO 
Report, People, Good Morning America, 
and all the other national media outlets 
that, in the wake of Steven Spielberg's 
other-worldly extravaganza, have lately 
resurrected our own Betty Hill and the bi- 
zarre tale of the “close encounter” that 
she and her late husband, Barney, are said 
to have experienced on a desolate back- 
woods road near Franconia Notch in Sep- 
tember of 1961. “I’m still answering 
about 50 letters a week,” Hill said, “many 
of which are students asking for the de- 
tails of my encounter. Those are the eas- 
iest to answer. I just write, ‘Dear Junior, 
go to the library.’ These kids today, 
they’re too lazy to read.’ 

Were these kids less lazy, they might 
uncover the dozens of newspaper stories 
and magazine articles — as well as a book 
and a made-for-TV movie — detailing 
Betty and Barney Hill’s unexpected ad- 
venture, The Hills, on the way home 
from vacation, find colorful, pancake- 
shaped UFO in road, blocking their way. 
Bluish-tinged aliens- with abnormally 
large crania take them aboard ship and 
conduct curious experiments on their 
persons. Only hairy moment comes when 
said aliens, having removed Barney's 
false teeth, must be convinced that Bet- 
ty’s bicuspids cannot similarly be ex- 
tracted. And only five years later, under a 
Boston psychiatrist's hypnosis, do the 
repressed details emerge. 

That, of course, is history. But Betty 
Hill’s interest in and experience with 
those strange and lately trendy lights in 
the sky live on. Indeed, this petite and 
jocular woman insists that since her 
memorable encounter 17 years.ago she 
has sighted, photographed, shouted at, 
and been followed by dozens of UFOs. 

Betty also claims — really — to have 
collected ‘‘buckets full’ of physical evi- 
dence of UFO sightings over the years: 
discolored rocks and earth, melted metal - 
and inexplicable white powders. But she 
complains that the government has no 
programs or agencies that can or will 
analyze the stuff. So she ends up tossing 
it out. “It just clutters up the house and 
kills the plants,” she. said. 

And so, since the Air Force dis- 
sembles, Betty Hill now calls upon the 
rest of us to help her get to the heart of 
the UFO mystery. “The government 
hasn't solved it,” she said: “The UFO 
groups haven't solved it. It’s up to the 
American public.”’ Hill thus has formed a 
loose coalition, so-called, of UFO buffs, 
an organization she calls her ‘‘Volunteer 


* Observer Program.” And on nearly any 


given night Hill’s obsessive observers can 
be found parked on back roads or 
perched in picture windows around the 
Exeter and East Kingston, New Hamp- 
shire, areas — wheré UFOs abound, ap- 
parently. They sometimes bring their 
kids and their hibachis, and they always 
have their eyes on the skies. Watching 
and waiting. 

If and when they do spot a spaceship, 
they are to report their sighting to Betty 
Hill. “For the first time,” she offered, 
“the general public has something it can 
do about UFOs, In the past, all they could 
do was call the police and be told what 
they saw was merely a plane or a star or a 
Christmas tree light against the cléuds. I 
don’t doubt anybody’s word on the sub-

ject. I know better.” 
Just how complicated a process is 


UFO-watching?2 ‘You should have.a tape - 


recorder, binoculars, and a camera,” Hill 
advises, “and a topographical map to pin- 
point the sightings. And you should get 
to know what a plane looks like so you 
can tell the difference. Even then, it takes 
six good sightings before you really know 
what you're seeing. When you do see one, 
though, it’s really something. It lifts you 
right out of your chair.” 

Knowing whereof she speaks, Betty 
has been seeing the things for 15 years 
now. (She found the new film ‘‘interest- 

















ing,’ but says the Hollywood UFOs are 
“all fancied up.) She also has a com- 
mercial ““UFO.detector’ in her home — 
“set for 50 feet,” she says — because if 
one of the damn things is hovering above 
her abode in the middle of the night, she 
wants to know about it. 

She warns would-be spotters not to be 
misled by the utter niceness of the aliens 
depicted in Close Encounters. Seems 
they’re not necessarily all that sweet. “If 
you see a landed UFO, don’t walk up to 
it,” is Betty’s final piece of advice. 
“They're apt to zap you.”

SNOW 
JOB 


I he sun doesn’t rise until after seven 


these days, but despite the darkness Bill 


Cusick picks his way through the rutted 
snow to the top of Great Blue Hill, 635 
feet above sea level, in Milton. It’s a 
quiet, reflective walk — the snow is per- 
petually white along the ski trail he fol- 
lows — and it brings him to the Refer- 
ence Climatological Station, a fortress- 
like structure filled with weather fore- 
casting instruments from the Environ- 
mental Science Services Administration. 

Every day, Cusick feeds the informa- 
tion he gathers from the complicated 
thermometers, barometers, rain and wind 
gauges atop the hill to the National Cli- 
mate Center in Ashville, North Carolina. 
Unlike the National Weather Service, the 
department responsible for the daily fore- 
casts on which one might plan a trip to 
the beach or the mountains, the National 
Climate Center is concerned with long- 
range trends. Among the instruments 
Cusick monitors is one that measures 
radiant energy in an exposed field and 
compares it with readings for radiant en- 
ergy in the shade. Such information, pro- 
vided by his station and others like it, is 
used to determine the feasibility of solar 
energy in New England, for example. 
(Like the weather, the local solar outlook 
is gloomy, Cusick sadly reports.) 


But this seasoned weatherman, who 
performed similar jobs in the Navy.and at 
Logan Airport before taking this one in 
1970, is not always called. upon to pro- 
vide the grist for decisions as serious as 
national energy policy. As -we are talk- 
ing, he interrupts to take:a call from a lo- 
cal contractor who wants to know how 
much snow we had in the recent storm. 


“These: guys who plow out supermar- 
ket parking lots and places like that tend 
to bill their work by the inch. So they call 
me to find out how much to charge. I 
think they think. there’s more snow up 
here than down in the city. The more 
snow you give ‘em, the happier they are,”’

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he says, a sly smile barely visible on his 
lips. 

As it turns out, because of shifting 
winds and steep mountain sides the ac- 
cumulation atop Blue Hill is not always 
the deepest in the region. Cusick seems 
happy, however, to oblige all requests. 

But if the snow isn’t always greatest 
outside Cusick’s door, the wind speeds 
recorded there most definitely are. Since 
1886, when it was founded by Abbott 
Lawrence Rotch, a noted physical scien- 
tist whose descendants still live in Mil- 
ton, the observatory at Blue Hill has re- 
corded some of the highest winds in 
North America. The speeds recorded at 
this small peak rival and often surpass 
those recorded atop New Hampshire's 
Mount Washington. Just last week, as the 
temperature plummeted some 30 degrees. 
from lunch to supper, a 100-mph gust

was clocked at the Hill, just 12 miles from 
the heart of downtown. 

What was it like to experience that 
blast, one strong enough to set the whole 
building vibrating and produce an eerie 
moaning that seemed to originate from 
the very foundation? 

‘Blow your hair piece off, I imagine,” 
Cusick allowed in his best laconic style. 

Standing on the specially designed 
parapet (there’s a break in the low stone 
wall at the cardinal points of the com- 
pass), from which his visibility is 80 miles 
on a clear day, Cusick gazes into an Eng- 
lish sunshine recorder, a_ beautifully 
crafted glass sphere mounted in brass. 
“This is my crystal ball for forecasting 
the weather,” he teases, gesturing like a 
gypsy. In fact, the sphere concentrates 
the sun’s heat and burns a trace in spe- 
cially calibrated cards, revealing, as it 
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does, the time of the day when the sun 
shone hottest, when it rose and when it 
set. The cards are still imported from 
London, and Cusick believes that the old- 
fashioned instrument is perhaps the only 
one of its kind still in operation in this 
country. 

- If Cusick tends to be a man of few 
words, his predecessors weren't. Hand- 
ing over a yellowed record from the great 
hurricane of 1938, he points to a 186- 
mph gust as the highest ever recorded at 
this oldest continuously operating weath- 
er station in North America. 

‘Look here,” he says. ‘It says the cher- 
ry tree in the front yard split, the odor of 
bruised oak and cherry leaves was very 
much in the air, and the blades blew off 
the windmill. 

‘Now that must've been something.”

E ike many professors, Ariel Dorfman 
often expresses himself in categories. But 
in the academic world he inhabits, Dorf-

*+man’s classifications are unique. He is, 


you see, the leading expert on the litera~ 


ture of the Chilean resistance movement. 
Forced to leave his native country: two- 
months after the armed forces overthrew * 


the Allende government in September of 
1973, Dorfman is now a professor of La- 
tin American literature at the University 
of Amsterdam. He was in Boston last 
week for talks at Harvard and MIT and, 
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chafacteristically, found himself at- 
tempting to put the struggle of his people 
into some meaningful order. 

“First there is the clandestine culture — 
illegal, dangerous — that the junta has 
been trying to stamp out since it came to 
power. Then there is the semi-tolerated 
culture, ‘the culture of the open spaces’ 
we call it, that is always testing the auth- 
orities, trying to push forward the boun- 
daries of what is permitted. And fi- 
nally,’ he adds calmly, ‘‘there is concen- 
tration-camp art and literature — the 
songs, the plays, the poems.” 

Dorfman’s role has not always been 
primarily that of cultural critic and com- 
piler. “I was a professor at the Univer- 
sity of Chile. But I did that mostly to 
make money. What is more important is 
that I was a militant,’ he says proudly, in 
the perfectly accented English he learned 
as a student at Berkeley. “In the Allende 
years, I worked in the area of the mass 
media. I helped establish a youth maga- 
zine, which we started to compete with 
the ‘star’ magazines so popular in Chile. I 
worked for the state publishing house at- 
tempting to develop a whole new line of 
best-sellers. And I also took part in creat- 
ing a new kind of comic book.” 

It is for his work as a critic of comics 
that Dorfman is most widely known — 
his Marxist analysis, How to Read Don- 
ald Duck, has been translated into 12 lan- 
guages. But, under Allende, this critic of 
the old popular culture played a leading 
part in the creation of the new. ‘’The old 
comics were escapist,”’ he says. “We tried 
to design a new approach to change the 
values they were expressing. We wanted 
to emphasize a freer, more liberated view 
rooted in daily life.” 

The’ military has done much to dis- 
mantle the cultural reforms of the Al- 
lende years, initiating massive censor- 
ship, purging the universities, and burn- 
ing books. Today the importation into 
Chile of the works of Latin America’s 
three most distinguished novelists — Gar- 
cia Marquez, Julio Cortazar, and Vargas 
Llosa — is forbidden, and even the auto- 
biography of its beloved son, the Nobel 
Prize-winning poet Pablo Neruda, has 
been banned. Dorfman still points out, 
‘‘We were partially successful in what we 
did. If you put a poster on a wall and then 
somebody comes along and whitewashes 
it, something still shows through.” 

Yet he seems reticent to talk too much 
about the past: “It’s too long a story.” 


Dorfman’s focus ig now. on the over- 
throw of the Pinochet regime, which, ‘he 
claims with the eternal faith of the exile, 
is each day becoming “increasingly more 
isolated.’’ He sees the chronicling and 
publicizing of the new culture of resis- 
tance as a large part of this task. ‘“’The 
coup,” he says, “changed all aspects of 
literature. Before, we examined things 
largely from an aesthetic standpoint. And 
in those days, books used to appear like 
magic; now questions of production and 
distribution are very real and very im- 
portant.” 

Much of the underground literature 
has been “shrill and dogmatic, full of 
rage,’ but Dorfman insists’ it is becom- 
ing less so. As for the above-ground op- 
position literature, “There is a code. The 
reader and writer know it, but the censor 
either doesn’t understand it or ignores it. 
There’s a new use of Christian symbol- 
ism, an allegorical quality, a new sim- 
plicity.”’ 

Unexpectedly, cultural repression has 
brought forth new people and new forms. 
Writers who never belonged to the liter- 
ary elite “have now emerged from the 
shadows.” Poetry — easy to memorize 
and transmit — is on the rise. Quilt art 
(apilleras) is an example of a new art 
form: ‘These patchwork quilts are sew- 
ing stories, acts of political protest that 
emerged out of economic need. As the 
economy deteriorated under the junta, 
working-class women were deprived of 
much of the extra income they used to 
make doing laundry for those more well- 
off. So they started making these quilts, 
which brought them money and also had 
the function of political and social criti- 
cism.’’ According to Dorfman, the junta, 
well aware of their political content, 
burned down a gallery in which they 
were exhibited last year. 

While compiling the new resistance lit- 
erature, Dorfman is also creating his own. 
He has just finished a novel called Chilex 
and Company — A New Guide, which 
will soon be published in the United 
States. The book is ‘a sad satire in 16 
mass-media languages on how a Third 
World country is sold out.” For Ariel 
Dorfman, the political and cultural are 
part of the same struggle. “There is no 
omnipotence of the dictator in Chile. 
Pinochet is not wiser, he is weaker. We 
have small cards, but we still have cards 
to play.”

To Michael Sragow: 

While appreciating your generally fav- 
orable review of “An Early Life,” part 
one of Frederic Raphael's The Glittering 
Prizes (Jan. 17), I disagree with your sug- 
gestion that the denouement of this epi- 
sode “seems too convenient.” On the 
contrary, I saw it as extraordinarily 
subtle, moving and, either in or out of 
TV, ambitious. 

To begin with, I doubt the Catholic 
was taunted out of his faith’by his first- 
year Cambridge roommate, Adam Mor- 
ris, a Jew. The Christian’s displeasure 
with his mother’s parochialism and his 
defensive cross-wielding hint at a spirit- 
ual crisis of some standing. Adam's skep- 
ticism might have served as a catalyst, 
along with the irreverence of others, but 
hardly a primary agent in the departure 
from the Church. It is for this reason, not 
‘because (Raphael) realizes that the situ- 
ation is too bald,” that the issue of 
Adam’s “remorse” is not dramatized. It is 
peripheral.

Central is the plain sadness and con- 
fusion Adam experiences when he dis- 
covers he loves as a brother an improb- 
able friend, who, astonishingly, is dving 
of cancer. Even now Raphael does not grab 
for the Love Story/Brian’s Song cliche of 
death-watching. For Adam is now going 
through his spiritual crisis, discovering 
that human attachments do not yield en- 
tirely to reason. With marvelous sym- 
metry, the play ends as Adam in Rome, at 
the time of his friend’s death, figura- 
tively takes up the cross that was lit- 
erally put aside by the doubting Catho- 
lic. Both now, from different directions, 
have faced up to the ineffable. Suddenly, 
Adam shows in a perturbed smile that he 
has had a brush with mystery that evades 
his ‘intellect. Shyly, humbly, self-con- 
sciously, he stands before the Pieta, try- 
ing to pray, appearing to wish he could 
pray, perhaps praying just a little. The 
iconoclast confronts mysticism as the be- 
liever once approached rationality — with 
diminished self-assurance. 

If the remaining episodes on Channel 2 
achieve similar poignancy and complex- 


- ity, we'll be lucky once more that there’s a 


BBC willing and able to produce such 
moments.

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DON’ TQUOTE ME... 
A Global view of Jack Ruby 
and other media flaps

B... in the spring of 1975, a group of 
critics of the Warren Commission Re- 


port presented their views to a select: 


group of editors and writers at the Bos- 
ton Globe. The presentation, which in- 
cluded a showing of the Zapruder film of 
the JFK assassination, apparently made 
an impression on at least some of those 
present; executive editor Robert Healy 
wrote a column raising questions about 
the official version and, in the-following 
months, the paper seemed to take a re- 
newed interest in the controversy. 

Last Sunday’s Globe carried a feature 
by columnist Jack Thomas about one of 
the many mysterious figures involved in 
the events of November, 1963, in Dallas: 
Jack Ruby, the assassin of Lee Harvey 
Oswald. The article, primarily based on 
recently released FBI reports, echoed the 
official view that Ruby was a patriotic 
though disturbed night-club owner who 
‘was not the kind of man who would be 
enlisted in a conspiracy to assassinate 
anyone.” Thomas portrays the FBI study 
of Ruby as ‘‘an extraordinary effort to 
unravel the workings of one human 
mind” even though agents had to spend 
‘‘a great deal of time tracking down un- 
founded rumors circulated by news re- 
porters hungry for any fresh exclusive 
angle to the Kennedy assassination story, 
no matter how unreliable.” 

Thomas reports Ruby’s famous plea to 
Chief Justice Warren during the hear- 
ings (‘‘Boy, I'm in a tough spot, I'll tell 
you that’) but never goes beyond the FBI 
reports or indicates that doubts persist 
about Ruby’s identity. 


I hese questions are particularly fresh 
because the current issue of New Times 
(Jan. 23) carries an artitle by freelancer 
William Scott Malone entitled “The Se- 
cret Life of Jack Ruby.” The piece, which 
we are told is the result of 18 months of 
research, reaches some very different 
conclusions about Ruby from those pre- 
sented in the Globe. Among them: 

— Ruby met secretly in Miami with 
gangster John Roselli two months before 
the assassination and was an intimate of 
other top-level gangsters who, like Ros- 
elli, later plotted with the CIA to kill Cas- 
tro. 

— Ruby was an FBI informant. 

— Ruby helped arrange the release 
from a Cuban prison of mobster Santos 
Trafficante — the same fellow who re- 
fused to tell a Congressional committee 
whether he knew of the JFK assassina- 
tion before it took place. 

These conclusions may or may not 
shed new light on the assassination, but 
they are important to readers who want to 
make independent judgments. Polls show 
that less than a third of all Americans be- 
lieve the main thesis of the Warren re- 
port; perhaps some believe that they are 


“not getting all the. information they 


should have from government agencies or 
the news media. 

Globe executive editor Healy, who re- 
viewed the FBI documents in Washing- 
ton with Thomas and Globe Washington 
reporters Tom Oliphant and Curtis Wil- 
kie, told us that all four reached “a basic 
judgment” that Ruby was “a light- 
weight” whose “main effort in life was to 
run coffee for the cops. 

“You can keep the conspiracy thing 
going forever,”’ he observed.

P ublisher Bill Wasserman, who owns 
six North Shore local weekly news- 
papers and the giveaway North Shore: 
Sunday, announced in his Wednesday 
editions that developer and financier 
Mortimer Zuckerman has bought into the 
newspaper chain. Zuckerman has long 
been searching for a way into the pub- 
lishing business, and at one time was re- 
portedly interested in buying Esquire or 
the Real Paper. 

Zuckerman has become one of three 
directors of the company; he holds a 
minority of stock. Wasserman has been 


looking for cash of late, presumably to 
prop up North Shore: Sunday, which is 
doing reasonably well yet still losing 
money. Zuckerman apparently came up 
with the infusion of money that Wasser- 
man needed, though one employee noted 
that “Bill hasn’t told anyone the details.’’

A flap over the erasure of the tape of a 
show on South Africa which has been 
scheduled to air on Channel 2 January 6 
has led to the resignation from Say 
Brother of Steve Curwood and the re- 
fusal of producer Barbara Barrow to dis- 
cuss the episode with reporters. WGBH 
executives had originally hoped to keep 
the whole matter private, but were foiled 
by Globe reporter Robert Lenzner, a pan- 
elist on the erased show. 

Adding to the mystery is the fact that 
the show, a regular Say Brother episode, 
was devoted to the activities in South Af- 
rica of Cambridge’s Polaroid Corpora- 
tion — a major donor of funds to public 
television. 

The panel discussion was intercut with 
a film clip, obtained in 1976 by Curwood 
but never before aired, of Polaroid chair- 
man Edwin Land discussing his com- 
pany’s role in South Africa. The show 
has caused some concern while being 
made because of the nature of Polaroid’s 
relationship with the Corporation for 
Public Broadcasting. 

The supposedly accidental erasure was 
discovered by Curwood only a few days 
before the program was scheduled to be 
broadcast, and the station’s efforts to in- 
vestigate its circumstances were so per- 
functory that Curwood felt compelled to 
resign from the show (he remains with 
The Advocates). Others at WGBH are 
also concerned about the possibility of 
foul play. 

Producer Barrow was willing to say 
only that the program will be remade, 
though one of the four panelists on the 
original is now out of the country. It is 
now scheduled for broadcast on March 3. 
Curwood says that he will take part in the 
remake, but that his participation does 
not mean he'll definitely be rejoining the 
show, in, the future. '

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The Case That 


Won’t Go Away 


The judge rules against DiCarlo and MacKenzie, but 
his decision doesn’t put an end to the questions

T.. months and 18 days after a 
federal court jury found state Senate 
Majority Leader Joseph J.C. DiCarlo and 
Assistant Senate Minority Leader Ronald 
C. MacKenzie guilty of extorting $40,000 
from a New York-based construction 
management firm, they finally went. to 
jail. 

Incarceration was ordered last Tuesday 
at 5:30 p.m. by the trial judge, Walter Jay 
Skinner, in an opinion categorically 
rejecting arguments that they deserved a 
new trial on grounds of withheld 
evidence and, more important, a defense 
rigged to protect more powerful 
politicians. 

Yet even as they prepared to surrender 
Wednesday morning to federal marshals 
in Boston — leaving with a blast at 
Skinner and assertions that they were fall 
guys in much wider corruption — 
important questions, unresolved 
mysteries and allegations regarding other 
Massachusetts political figures and the 
company, McKee-Berger-Mansueto 
(MBM) Inc., dangled like tantalizing 
loose threads. They are so numerous that 
we may never know all the answers. But 
with DiCarlo and MacKenzie determined 


‘to bring the case before the US Supreme 


Court and, in any event, to reveal all they 
know in one forum or another (‘‘The 
press,”’ said an aide to DiCarlo, “‘is the 
last arbiter of justice, at least in this 
case’), the shock may be felt for years. 
Already, the trial is generating new 
legal developments, with potentially more 
to come. The focus of much of this is the 
relationship of MBM to the 


‘administration of former Governor 


Francis W. Sargent. For that is where the 
story really began. 

In 1969, the Sargent administration 
prepared to have a new, $350 million 
campus for the University of 
Massachusetts constructed at Columbia 
Point in Dorchester. A number of firms 
sought the contract from the 
administration to manage its 
construction. 

In the end, Sargent’s commissioner of 
administration and finance, Donald R. 
Dwight (later to be lieutenant governor), 
selected MBM for the job. Approximately 
six months after the contract was signed, 
according to statements given by MBM 
executives to the FBI, Sargent’s chief 
fund-raiser, Albert “’Toots’’ Manzi, vice- 
chairman of the Massachusetts Turnpike 
Authority, allegedly demanded and 
obtained a $10,000 campaign 
contribution on the threat that otherwise 
the company “would have trouble” with 
the contract. 

Moreover, the MBM hierarchy told the 
FBI (during its probe of extortion charges 
against DiCarlo and MacKenzie) that two 
years later, in May of 1972, Manzi 
demanded another $25,000 allegedly on a 
more explicit threat — that otherwise he 
would ‘‘ruin’” MBM and see to it that 
they lost the UMass contract. The MBM 
officials told the FBI they satisfied Manzi 
with but $10,000 — making their total 
contribution $20,000. 

An intermediary in negotiations 
between Manzi and MBM in. both 
instances and a witness to the discussions 
of MBM payments to the Sargent 
administration was Worcester 
businessman William Masiello, according 
to the FBI interviews of the MBM 
officials. Masiello, they said in trial 
testimony, had helped MBM establish 
ties in Massachusetts in the mid-1960s 
and, moreover, had wide-ranging 
connections with a number of officials, 
including Manzi. 


I hough the US Attorney's Office in 
Boston, which prosecuted DiCarlo anc 
MacKenzie, had this information sce 


the summer of 1975, it chose not to 
investigate. Neither Manzi nor Masiello 
was questioned or brought before the 
grand jury that indicted the former 
senators in August of 1976. 

But following the trial, at the request of 
state Attorney General Francis X. Bellotti, 
the US Attorney’s Office briefed him on 
the allegations involving Manzi and 
MBM. The six-year statute of limitations 
has foreclosed legal action regarding the 
alleged 1970 payment; the six-year 
statute will not expire on the alleged 1972 
payment until this May. And Bellotti, 
unlike federal prosecutors, has decided to 
investigate. Last year, shortly after 
learning of the allegations regarding 
Manzi, he dispatched subordinates to 
question the Worcester businessman and, 
at the same time, endeavored to 
interrogate MBM President Gerald 
McKee. 

This effort, however, reportedly was 
frustrated by McKee’s demand for 
immunity from prosecution as a 
condition of cooperation, which request 
Bellotti refused to grant. And two weeks 
ago he told reporters, in reference to 
allegations of MBM payments to other 
Massachusetts officials, that the 
company could not portray themselves as 
victims of shakedown demands forever. 

Last week Bellotti sent a state police 
investigator to Kuwait to interrogate Jack 
Thomas, MBM’s former office manager, 
regarding the alleged 1972 payment to 
Manzi. Thomas, who testified at last 
winter's extortion trial of payments to 
MacKenzie and had told the. FBI in 1975 
of the payments to Manzi, is considered a 
key figure in any new case involving 
MBM payments. 

In a telephone conversation with the 
state police investigator, Robert Costello, 
sometime in the last two weeks, Thomas 
reportedly said he would not cooperate. 

‘Why would he want to talk?” said a 
source in Bellotti’s office. ‘He can refuse 
to comment. If I were him, I'd get on a 
camel and ride.” 

Efforts to reach MBM president 
McKee for comment on Bellotti’s 
investigation have been unsuccessful; he 
was reported by his secretary to be out of 
the country and unreachable. 

To date, Bellotti has made no decision 
on whether to empanel a grand jury to 
probe the allegations of a $10,000 
payment from’ MBM to Manzi in 1972. 
Such a decision will undoubtedly be 
influenced by the report Costello gives 
him after returning from Kuwait. 


B.. Bellotti is not the only investigator 
interested in the alleged relationship 
between Manzi and MBM. Following 
revelation last month of the MBM 
allegations of payments to Manzi, 
Governor Michael Dukakis, who once 
observed that he had found a “‘climate of 
corruption’ in the executive department, 
ordered state police investigators under 
his command to determine if there are 
grounds to dismiss Manzi from his 
position as vice-chairman of the 
Turnpike Authority. 

As part of this probe, the Phoenix has 
learned, state police investigator Peter 
Agnes this week will interrogate 
Masiello, who, according to trial 
testimony and the FBI interviews of 
MBM officials, knows a considerable 
amount about MBM’s modus operandi 
and relations with Manzi. 

However, as with Thomas, cooperation 
from Masiello will be strictly voluntary. 
Without the empaneling of a grand jury 
and its power of subpoena, Masiello is 
not compelled to talk. 

Meanwhile, last week, new questions 
about MBM’s relations with the Sargent 
administration were raised, the result of 


fast-moving developments. On Tuesday 
a state grand jury empaneled by Bellotti 
indicted MBM (and five other companies) 
on criminal charges of failing to pay 
approximately $30,000 in state taxes 
during the period of the firm’s $6 million 
contract to oversee construction of the 
UMass campus in Dorchester, 1972-'74, 
when Sargent was governor. 

Also last week came criticisms of that 
contract. The Boston Globe revealed the 
existence of an audit report on the UMass 
contract, which claimed payments were 
made to MBM in the amount of $457,272 
for ‘‘services never received by the 
Commonwealth.” 

The report, prepared in 1973 by the 
legislature’s Post Audit and Oversight 
Committee, was never made public. The 
decision not to do so came from the 
committee’s staff director, William H. 
Finnegan, after conversation with 
MBM‘s Beacon Hill lobbyist-attorney, 
former Democratic governor Endicott 
Peabody. Finnegan said, however, that 
Peabody did not influence the decision. 

At the same time last week, state 
Auditor Thaddeus Buczko, who strongly 
criticized the MBM-UMass contract in 
1970, restated his contention that it was 

“‘a sweetheart deal’’ and called it “a gold 
mine for that company.’ 

This opinion has been seconded by 
James J. Cusack, an engineer for the 
Commonwealth who oversaw the MBM- 
UMass project and in April, 1971, warned 
in a memorandum to the state Bureau of 
Building Construction that the contract 
was overly generous and should be 
renegotiated. Last week Cusack said, in 
an interview with the Boston Herald 
American, ‘‘The goddamn contract 
stunk. I had to implement it. I’m the guy 
who had his hands tied behind his back. I 
went through hell for four years. My 
memorandum speaks for itself.’’ 


5 em charges, combined with MBM’s 
indictment for evasion of taxes on income 
derived from the contract and the 
assertion of MBM officials that they paid 
$20,000 to Manzi to protect their status 
in Massachusetts, cast suspicion not only 
over MBM but over the Sargent 
administration, its relations with MBM 
and the role of Peabody as company 
liaison. 

Back in 1969, when word of the UMass 
contract circulated among the small 
number of construction management 
firms then operating in Massachusetts, 
vigorous competition for it began. As 
attorney-lobbyist for MBM in its quest 
for the pact, Peabody was well-suited. It 
was he after all who, when governor, in 
the mid-1960s, brought Sargent and 
Dwight into the government as associate 
commissioners of public works. 

That Peabody would take the 
assignment of representing MBM in the 
contract competition under ordinary 
circumstances would-not be surprising. 
Representation by the politically 
influential is of course long-established in 
Massachusetts and elsewhere. 

But the Phoenix has learned that at the 
time Peabody signed on to help MBM 
obtain the contract, he was sitting on the 
board of directors of another firm, 
Scientific Resources Inc., whose 
subsidiary, Mauchly Construction Inc., 
was a finalist in the contract competition. 

Soon after Dwight selected MBM for 
the contract — at the time the largest 
construction management job in the 
nation — MBM bought out Mauchly, and 
the firm's former president, Daniel 
Shields, became an executive at MBM 
and, for a short period, served as its 
president. 


In interviews with the Phoenix, Shields 


attributes MBM’s success in winning the 
contract to Peabody's influence with 
Dwight and Sargent. ‘Peabody was on 
the board of directors of Scientific 
Resources,’ Shields says. ‘Then he 
shows up all of a sudden representing 
MBM. Ours was a futile effort.” 

Shields said that when he discovered 
Peabody’s dual role, ‘It was a shocker. 
They (MBM) did their homework.” 

Peabody could not be reached for 
comment. 

The trial of MBM for tax evasion, and 
the attorney general’s and Dukakis 
administration probes of the alleged 
Manzi-MBM relations, may shed light on 
some, if not all, of the questions raised by 
the emergence of MBM as construction 
manager at Columbia Point in 1969. If 
they do, it will help clarify the 
circumstances under which, the federal 
trial jury concluded last winter, DiCarlo 
and MacKenzie shook the firm down for 
$40,000 during 1971 and 1972. 


A. the trial, MBM officials testified 
that they paid the senators off after 
threats that a DiCarlo-headed legislative 
probe (stimulated in part by Buczko’s 
initial criticisms) of the UMass contract 
would contrive a report damaging to the 
firm. 

Even apart from the alleged payments 
to DiCarlo and MacKenzie (who are in 
prison) and to. Manzi (who is under 
investigation), the trial produced 
allegations from MBM officials of a series 
of other payments to Massachusetts 
politicians. And as these assertions have 
emerged in recent weeks from portions of 
trial transcripts that until last month were 
impounded, the political damage 
continued to grow — and new questions 
continued to arise. 

All of this emanated from the 1975 FBI 
interviews of Thomas, MBM president 
McKee and company vice-president 
Anthony Mansueto, who said they also 
made campaign contributions in 1970 
and 1972 to Senate President Kevin 
Harrington (mentor of DiCarlo), Senate 
Ways and Means Committee Chairman 
James Kelly, Boston Mayor Kevin White, 
and Masiello. 

According to statements attributed to 
the MBM officials in the FBI interviews, 
they withdrew $4000 from company 
accounts on October 19, 1972, for 
payments of $2000 each to Harrington 
and White. 

Harrington allegedly was given a check 
made out to him. And in recent 
interviews, Harrington has acknowledged 
that the endorsing signature appears to be 
his but has added that he has no 
recollection of cashing it and can not 
imagine how to go about disproving that 
he did. 

The alleged $2000 for White reportedly 
was in the form of a check made out to 
“cash” and endorsed by Masiello and 
Kelly, then treasurer of White's 
gubernatorial campaign fund-raising 
effort. Though White has denied any 
knowledge of the matter, Kelly has 
acknowledged endorsing the check. 

These payments, said to have been 
campaign contributions, were allegedly 
suggested by Masiello, the MBM officials 
stated in their FBI reports. 

Finally, the MBM officials reportedly 
told the FBI that “via pressure from Bill 
Masiello, he (MBM vice president 
Mansueto) issued an MBM check, 
payable to cash, which Masiello wanted 
as a contribution to the campaign of 
Senator Jim Kelly.”

yes International, whose hu- 


man rights work earned it a Nobel Peace 
Prize in 1977, last week launched a 
sweeping attack on South Africa's apar- 
theid system with a special report on poli- 
tical prisoners there. 

“The use of torture by security police 
during the interrogation of political de- 
tainees is routine and receives tacit gov- 
ernment approval,” the report charged. 
Noting that allegations of torture have re- 
peatedly been documented in the past, 
Amnesty lambasted the South: African 
government for refusing to “institute a 
thorough and independent inquiry into 
such allegations.” The report also raised 
charges that the so-called Terrorism Act, 
which provides for indefinite detention of 
prisoners incommunicado, “invites, even 
incites, security police torture of political 
detainees.” 

The report characterized South Afri- 
can prison conditions as “vindictive and 
uncompromising.” At least 38 political 
prisoners, including African Nationalist 
leader Nelson Mandela, are serving life 
imprisonment tefms. The group also 
noted that since the death under suspi- 
cious circumstances of Steve Biko, three 
more black activists have died. in cus- 
tody. On November 18, 18-year-old 
Bonaventura Sippho Malaza’ was report- 
edly found hanged in his cell. No inquest 
has yet been conductéd. On December 
21, Mzukisi Mobhadula died in the cus- 
tody of the Port Elizabeth security po- 
lice. And on,@hristmas Day, only a few 
hours after“his arrest, Moonsamy Vella 
Pillay died at a police station near Johan- 
nesburg. His family was not notified un- 
til several days had passed. 

In what appears to be a departure from 
' its normally studied avoidance of cate- 
gorical political judgments, Amnesty con- 
cluded, “‘No reforms in the present struc- 
ture will be sufficiently far-reaching to 
remove causes of political imprisonment 
unless the whole structure of apartheid is 
dismantled.” The South African em- 
bassy in Washington was not answering 
its telephones at press time.

KINGS? 


R.., Jack King (D-Danvers),a soft- 
spoken, polished lawyer-legislator from 
the North Shore, has decided to chuck the 
House after four terms and run for the 
Senate seat held by Kevin Harrington, the 
“King of the Hill.” 

King is quick to point out that while he 
won't announce for another few weeks, 
he had been planning his Senate race long 
before allegations about a $2000 corpor- 
ate gift to the Senate president surfaced in 
the press. 

He told the Phoenix, ‘My name has 
been very prominent in the district. I 
have been talked about in editorials as a 
possible candidate, so. that I don’t think 
I'll be seen completely as a bounder, or 
someone who is jumping in for the kill 
with Kevin Harrington. I think that the 
record I’ve built over the past seven years 
shows that’s just not my style.” 

King found himself in a battle with the 
House leadership when it was an- 
nounced Danvers would be split in the 
House redistricting to be accomplished 
before this year’s elections. Determined 
to fight what he calls “almost the classic 
gerrymander configuration,’ King 
helped Danvers in its legal battle against 
the division, charging it was done solely 
‘‘to protect two incumbent Peabody rep- 


resentatives, while disenfranchising a - 


town of 25,007.” 

The case is now before the State Su- 
preme Judicial Court. Whatever its out- 
come, however, King has decided to leave 
the House altogether, frustrated by the 
way the leadership controls its members 
and punishes its enemies. King says he 
will run on reform issues in his Senate 
race and wants to raise $25,000 whether 
Harrington steps down or not. If Har- 
rington does withdraw, the odds are King 
will face Rep. John E. Murphy Jr. (D- 
Peabody) in the primary. -Murphy is 
chairman of the Committee on Bills in the 
Third Reading.

do with all their classified files when they 
no longer want or need the things? Well, 
in line with the Commander-in-Chief’s 
energy program, they burn them. 

Several weeks ago, the Phoenix re- 
ceived a report that the Department of 
Defense was burning such documents — 
as a conservation measure that would re- 
duce the expenditure for more conven- 
tional fuel. Half expecting a denial (after 
all, doesn’t the Pentagon deny prac- 
tically everything?), we rang up Captain 
Bob Bowen, a Defense Department in- 
formation officer. 

“Yes,” Bowen responded agreeably, 
that is indeed current practice. “Classi- 
fied and unclassified documents from the 
Pentagon, as well as other government 
agencies in the DC area, are being fed 
into a central boiler plant, and the fuel is 
being used to heat the Pentagon.” 

What criteria, we asked, are used to de- 
cide that a particular document is ready 
for the furnace? Is it true that two tons of 
shredded documents equals one ton of 
coal? How many security guards are de- 
tailed to oversee the operation? For the 
answer to ipeve and other questions, the 
agreeable Captain Bowen referred us to 
Public Affairs Officer Lieutenant Doug 
Gilles, who-was rather less helpful about 
returning our calls.

cent plebiscite (see Phoenix, January 3 
and 10).General Augusto Pinochet 
warned his country’s politicians, ‘It’s 
finished for you.” And on Friday, Janu- 
ary 13, Pinochet hammered home those 
words by arresting 13 influential leaders 
of the Christian Democratic party and 
sending them into internal exile in the 
north of the country. 

Reports from Santiago indicate that a 
gathering of party members (political 
meetings per se are banned under the 
junta’s state of siege law) was broken up 
by the secret police. Sources report that 
although some 50-60 persons were pres- 
ent, only 13 of them were arrested; all 
were charged with sedition. 

Those exiled include former Senator 
President Tomas Reyes; student leader 
Guillermo Yunge, who was due in the US 
last week as a state department guest; 
Adolfo Zaldivar, brother of the party's 
unofficial president, Andreas Zaldivar; 
former Deputy Andreas Alwyn, a law- 
yer who has defended political prisoners 
and worked for the families of the 
“disappeared”; Belisario Velasco, former 
secretary-general of the party and dir- 
ector of its now-suppressed radio station, 
Radio Balmaceda; women’s leader Georg- 
ina Aceituno; and seven trade-union 
leaders. 

Sources in Santiago believe that these 
arrests and exile were designed to break 
the back of the Christian Democratic 
party and to prevent the growing unity 
between it and parties of the Unidad 
Popular (Allende’s coalition). All of these 
parties had, in the days before the plebis- 
cite, issued statements of opposition to 
what was widely regarded as a fraudu- 
lent election. They had also joined in de- 
fending the relatives of ‘‘disappeared’’ 
political prisoners who demonstrated for 
several days in a major Santiago church. 

However, sources both inside the 
country and in exile predict that these ar- 
rests will have the opposite effect from 
that planned by the junta. Rather than 
discouraging the Christian Democratic- 
Unidad Popular solidarity, they feel, the 
arrests will accelerate that development. 
And sources within the Christian Demo- 
cratic party spoke of its “aggressive” 
stance against the junta. ‘“Those who 
have been exiled are important members 
of the party,’ commented one source, 
“but there are others. who can. take their 
places, and if they are ted there are 
still others who.¢an take Charge. At this 
moment; we have a very sophisticated or- 
ganization to assure that the party will 
continue.” 

And last week, in a related develop- 
ment, Ana Gonzales, Ulda Ortiz and 
Gabriela Bravo — three Chilean women 
who are among the relatives of the 
‘‘disappeared” and who had come to the 
US to publicize their plight — were al- 
lowed to reenter Chile. During an earlier 
attempt to return home, they had been 
met at the “airport by government offi- 
cials bearing deportation orders (see 


- Phoenix, Novembér 15 and 29). This 


time, however, after intense pressure was 
brought to bear on their government, the 
junta acquiesced in their return. They 
were met at the airport by embassy offi- 
cials from a number of countries and by 
representatives of the UN.

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Seeking safeguards 
on offshore oil 


Dukakis wants to hold up lease 
sales until protection is guaranteed

| believe that, working together, we can 
demonstrate to the nation that offshore 
oil and gas development can proceed in 
harmony with environmental considera- 
tions .and assets,

W., no more Mr. Nice Guy to the 


oil companies for Governor Dukakis. Af- 
ter three years of virtually fruitless effort 
to persuade and cajole the federal gov- 
ernment and the oil companies to guar- 
antee certain protective measures before 
oil is drilled on the Georges Bank fishing 
grounds off our coast, Massachusetts is, 
in the eleventh hour, going to court. In a 
suit filed last Thursday in federal court, 
the state is seeking to postpone the sale of 
leases for Georges Bank tracts to oil com- 
panies, which is scheduled to take place 
on January 31 at the New York Hilton, 
until the safeguards provided by a fed- 
eral bill now stalled in the House are en- 
acted into law. Dukakis resorted to the 
courts after Secretary of the Interior Cec- 
il Andrus turned a deaf ear to appeals 
from Massachusetts and seven other 
coastal states (organized for the lobbying 
effort by the Bay State) for such a delay. 
The Conservation Law Foundation has 
filed a similar legal action, seeking a de- 
lay on behalf of a coalition of fishing and 
environmental groups, who likewise ar- 
gue that the fishing and tourist indus- 
tries will not be adequately protected. 


As things stand, Georges Bank, its fish, 
and the Massachusetts beaches are no 
more protected from spills and leaky for- 
eign tankers than they were a year ago, 
when the Liberian Argo Merchant went 
aground, spilling 7.5 million gallons of 
industrial oil into one of the world’s rich- 
est fishing grounds (15 percent of the 
world’s fish protein comes from the 
Georges Bank each year). Among other 
things, the spill demonstrated that no 
technology exists to clean up oil in win- 
ter seas, so in the days afterwards the 
Coast Guard and state environmental of- 
ficials watched helplessly as the mon- 
strous slick washed back and forth. 

Inevitably, many politicians and pub- 
lic officials had indignant things to say in 
the aftermath, but their sound and fury 
has in the end amounted to nothing. At 
this time last year, Dukakis and his ad- 
visers were optimistic that Congress 
would be shaken into action and finally 
pass amendments to the Outer Conti- 
nental Shelf Act (OCS) despite the oil in- 
dustry lobby. And they had high hopes 
for Carter’s new Secretary of the Inter- 
ior, Andrus, who seemed responsive to 
their concerns about protecting the state’s 
fishing and tourist industries. For while 
the Argo Merchant's oil never did ob- 
vious damage by washing up on Cape 
Cod beaches, no one knows yet what was 
done to the fish. A spill at spawning time 
can kill a whole year’s crop of cod, for ex- 
ample, a loss which wouldn’t show up for 
several years. In the aftermath of Argo 
Merchant, Dukakis, who has encour- 
aged offshore oil development, even 
managed to turn the gigantic spill into an- 
other argument for drilling on Georges

Bank, reasoning that a pipeline from the 
oil fields to shore would be safer than the 
tankers which deliver the oil now im- 
ported to New England. 


; there will almost certainly be 
no pipeline, there is no new federal law to 
protect tourism and fishing, and, at the 
moment, it appears that in the crunch 
Andrus will go with oil, not fish. The 
Secretary reportedly is receiving heavy 
pressure not only from the oil industry 
but from Secretary of Energy James 
Schlesinger as well. Andrus has tried to 
soothe the anxious coastal states by as- 
suring them that the OCS legislation will 
pass shortly and that it will apply ret- 
roactively to the Georges Bank sale — an 
assurance which is disputed on both 
counts. Bill Woodward, an aide to Con- 
gressman Gerry Studds (of New Bed- 
ford, the Cape and the Islands), has been 
following the issue closely and is of the 
opinion that there’s a good chance the 
OCS bill won't pass at all. 

Woodward says the oil industry has 
fought the proposal, even though it is by 





no means ‘‘anti-oil.”” Indeed, far from 
radical, it offers minimum protection to 
those who might be harmed by oil com- 
pany operations. 

Especially important for Georges Bank 
are the tanker standards outlined in this 
legislation. Since the coastal shelf off 
Massachusetts is expected to yield a small 
amount of oil compared to Alaska’s 
North Slope or the Gulf of Mexico, the 
companies do not want to invest in a 
pipeline to transport the crude oil to re- 
fineries. This means rather small coastal 
tankers will be used. Many of the ships of 
this size sail under flags of convenience 
(so called because of easier standards in 
foreign countries), as the Argo Merchant 
did, and are not now required also to meet 
US safety criteria. The OCS bill would 
require that any foreign ship working in 
offshore fields meet US tanker regula- 
tions. Without this law, Georges Bank 
could become a busy lane full of Argo 
Merchants — a ship that before the fatal 
spill was notorious for faulty equipment 
and chronic leaks. 

A second crucial provision for the

Farmers strike for higher prices — 
and a return to a golden age 


by Stu Cohen 


There are three great crops raised in 
Nebraska. One is a crop of corn, one a 
crop of freight rates and one a crop of in- 
terest. One is produced by farmers who 
by sweat and toil farm the land. The other 
two are produced by men who sit in their 
offices and behind their bank counters 
and farm the farmers.

I would agree with that. It still applies 
totally. One of our greatest problems, to- 
day, is the tremendous amount of freight 
we pay. We sell at wholesale and buy at 
retail and pay the freight both ways.

I began on December 14. At one 
minute past midnight, the long line of In- 
ternational Harvesters, Caterpillars and 
Fordsons -began belching smoke as they 
rolled down Pennsylvania Avenue and 
circled the White House. 

FARM STRIKE!/FOR 100% PARITY/DECEM- 
BER 14, 1977/VILAS, COLO, read the sign on 
one shiny monster. From the beginning, 
strike. organizers have described the ac- 
tion as a “long haul,”’ but if their tactics 
are successful we will pay more for food, 
either at the supermarket or in_ taxes 
needed to support vastly increased farm 
subsidies. 

The strikers — and there are 800,000 to 
a million of them — are “family farmers.” 
Some till relatively small farms, others 
have larger holdings, but all of the 
strikers organized under the banner of 
the American Agriculture Movement de- 
rive their income solely from farming. 
And they are united. in their frastration 
and anger at a system which has, as they 
see it, driven many of their kind out of 
business over the’ years, and which, ‘they 
contend, will. continue to drive family 
farmers out of business unless drastic 
measures are taken. 

What they want is ‘100 percent par- 
ity,” a deceptively simple formula for en- 
abling the most marginal of farmers to 
stay in business — and a formula which, 
for those above the margin, will provide 
substantial profits. We shall return to 100 
percent parity later, but its essential in- 
gredient is a buffer against the bad years, 
a buffer guaranteed by the federal gov- 
ernment. 


strikers are drawn from more 


than 40 states, although most live in the 
West, Midwest and South. They are a 
segment of US agriculture, but by no 
means its majority. In agricultural plan- 
ning circles, it is a rule of thumb that one 
farm worker produced enough food for 
40 to 50 people. By this measure, the 
striking farmers would normally pro- 
duce food for 14 to 18 percent of this 
country’s inhabitants. However, the 
strikers are concentrated in several dis- 


tinct branches of agriculture, primarily in . 


grain production, giving them dispro- 
portionate impact in those concentra- 
tions. 

They are not, it needs be emphasized, a 
part of the major sector; they are not ag- 
ribusiness. Unlike the Coca-Colas and 
General Foods — huge, vertically inte- 
grated corporations that grow, process, 
distribute and market agricultural com- 
modities — the Greg Suhlers, Gerald 
McCatherins and ‘‘Bud” Bitners are 
merely the beginning of a long chain that 
ends at the supermarket cash register. 
The average striking wheat farmer, for 
example, harvests a crop and sells it to a 
grain elevator operator, who in turn sells 
it to a larger grain elevator owner, who 
then sells it to a major grain wholesaler, 
who in turn sells it to a flour miller, who 
sells it to a baker, who sells it to a super- 
market, which sells it to us. The cost, as 
one might expect, increases at every step. 

Agribusiness companies simply short- 
circuit ‘this process by exercising control 
over many of the intervening steps, 
realizing hefty profits at the end of the 
chain. The existence of agribusiness has 
been intimately related to the decline in 
farmers of the kind who are on strike. 
You can see it in the statistics: the num- 
ber of individual farmers decreases 
steadily and the average farm size stead- 
ily creases, There are fewer farms from 
yeat.to year and those that are left are 
concentrated if fewér and fewer hands. 

In. 1940, for example, after years of 
drought, Dust Bowl and massive fore- 
closures, there were some 6.3 million 
working farths. By 1970,'the number had 
decreased to 3 million, and the average 
farm had more than doubled in size dur- 
ing the same period. 

This, then, is a process that has been 
going on. for many years. Price fluctua- 
tions have been occurring for many 
years, too, but the strike — although such 
action has been discussed in recent years 
— did not begin until December of last 
year. 

The year 1977 was a bad one for many 
family farmers. In December, 1976, for 


. example, corn was selling for $2.24 per 
bushel. In October of 1977, it-was going 
for $1.67 per bushel. Prices began to pick 
up a bit during the last few months of the 
year, but by December, the price had 
risen only to $1.98. And as farmers 
looked back a couple of years, they could 
remember prices that were several dol- 
lars more per unit of corn or wheat or 
soybeans, etc. 

Henry Casso is a staff member of the 
Senate Agriculture Committee. More- 
over, he is widely regarded as one of the 
committee’s experts in the area of prices. 
Much of his time since December 14 has 
been spent in meetings with the strikers. 

‘They've seen prices go down — and 
their costs haven’t gone down. Their 
costs continue to escalate, just like yours 
and mine. So they’re facing this tremen- 
dous squeeze and, of course, they op- 
erate on a borrowed basis; they don’t 
have the wherewithal to finance them- 
selves — in fact, it wouldn't be advisable. 
They go to the bank and borrow $30,000 
or $40,000 a year to put in their crops; 
they borrow on a long-term basis for 
equipment and for land. And then, when 
they sell their products, they don’t get 
enough money to pay off the whole 
thing, plus the fact that in agriculture, 
those without any outside income must 
make enough money on the crops to car- 
ry them through the year, for living.” 


N... of this, of course, is new. Gen- 


erations of farmers have struggled with 
such problems. Nor has the federal gov- 
ernment remained unconcerned. Over the 
years — and especially since the Depres- 
sion’ — successive Congresses and De- 
partments of Agriculture have estab- 
lished a labyrinth of “target prices,”’ 
subsidies’ and ‘price supports” de- 
signed to keep farmers in business from 
year to year. Last year, for example, 
Congress passed an agriculture bill 
which, among other things, established a 
target price of $2.90 a bushel for wheat, 
and a “‘loan level’’ of $2.25 a bushel. 
Thus if a farmer harvests his crop at a 
time in which wheat was selling for less 
than $2.25 a bushel, he has the option to 
borrow money against the crop while 
holding it in storage until the price in- 
creases at which time-he can sell it at the 
higher’ price and pay back the-loan. And 


\ of he-sells the ee fof less ‘than the target 
a 


price of $2.90 a bushel — a figure based 
upon the cost’ of production for the 1977 
wheat crop and designed.-to énsure that 


no farmer is forced to sell for less than it- 


cost the average farrrier-to-pfoduce wheat 
— he is guaranteed a subsidy of.as*much 
as 65 cents a bushel, which represents the 
difference between the market and target 
prices. Thus if he can sell his wheat for 
$2.70 a bushel, the federal government 


will pay him an additional 20 cents a. 


bushel in order to guarantee that he ach- 
ieves the target price. 

This venerable system of price sup- 
ports has been accepted as a way of life 
by generations of farmers, for whom it 
represented a buffer against the fluctua- 
tions inhérent in the marketing system 
for their products. It is thus perceived as 


a fact of Jife, though not necessarily a~ 
pleasant one. The average family farmer 
— who perceives himself and is increas- 
ingly perceived by his society as the last 
bastion of ‘rugged individualism’’ — is at 
least-moderately disdainful of subsidies, 
which he views as “handouts” or “‘wel- 
fare.’ The rhetoric of the strike has there- 
fore not been in terms of “subsidies” but 
rather in terms of the very different no- 
tion of the ‘100 percent parity.” 
Unlike “subsidies,” which are related 
to “supply and demand” economics, par- 
ity is a measure of purchasing power. It is 
the relationship between what a farmer 
can buy with the money he gets for his 
product today and what he could have 
bought at some time in the past. And 
what the strikers are demanding is 100 
percent parity — a formula in which the 
price they get for their commodities to- 
day is directly related to their purchasing 


- power in the years 1910-'14. 


Farmers remember those years fondly 
— so fondly, in fact, that the period has 
become a central part of a mythology 
around which 100 percent parity is con- 
structed. It was a boom period, four good 
years that helped erase the memory of 
lean times in the 1890s and at the turn of 
the century. The market for agricultural 
produce was expansive; demand was 
high, especially in Europe, and greater 
demand meant higher prices. And farm- 
ing was simpler, less mechanized than to- 
day. During these years, then, many 
farmers made profits and paid off debts; 
even those at the margin were able to sell 
products with the relative certainty that 
they would, at the very least, make back 
their costs. 

Farmers have not had it so good in any 
period since the “golden age.” By selling 
their produce at the prevailing prices dur- 
ing those four years, they were able to 
live rather better than most of those who 
worked in the cities. Simply stated, to- 
day’s farmers perceive that during those 
years, the sale of their produce created 
enough purchasing power to ensure a 
measure of the good life — and that, in the 
intervening years, they have gone back- 
wards while much of society has ad- 
vanced. Does this view conform strictly 
to the economic and social reality of 
1910-'14? Perhaps not, but the answer 
does not fundamentally matter, because 
both-the farmers -and: those -who shapé 
farm policy in ww believe i

wheat sells for approximately $2.50. If a 
farmer sells his wheat at that price, he will 
receive the $2.50 plus a federal subsidy 
payment of 40 cents (in order to reach the 
target price of $2.90), creating for him- 
self $2.90 worth of purchasing power. 
However, in order for the bushel to yield 
the same purchasing power it would have 
had during the “golden age,” it would 
have to sell for approximately $5.00. If 
that price could be gotten, it would allow 
the farmer to reverse the steady erosion of 
buying power the dollar has suffered be- 
tween 1914 and 1978. 

The farmer's is not, of course, a

unique situation. Indeed, most of 
us would like our incomes to give 
us the purchasing power we 
would have had during some 
‘golden age’’ in the past. But the 
problem is particularly acute for 
many farmers, who already op- 
erate at such a marginal eco- 
nomic level that minor price fluc- 
tuations can mean the difference 
between continuing or giving up 
the farm. 

This is not the condition of all 
the striking farmers, nor even, 
perhaps, of most of them. But it is 
a fact of life for many, the most 
endangered of their species. This 
range of difference between even 
those farmers who are on strike 
has given rise to conflicting de- 
scriptions of what they are de- 
manding. 

Thus, according to ‘‘Bud’’ Bit- 
ner, a Colorado farmer and one 
of the leaders of the striking Am- 
erican Agriculture Movement, 
“profit,” as such, is not a part of 
100 percent parity. “Really, in 
the parity formula, there is no 


room for straight profit,”’ he said 
during a telephone interview. 
“You still have to be able to pro- 
duce efficiently and competi- 
tively. You have to not have 
drought and hail or rain or freeze 
or whatever. All of these factors 
are not considered in the parity 
price, so there is no guarantee of 
profit. It’s only a fair price that 
will simply meet costs.”’ 

That is one version of the par- 
ity-profit relationship. Another 
came from a striking farmer in 
Kansas; asked the same ques- 
tion, he replied, ‘‘That’s a ques- 
tion you'd be better off not ask- 
ing’ — although he had been 
holding forth about the ‘‘reason- 
able profit guaranteed by 100 
percent parity only a few mo- 
ments before. 

John Simpson of the US De- 
partment of Agriculture resolved 
the conflicting interpretations of 
100 percent parity in the follow- 
ing manner: “‘Bitner is right. The 
formula doesn’t measure the in- 
come of farmers; it’s not a meas- 
ure of their well-being; it’s simply 
a relationship between the value 
of agricultural produce and in- 
dustrial produce based on a four- 
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year period 60 years ago. : 

“The support prices that we 
have today ($2.90 a bushel for 
wheat, for example) don’t really 
cover the full cost of production. 
The cost of production varies 
pretty greatly from farmer to 
farmer. A primary difference is in 
land costs. A farmer who bought 
his land 20 years ago, at a very 
low rate, has a very low cost of 
production. The young farmers 
who reacted to the boom of three 
years ago and bought land at in- 
flated prices in the expectation 
that the boom would continue are 
now confronted with fixed pay- 
ments on their land and low 
prices. Now, they’re the ones who 
have cost-of-production prob- 
lems — the support prices that we 
have will not cover their cost of 
production, there’s no doubt 
about it.” 

" However, for the young farmer 
described by Simpson, for the 
economically marginal farmer, 
100 percent parity will guarantee 
the equality of costs and prices — 
he will at least make back in the 
marketplace what it costs him to 
produce his products, even in the 
worst years. But for the more es- 
tablished, older farmers, Simp- 
son admitted, 100 percent parity 
“will be a windfall. And there’s 
no way: you can differentiate; 
there’s no way you can Say, 
‘Look, you bought your land re- 
cently at a high price, so you can 
sell your produce for a higher 
price,’ or ‘You bought your land 
years ago at a low price, so you'll 
get less in the market.’ ”

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parity is not, from the perspec- 
tive of either the Agriculture De- 
partment or the Senate Agricul- 
ture Committee, an unreasonable 
one, though neither group be- 
lieves achieving it is a real pos- 
sibility politically. The strike has, 
however, highlighted complaints 
that farmers have been express- 
ing for years. And it has created 
the conditions for extensive com- 
munications between dissatisfied 
farmers and those who draft and 
pass the laws under which they 
produce. On a recent Monday, 
for example, the Senate Com- 
mittee conducted field hearings in 
Kansas City; on that Thursday, 
more than 3000 striking farmers 
were in Washington again, this 
time not to picket the ‘White 
House from their tractors but to 
button-hole senators, congress- 
men and Agriculture officials. 
What they were being told in 
both quarters was that that there 
is tremendous sympathy for them 
and their plight, but that 100 per- 


“cent parity was not, given the 


realities of politics, an attainable 
goal. 

“The senator met with them 
several times,”’ an aide to Geor- 
gia’s Herman Talmadge told the 
Phoenix on Thursday, “but 100 
percent parity is just not pos- 
sible; it’s economically unrealis- 
tic and it’s particularly hard to 
comprehend (politically) in that 
the senator just barely got the 
1977 Farm Bill passed — it passed 
by just four votes. But the sena- 
tor has met with them; he’s as re- 
ceptive as he can be; what he’s 
telling them is, ‘I agree whole- 
heartedly with you, but what we 
need are the votes of the urban 
congressmen.’ ~ 

In early January, Agriculture 
Secretary Bob Bergland met with 
striking farmers in Nebraska. 
What he told them there has been 
echoed in all of the meetings be- 
tween farmers and DOA offi- 
cials. He announced that the 
President has extended an addi- 
tional $200,000,000 in export 
sales credits to Poland. This will 
make it easier for the Poles to buy 
US agricultural produce and, by 
increasing the market for what 
our farmers grow, will increase 
prices as well. But as John Simp- 
son admitted, “Except for ag- 
gressive efforts to expand our ex- 
port sales, there is problably little 
more that we can do right now.” 
Simpson strongly reiterated Sec- 
retary Bergland’s contention that 
the recently passed 1977 farm bill 
can provide the answer to many 
of the farmers’ problems, if they 
will only give it the chance to 
work, “We think it will support a 
strong agriculture; we think it 
should be given a chance to work; 
it's a four-year farm bill and it 
will take a year or two before we 


know one way or the other.” 

It is not easy for the striking 
farmers to sit back and wait 
another year or two to see if the 
new bill helps them sufficiently. 
But waiting may be a necessity to 
which the farmers will have to ad- 
just. 

One senior DOA official put it 
this way: “100 percent parity, 
even if achievable politically, 
would be an unmitigated dis- 
aster. If we set target prices at 
parity it would probably cause 
treasury outlays in the neighbor- 
hood of 150 to $55 billion — that’s 
if we set target prices at parity for 
all 144 commodities for which 
parity is calculated. If you sup- 
ported prices at parity for the 
eight major commodities (includ- 
ing wheat, corn, etc.), it would 
cost approximately $23 billion. 
And that $23 to $55 billion would 
be added to the already large fed- 
eral deficit. Now if you set the 
loan rate at parity, the costs are 
the same but it’s borne in a dif- 
ferent sector of the economy — it 
falls immediately on the con- 
sumer,” because in order for the 
farmer to repay the loan, he must 
sell at 100 percent parity. 

Thus higher target prices 
mean, ultimately, that we will pay 
higher taxes; higher loan guar- 
antees mean we will pay, rather 
quickly, vastly increased prices at 
the market. And because all of 
this will be taking place within 
the context of US agriculture as it 
exists today, the major benefici- 
aries of such changes will be the 
agribusiness companies: if prices 
go up, they go up for these com- 
panies as well as family farmers. 
And as more family farmers are 
driven out of business, agribusi- 
ness’s position becomes even 
more powerful. 

The strike is dragging on and 
the frustrations of many farmers 
are barely containable. Sporadic 
incidents of violence have been 
reported since December 14. Last 
Wednesday evening, for ex- 
ample, in Fairfax County, Vir- 
ginia, eight farmers were ar- 
rested following a battle with 
state and local police. It may grow 
worse, especially if the strike con- 
tinues and it becomes clear that 
neither the DOA nor Congress 
can grant the central demand for 
100 percent parity. 

Even as the strike began, farm- 
ers confronted the possibility that 
they might get nothing for all of 
their effort. One of the drivers 
who had been circling the White 
House turned to a reporter that 
evening, shrugged his shoulder 
and gestured at the grassy area 
surrounding the Washington 
Monument. “The next time we 
come back,”’ he said, ‘we might 
just run a few furrows over

In his last Boston appearance, 
Humphrey was — well, Humphrey

H...... Humphrey came to Boston 
for the last time on February 16, 1976 — 
eight months before doctors removed his 
cancerous bladder, a week before the 
New Hampshire primary, two weeks be- 
fore the Massachusetts primary. Long- 
time Humphrey friend and former 
Massachusetts Attorney General Ed- 
ward J. McCormack had for weeks been 
quietly trying to organize ‘‘uncom- 
mitted” slates of convention delegates — 
uncommitted, that is, to any of the an- 
nounced candidates, but quite partial to 
Hubert Humphrey. Humphrey had come 
to Boston for two reasons: to hold a day- 
long regional hearing of the Joint Eco- 
nomic Committee, which he chaired, and 
to attend, as guest of honor, a cocktail 
party Eddie McCormack was throwing 
on behalf of Sen. Edward Kennedy’s re- 
election campaign. 

The hearing on unemployment was 
well attended by government officials, 
economists, members of the public and 
the press. The Parker House party that 
evening, by contrast, was an intimate 
gathering of a hundred or so political 
friends of long standing, mostly veterans 
of Humphrey’s Massachusetts cam- 
paigns. Few reporters were present, and it 
seems the Phoenix was the only paper 
that recorded the remarks made by Hum- 
phrey, Kennedy and McCormack. It was 
a warm evening of nostalgia and humor, a 
time for setting aside the events which at 
one time or another had divided the men. 
And ‘‘non-candidate’’ Humphrey's re- 
ception was a far cry from the heckling of 
the anti-war demonstrators who were 
part of the crowd .to whom Kennedy had 
introduced Humphrey in September, 
1968. 

McCormack, who had been defeated 
by Kennedy in a bitterly contested race 
for the Democratic senatorial nomina- 
tion in 1962, spoke first. 

‘Hubert is not a candidate. I want you 


all to know that (laughter). I don’t know 


what I’ve been doing for the last two 
weeks, but he’s not a candidate 
(laughter). Someone asked me why I was 
having this party for Edward Kennedy, 
and I said that if his name were Edward 
Moore I wouldn't be having it (guffaws). 
Some of you have memories (chuckles). I 


think that it’s symbolic that Hubert, who 
is such a great: unifying force in the 
Democratic Party would deign to be with 
us tonight and participate in the fund- 
raising party that the McCormacks have 
put on for Ted Kennedy. And I am 
pleased to present to you an outstanding 
senator, one who in all the polls is the 
most popular Democrat in the nation to- 
day. (Pause.) We have the two most 
popular: Hubert Humphrey is number 
two.” (Loud whisper from the right: 
“Boy, are you in trouble now, Eddie.’’) 
“If he’s not trying harder, there are some 
of us who are trying harder for him. Any- 
way, it’s now my privilege to present to 
you a great friend and great senator, Ed- 
ward M. Kennedy.” 


Me after paying respects to 
Eddie’s uncle, former US House Speaker 
John McCormack (who had stopped by 
en route to his regular dinner at Jimmy’s 
Harborside), acknowledged, ‘‘You 
couldn't have gotten us together like this 
a few years ago. 
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The two most popular Democrats? 








“Now. I want to set the record yery 
‘clear. This is‘ not a party for. Hubert 
‘ Humphrey. I believe Eddie McCormack 
when he says Hubert's not a candidate for 
the presidency, just as I believe my 
mother when she says I’m not interested 
(laughter). Actually, some time ago, when 
Hubert was thinking of coming up to 
Massachusetts, I said ‘Senator, that Joint 
Economic Committee has held meetings 
in Chicago, Los Angeles, Atlanta and 
New York. We want to have a meeting up 
in Boston.’ Hubert said, ‘Well, that’s fine. 
By the way, Ted, isn’t that a week before 
the New Hampshire primary?’ And | 
said, ‘That's right.’ And he said, ‘Will 
there be a lot of national press there? And 
doesn’t New Hampshire have 20 votes?’ 
And I said, ‘Yes, that’s right.’ And then 
he said, ‘And that’s two weeks before the 
Massachusetts primary?’ And I said, 
‘That's right. We have 104 votes. And so 
there'll be a lot of national press around.’ 
“But I really think — I- know that Hu- 
bert is not a candidate. I knew it in the 
fall, over a year ago, when I indicated that

The Happy Warrior 


in his own words 


The late senator from 
Minnesota as he saw himself: 


A little more than a month after his last 
appearance in Boston, we interviewed 
Humphrey at great length in his Wash- 
ington office. Some of the material has 
appeared here earlier (‘“The Human Side 
of Hubert Humphrey,” April 20, 1976). 
In the week since his death, many ac- 
counts have recapitulated the events of 
his career, his presidental campaigns, his 
legislative interests, his political philo- 
sophy, his flaws and successes. The fol- 
lowing are some of his own comments 


about himself. 
— J.B., M.A. 


On Relaxing 
“Il like music. Very much. Classical 
music and jazz. I like all kinds of music. 
Sports. I’m a great sportsman. I’m ath- 
letic in the sense that I enjoy outdoor ac- 
tivities. But, you know, I’m not any ath- 
lete or anything like that. Plays, I'd say, 
music and theater. A sports fan. I like 
every kind of sport (Banging the desk for 
emphasis), basketball, hockey, tennis, 
anything. I just love that. I like to get tot- 
ally away. And I can break off. I have the 
ability to leave this office, and within 
three hours away from here I change. 
‘As for reading, I like history most of 
the time. Commager. I like philosophy; I 
like Toynbee; I like . . . oh gosh, I’ve read 
some Hemingway. Most of the stuff I 
read is biographical, historical. Regret- 
tably, I don’t have much time for fiction 
— wish I had more. One of the best books 
I've read was the Guns of August. Carl 
Sandburg’s Life of Lincoln, I’ve read all 
of that. Of course, he’s just unbeliev- 
able. He’s great. But I read that some 
years ago. Michener, I like some of his 
writings. They're a mixture of fact and 


fiction. You know, he builds a case. He 
uses the historical facts to develop a 
theme, which is not like history, if you 
know what I mean. 

‘Hemingway. Oh, he’s so damn earthy 
— real, tough, free-swinging. That's good 
reading. That's awfully good reading. I 
don’t get as much time to read books now 
as I would like. I do read a lot — you 
know, my cases are full. I’m constantly 
reading, but it requires me, to know these 
subject matters that I deal with here, to 
read a tremendous lot of material within 
my frame of reference. Economics — boy, 
that’s dead stuff, but I read a lot of it. 
Political material. 

“I do a lot of walking. I like to walk. 
Alone, particularly, because I don’t have 
to be bothered. I’m a very gregarious 
man, I think that’s basically true, but I do 
like moments of being alone. I like to sit 
alone, read, listen to music — I really can 
just enjoy that. I mean practically every 
night I do that when I go home.” 


On work 

“My wife always says when we come 
back from Minnesota, ‘Good-bye, I’ve 
lost you now.’ Because I have learned to 


‘concentrate. I’m a no-nonsense sort of 


fellow when I come back to my job. I did 
this in college: I always was able to have a 
lot of fun when I wanted it and then 
knock it off and work and study.

my briefing papers, I study it. 

‘‘Now that doesn’t mean that you can’t 
swing back, but you can’t be thinking of 
five things at one timé and doing the job 
that you need to do. Now today, for two 
or three hours, I was on the foreign-aid 
authorization for military assistance. and 
export controls. Well, that’s taken a lot of 
time, months, and I’ve had to concen- 
trate on it. Yesterday I was five hours 
working on the grain-inspection legisla- 
tion to tighten up on this grain scandal. 
Then I would work on the Humphrey- 
Hawkins Full Employment Act, and I'd 
concentrate on it. Then, when I’m 
through with it, I’m through for a while. 
I've put it in book form. And I have brief- 
ing books so if I have to go talk to you 
about it, I can take a half-hour and get all 
tuned up again.” 


On the presidency 
“Oh, I think you have to have (self- 





doubts in contemplating the presidency), 
unless you're an egomaniac. And that’s 
the worst- thing to have in the presi- 
dency. The one thing you need in the 
presidency is a sense of both confidence 
and humility. The first thing a president 
needs to know — and I've been close 
enough to watch them — is how to dis- 
cipline himself. You don’t need to reach 
for more power; the presidency is loaded 
with power. The important thing is hav- 
ing the quality to be able to discipline the 
use of power. 

“And this is what Mr. Nixon didn't 
have, as I see him. Looking at him analy- 
tically, he did not have the capacity to 
restrain himself in the use of that power. 
He was constantly tempted to use that 
power. And I think a man who doesn’t 
have some doubts at times about his de- 
cisions and his capacities is — wétl, I don’t 
think he’s very human. 

“You must not be consumed with 
doubt; you have to ultimately make de- 
cisions. I have very little time for people 
who hem and haw throughout life. You 
have to make decisions, and you may 
make mistakes, and you ought to be able 
to recognize some of them. It’s not that 
easy, but then there are always some 
people to remind you of some of them. 
The biggest problem for a person who 
has power is to differentiate between a 
constructive critic and an opponent. I 
think there’s a constant tendency for 
people who have power of any kind to 
feel that those who differ, particularly 
when your friends differ from you, that 
your friend has turned into an enemy, 
rather than to a helpful critic. 

“I've seen this happen. I believe that 
during a period of the ‘60s, when there 
were all kinds of different critics, it be- 
came the tendency after a while to be- 
come almost under a state of siege. The 
mentality was one of siege. And you 
didn’t see people as being thoughtful, 
constructive, helpful critics, but as people 
who didn’t understand you. ‘If they knew 
what I knew,’ quote end quote. ‘They've 
just become obstreperous and they’re 
hurting me.’ ”

There’s no doubt about it. It’s 
wide open. Everyone can walk in 
on you. Here in the hallways, 
you don’t have any protection:

And 
that also conditions*your think- 
ing. You are a more open person, 
you have to be.

contribution was dramatic. In 
the weeks before the details of 
the FBI interviews became 
public, he was planning to chal- 


lenge Dukakis for the 1978. 


Democratic gubernatorial nom- 
ination. Today, those plans have 
been abandoned, replaced by a 
decision to retire from politics at 
or before the end of his term of 
office, less than a year from now. 
One source says Harrington may 
step down by April. 

White, who faces re-election in 
1979, has given no indication that 
the alleged $2000 contribution 
from MBM has altered his fu- 
ture, though obviously there is no 
benefit in being associated with a 
firm involved in political corrup- 
tion. ° 

Kelly suffered apparently fatal 
political wounds during the trial 
itself; when the US Attorney's 
Office cited him as an unindicted 
co-conspirator in the DiCarlo- 
MacKenzie shakedown plan. 
Even before the allegations of 
payments to him, Kelly had an- 
nounced a decision not to stand 
for re-election this fall. 

But the allegation of a $1000 
contribution to Kelly in January’ 
of 1972 (which he denies having 
received) raises an important and, 
to date, unexplored question 
about Kelly’s relations with 
MBM. 

During the trial, Mansueto tes- 
tified that he met with Kelly and 
Masiello in Palm Beach, Florida, 
on March 17, 1971, to discuss the 
then-pending legislative order for 
a probe of the UMass project. Ac- 
cording to Mansueto, Kelly 
sought $100,000 in DiCarlo’s 
name from the company as a price 


for preventing an investigation. - 
Mansueto said he immediately ex- ; 
cused himself from the restaur- : 


ant table to make an emergency 
report by phone to McKee in 
New York. 

In his testimony, McKee stated 
that he told Mansueto that “ ‘this 
is outrageous,’ this ‘was black- 
mail. ‘No way. Tell Kelly, No way 
we'd agree to anything of the 
kind.

Y was angry and out- 
raged,” McKee told the jury. 

Yet 10 months later, according 
to the FBI interviews of McKee 
and Mansueto, they gave Kelly a

that these two charges cannot 
both be true. “It has to be that 
either one or the other — or both 
— are false. If they were so angry 
and shaken in March of 1971, 
then why would they help me 
subsequently?”

All of these alleged payoffs, 
described in detail in the FBI re- 
ports, became central to DiCarlo 
and MacKenzie’s highly contro- 
versial December 23 motion for a 
new trial. In it, their new attor- 
neys, Frank DiMento and Earle 
Cooley, claimed that the senators 
were denied “effective assistance 
of counsel’ because their orig- 
inal counsel — Walter Hurley and 
Robert Mulkern — were in- 
fluenced by lobbyist Thomas 
Joyce (Hurley's boss) to suppress 
mention of the alleged payoffs to 
Harrington and Manzi. Noting 
Joyce’s close friendship with Har- 
rington and Sargent (for whom 
Manzi allegedly got the $20,000), 


fear from two “mere” senators, 
that the ‘‘contract was as safe as 
Fort Knox,” and that, therefore, 
whatever went on between MBM 
and the defendants was not ex- 
tortion. 

Judge Skinner, however, took 
quite a different view of the al- 
legations of multiple payoffs of 
Manzi, Harrington and other 
politicians. At the time the FBI re- 
ports first surfaced at the trial, 
during its sixth day, Skinner 
ruled that the evidence was not 
helpful to the defense. 

Thus it was hardly a surprise 
when he concluded last Tuesday 
that the decision of Hurley and 
Mulkern not to bring up the 
names during the trial did not 
represent a disservice to their 
clients. Moreover, Skinner gave a 
ringing endorsement to the per- 
formances of Hurley and Mul- 
kern. “It was my observation,” he 
said in his 12-page opinion, ‘‘that 
the defense was conducted by 
counsel with ingenuity and vig- 
or.” ; 

Hurley, when interviewed last 
week, scoffed at the allegation 
that Joyce influenced the tactics 
of the defense: ‘No one ever tells 


my own decisions.”

Oh, you could try to escape it by duck- 
ing into one of those cozy little bars 
where for the perfectly reasonable price 
of $2.50 for a miniature 7-ounce bottle of 
beer you could sit down and either listen 
to a third-rate Dixieland band or watch a 
strip show. In the case of the latter, 
though, the talent was fairly grim. Ap- 
parently the only women who would 
deign to strip during Super Bowl week 
were the ones too shopworn to make a 
living as sidewalk hookers. And even in 
the case of the latter, the fact of the mat- 
ter is that a $500-a-night call girl coula 
have done a whole lot better by keeping 
her clothes on all week and going into the 
ticket business. 

Despite the standing threat of a $500 
fine and 90 days in the Orleans Parish 
pokey, scalpers did a thriving business, 
with the prices ranging from $150 to 
$250 for a $30 ducat. Initially, that wasn’t 
too surprising. I’ve covered VII Super 
Bowls now, and the phenomenon occurs 
every year: comparably outrageous prices 
are bid and asked early in the week, but 
the action normally abates by the week- 
end, and by game time you can usually 
buy a ticket for face value, and some- 
times less. 

Not this year. What with the reduced 
capacity of the Superdome — a piddling 
76,400 — and the incessant demand from 
the Denver and Dallas folk, the price 
never dropped. Roy Blount, on hand to 
do a story on Super Bowl scalping for 
Sports Illustrated, had (in the interests of 
participatory journalism) secured a letter 
granting him immunity from arrest for 
scalping. Even so armed, it took him four 
days to find a ticket he could scalp. 
(When he finally did, Blount held on un- 


til well after kickoff, finally selling it for 
$150 midway through the first quarter.) 
On my way to the dome Sunday after- 
noon, I passed at least a thousand people 
offering virtually any price for a ticket. 

My favorite scalping story concerned 
the fellow who walked off and left his 
wallet sitting on top of a cigarette ma- 
chine in a French Quarter bar. Inside 
were (a) $180 in cash, (b) his credit cards, 
(c) his and his wife’s airline tickets and 
(d) three Super Bowl tickets. Forty-five 
minutes later he went to pay for a drink 
in another gin mill and discovered his 
loss. He rushed through the teeming 
hordes back to the first place, looked in 
the corner where he'd been standing, and 
— lo and behold — there was his wallet. 
Inside were (a) all his cash, (b) all his 
credit cards, (c) both airline tickets. 
Which says something-about the class of 
thieves at large last week.

KE... the Old Absinthe House suc- 
cumbed to the madness. Traditionally a 
sort of sanctuary for writers, athletes and 
celebrities who do not wish to be dis- 
tracted by yuks, tourists, jazz bands or 
strippers, the place actually has little to 
offer except reasonably priced booze, and 
is consequently of little interest to any of 
the aforementioned. By midweek, 
though, it had become so popular and the 
crush so deep that even Ethel Kennedy 
had to wait half an hour between drinks, 
and the more degenerate sportswriters 
present had taken to passing amyl ni- 
trate bottles while awaiting the barten- 
der. 

Not that all that many media people 
were making Bourbon Street forays, any- 
way. In a city possessing three or four of 
the nation’s dozen best restaurants, it 
would hardly be outrageous overstate- 
ment to suggest that many of the 1800 ac- 
credited writers in town didn’t buy a meal 
all week. As we have illustrated, it was 
possible to go from Wednesday morning 
through Sunday night, eating three meals 
a day and avoiding all danger of passing a 
breathalyzer test, and never spend a cent.

E..., night’s Super Bowl extrava- 
ganza was, as usual, a monument to ex- 


cess. A private little party for 3000 of the 


NFL’s most intimate friends, the affair’ - 


featured: strawberry daiquiris served in 
miniature Superdomes, which were 
handed to you as you walked in the door; 
eight ‘food stations,” each serving a dif- 
ferent sort of local cuisine (ranging from 
the ‘‘Plantation,”” where the fare was 
‘‘jambalaya, shrimp piquante, crawfish 
etouffee, red beans and rice with Louisi- 
ana sausage and Chicken Creole,” to the 
‘‘Country Picnic,” which offered “hot po’ 
boys, muffelettas, ham, smoked sausage, 
andouille and sloppy roast beef’); at 
least that many well-staffed bars; a 
couple of stages and several musical 
groups, ‘48 Delta stewardesses in mint- 
green evening gowns,” who were the 
hostesses; and the Denver cheerleaders. 
(Since the latter were covered in silver — 
where they were covered at all — and 
wearing cowboy hats, they were widely 
assumed to be the Dallas cheerleaders un- 
til it was pointed out that the Dallas Cow- 
girls wear more clothes than these ladies 
seemed to have on.) Earlier incarnations 
of this party have been held in such cozy 
locations as the Hialeah Race Track, the 
Houston Astrodome, and aboard the 
Queen Mary. This year’s site, the mam- 
moth Rivergate Auditorium was just 
large enough, packed enough and dark 
enough to get lost in. A friend of mine got 
separated from his wife, and each spent 
the next three hours trying to find the 
other. They ran into Pete Rozelle, Al 
Hrabosky, John Denver, Ethel Kennedy, 
Charlie Pride and Tip O'Neill before they 
found each other. 

If they had tried to play the Super Bowl 
at 10 a.m. on Saturday morning, nobody 
would have covered it ....

F.... the standpoint of one who's been 
in New Orleans all week, the decision to 
play the game at 5 p.m. on Sunday was a 
stroke of genius. (“This is,’ confided 
Blount, ‘‘the least hungover I’ve ever 
been for a Super Bowl.’’) 

Inside the dome, as it began to fill up, 
the prevalence of orange throughout the 
stands was impressive, almost awesome. 
In the course of the week I’d become 
fairly inured to it: two out of three people 
on Bourbon Street were wearing orange 


T-shirts. I’d seen three or four otherwise 
norinal people’dressed up like fruit-juice 
containers; and a well-dressed, matronly 
lady with a necklace of Orange Crush 
cans dangling around her neck. On my 
way in that afternoon I had seen a lis- 
some ski bunny of about 18 who'd dyed 
her blonde hair to a bright [nternational 
Orange. None of which really provided 
sufficient preparation for the sight of 
tens of thousands of them huddled to- 
gether, screaming, under one roof. 

Not that the Dallas backers weren't 
there. It’s just that any bunch of people 
who make Cowboy fans seem quiet and 
conservatively dressed are truly over- 
whelming. Just as the Denver coaches 
and players had cited ‘‘emotion” all week 
long as a key to their 12-2 season, the 
fans seemed convinced that a day-long 
display of emotion on their parts en- 
hanced the Broncos’ chances. 

After enraging the CBS people by ig- 
noring directions and screwing up the 
player introductions, the Broncos then 
enraged their fans by losing the toss. This 
deprived Red Miller of a choice he'd con- 
sidered early in the week: in the event he 
won the toss, he’d ‘’see which way the air 
conditioning is blowing”’ and then elect to 
kick off. ‘I'd almost rather they'd have 
the ball first,” he’d said, relishing the 
prospect of his Orange Crust. defense’s 
getting in the early licks. 

Dallas obliged by trying a double-re- 
serve on first down: when Tony Dorsett 
and Butch Johnson collided, a fumble lost 
9 yards. The Crush held, and when Tom 
Henderson interfered with Rick Up- 
church’s catch of a Danny White punt, 
Denver had the ball on the 47 the first 
time they touched it. 

Morton sent John Keyworth into the 
line twice for a net loss of two yards, and 
then, on third and 12, hit Haven Moses 
over the middle to the Dallas 34. The or- 
ange people were going wild. 

(The Morton-to-Moses combination 
had utterly wrecked Oakland two weeks 
earlier. Against the flex, this was to be 
Haven’s last catch of the day, prompting 
the press-box observation that ‘’Mor- 
ton may have found Jesus, but he 
couldn’t find Moses.” In fact, Morton 
would complete only three more passes 
after this first one: two would be fumbled

by his receivers, the third would 
lose 7 yards.) 

At this point, the momentum 
died. A one-yard gain, an incom- 
plete pass and a Randy White 
sack of Morton forced a Bucky 
Dilts punt that left the Cowboys 
on their own one when Tony Hill 
tried unsuccessfully to field the 
ball rather than let it roll into the 
end zone. 

Staubach promptly passed his 
way out of danger with a 15-yard 
toss to Dorsett; when the Cow- 
boys punted four plays later, a 
holding call against the Broncos 
left them on their own 39. 


M..... then provided his 


first display of what was to come 
by throwing up two incomple- 
tions, followed by a Randy 
Hughes interception. It took 
Staubach five plays to put the ball 
over, the last three on Dorsett 
runs. Efren Herrera’s kick.made it 
7-0. Less than a minute later, Dal- 
las had the ball again — Morton 
had loosed his second intercep- 
tion — and a field goal by Her- 
rera made it 10-zip. 

Dallas’ first possession of the 
second quarter brought a second 
field goal, this one made possible 
when Staubach, on a third-down 
scramble, cleverly stepped out of 
bounds at the 25 before throw- 
ing a pass that was intercepted in 
the end zone. Two players later 
Morton threw another intercep- 
tion, but forgot to step out of 
bounds first. 

Dallas so thoroughly domina- 
ted the rest of the half, both of- 
fensively and defensively, that 
one is still surprised it wasn’t 47-0 
at halftime. But a Marxian (as in 
Chico, Groucho, et al.) sequence 
of critical plays kept the issue in 
doubt and the press row in 
stitches. With a few plays thrown 
out, the last 11 minutes of the half 
went like this: 

Leading 13-0, Dallas kicked off 
to Upchurch, who returried the 
ball to the 20, only Denver was 
penalized for holding. Two plays 
later, Morton threw his third in- 
terception. When Denver held, 
White punted, and when the ball

On the play af- 
ter that, Staubach completed a 
pass to his tight end, Billy- Joe 
DuPree, who fumbled the ball to 
Denver. Three plays later, Mor- 
ton threw his fourth intercep- 
tion, breaking his own Super 
Bowl one-game record, and as the 
clock ran out, Efren Herrera 
missed a field goal ....

ton and an unsuccessful fake 
punt which still got the Broncos.a 
first down when it was’ learned 
that there had been 12 Cowboys 
on the field. The ten-play drive 


stalled on the 30, but did get the 
Broncs on the board when Jim 
Turner kicked a 47-yard field 
goal. 

Later in the quarter, Dallas 
scored again when Butch John- 
son made a brilliant catch, diving 
into the end zone, on a ball Stau- 
bach threw 60 yards in the air. 
Johnson, who'd broken his hand 
early in the game, knew he wasn’t 
going to hold the ball when he 
landed, but was aware that pos- 
session when he broke the plane 
of the goal line would be suffi- 
cient.) 

With the score 20-3, Morton 
had one more chance. He used it 
up right away. On the next play 
he threw what should have been 
his fifth interception, firing dir- 
ectly into Too Tall Jones’s chest, 
only Too Tall was so startled that 
he dropped the ball.

Weese took four plays to put 
the Broncos in the end zone for 
their lone touchdown of the day, 
with 21 of the 26 yards coming on 
a pass to and a run by the other 
ex-Cowboy on the Denver squad, 
third-string running back Jim 
Jensen. 

The score .stayed 20-10 well 
into the fourth quarter, and in- 
terest was heightened when both 
Dorsett and Staubach left the 
field with apparent injuries. Dor- 
sett’s, a twisted knee, kept him 
out for the balance of the game; 
Staubach, who turned out to have 
a broken finger, missed six plays 
while punter White filled in. 

Midway through the period, 
running out of a shotgun, Weese 
fumbled, the eighth time the 
Cowboys received the football on 
a turnover. With a first down on 
the 29, Staubach called the play: 
“Brown right; X-opposite shift; 
toss 38; ‘halfback lead, fullback 
pass to Y.!’ 

“Oh, shit!’ exclaimed. Robert 
Newhouse, who was supposed to « 
throw the ball on the play, a fake 
sweep. Newhouse’s harids were 
covered with gooey stickum, most 
of which he licked off ifi the next 
few seconds. 

“It’s a play that can only be run 
from a strong-side formation,” 
explained Golden Richards. ‘’So it 
never goes to me. This time I hap- 
pened to be lined up at the wing 
(flanker), so it was me instead of 
Drew.” 

The play also requires the op- 
posing cornerback to play the 
run. “We noticed that Foley was 
pretty aggressive about coming 
up when he read the run. Ac- 





tually,” recalled Richards, -’he 
smelled this one at the last sec- 
ond. He realized something 
wasn’t right, and he gave me a 
pretty good lick, but I got by 
him.” 

Newhouse lofted a perfect 
spiral in the air, which Richards 
gathered in as he crossed the goal 
line for what was, very simply, 
the game-clincher. The Cowboy 
bench emptied en masse, and 
Newhouse was surrounded at 
midfield.

Massachusetts fishing and tourist indus- 
tries is an Offshore Oil Spill Pollution 
Fund, which would cover the cost of 
cleanup and damages to property and 
natural resources, including fisheries and 
beaches. The risk of spill in the North At- 
lantic is very high. Even conservative sta- 
tistics predict at least one major one on 
Georges Bank if offshore oil is devel- 
oped. Once a spill occurs, there is a 50 
percent chance it will come ashore or 
damage fish spawning areas. A spill in 
the cod and haddock spawning areas 
(there is a 33 percent chance this will oc- 
cur) could kill an entire year’s yield of 
these species and cost the fishing indus- 
try, which has been energized by the 200- 
mile limit, an estimated $50 million. 


Jin from the experience of Scot- 
ish and Norwegian fishermen in the 
North Sea oil field, Georges Bank fisher- 
men can anticipate damage to their gear 
because of the offshore oil activity. The 
damage is caused by trash on the bot- 
tom, discarded from rigs or transport 
barges, debris which tears and tangles the 
nets used for trawling. In most cases, it is 
impossible to pin the blame on a particu- 
lar company, so the proposed OCS leg- 
islation would set up a fund to compen- 
sate fishermen for lost and damaged gear. 

The bill would also give the states more 
say in the whole oil leasing and develop- 
ment process as it takes place off their 
coasts. Under this provision, the Secre- 
tary of the Interior is mandated to accept 
a governor's recommendations about the 
schedule of development or the provi- 
sions of the leasing, for example, as long 
as there is a reasonable balance between 
national interest and local needs. States 
would also be given the information they 
need to plan for the effects of oil devel- 
opment off their coasts, information 
about the nature and quantity of the find, 
which is now guarded as confidential by 
both the oil companies and the federal 
government. 

The OCS legislation also contains sig- 
nificant reforms in the leasing proce- 
dure, changes that would make it easier to 
protect the fishing banks if necessary. At 
the moment, an oil company buys a lease 
which gives it rights to both exploration

and development of the site. Since little is 
known about a tract and its oil and gas 
potential until exploration is completed, 
the bill separates the exploration lease 
from the development lease. If, after ex- 
ploration, it is decided on the basis of the 
new data that the environmental risks 
outweigh the benefits from developing 
the oil reserve, the new bill would give 
the Secretary of the Interior the right to 
cancel development. The federal govern- 
menfcannot now do this. 


The oil industry has not been happy 
about these proposed reforms. They have 
not, despite Dukakis’s friendly over- 
tures in Houston, shown the slightest de- 
sire to cooperate with the states or to ack- 
nowledge the legitimate concerns of 
Massachusetts for two existing indus- 
tries that don’t mix easily with oil. The 
companies have shown a determination 
to continue to play the oil game as they 
always have — high-handedly and by 


their own piles. 


. 





T. wit, oil industry officials boast- 
fully took credit for squelching the OCS 
legislation in the House last October. The 
bill, which was actively supported by the 
Carter administration, had passed the 
Senate and had been approved by a spe- 
cial House Committee on the Outer Con- 
tinental Shelt. Thence it went to the 
House Rules Committee, which usually 
acts as a traffic cop for bills. It is a com- 
mittee that customarily deals with proce- 
dural matters, not with the merits of pro- 
posed bills. It was here, however, that the 
oil lobby applied pressure; the bill was 
killed ten to five. 

This Tuesday, the House Rules Com- 
mittee may consider releasing the OCS 
legislation once again, but observers are 
not optimistic that enough votes have 
switched to get it onto the floor of the 
House. 

Given the trouble with the oil lobby, 
Secretary of Environmental Affairs Eve- 
lyn Murphy and her staff decided to 
hedge their bets and began working on an 
alternative strategy to get some. protec- 
tive measures in place before the lease 
sale. This strategy entailed the prom- 
ulgation by Andrus of administrative reg- 
ulations that would do many of the same 
things proposed in the OCS bill. To date, 
this effort to get around Congress and the 
oil lobby has not succeeded. And the one 
regulation that was promulgated by An- 
drus, relating to the suspension of leases, 
has been challenged in federal court by a 
consortium of oil companies. After con- 
siderable work, a second regulation, for 
standards for foreign tankers, was 
worked out, but Murphy and her staff 
were told that Interior doesn’t have juris- 
diction in this area: tankers fall under the 
auspices of the Department of Trans- 
portation. 

So after countless hours of compro- 
mising, negotiating and trying to work 
things out, Massachusetts nevertheless 
stands unprotected on the eve of the 
Georges Bank lease sale. Since the state 
had virtually no chance to stop oil from 
coming to the Georges Bank, trying to ne- 
gotiate reasonable protections may have 
seemed the only practical strategy. But it 
has come to naught, and though Dukak- 
is has tried at all costs to avoid this last re- 
sort, the state has ended up in court any- 
way, trying to protect itself. “Harmony” 
and “working together’ do not appear to be 
a.part.of the oil industry path e

on their masterpieces. But since things 
never seem to work that way, those who 
are creatively inclined should be aware of 


the fellowships available from the Massa- 
chusetts. Arts and Humanities founda- 
tion. 

Wednesday, March 15, is the applica- 
tion deadline for painters, printmakers, 
photographers, poets, writers of fiction, 
sculptors and playwrights — all of whom 
must be over 18, Massachusetts resi- 
dents and not enrolled as students. Can- 
didates must present samples of ‘their 
work: for fiction writers and play- 
wrights, that means a full-length work or 
several short pieces; for poets, as many as 
ten poems; and for visual artists, ten 
slides or photographs. Several endow- 


ments will be awarded in each category. 

Out-of-state artists in the appropriate 
fields will judge applicants solely on the 
quality of their work; project proposals 
are not required, 

Filmmakers, choreographers, video 
artists and composers need not feel 
neglected. A similar program will be 
available for them in September.

A few years ago, long before ‘‘close 
encounters’ became household words, 
Dorchestrian Jack Kittredge and three 
friends proposed their Cosmic Encoun- 
ters game to a major toy manufacturer. 
The company went as far as construc- 
ting plastic models but the project was ul- 
timately shelved: laughs Kittredge, 
“They said people aren't really very in- 
terested in science fiction.” 


Undaunted by this observation, Kit- 
tredge et al. found a private backer a year 
ago, and now sell the game through sev- 
eral local stores and by mail order ($10). 
Two to four people can participate (ex- 
pansion sets are available that will get two 
more people into the action). Not only 
does everyone get his or her very own so- 
lar system complete with its history, but 
each is also given a special power such as 
ESP or immortality. The goal is to be the 
first to colonize the universe, an end 
which may be achieved through outright 
aggression or by making deals. 

You can buy Cosmic Encounters at 
Barnes & Noble (395 Washington Street, 
Boston), Lauriat’s (30 Franklin Street, 
Boston), Games People Play (1105 
Massachusetts Avenue, Cambridge) or 
by mail (include 50 cents tax) from EON 
Productions, 96 Stockton Street, Dor- 
chester 02124. 

However, should your encounters be 
more than just the board-game variety, 
don’t bother calling the Boston Police De- 
partment (as was innocently advised dur- 
ing a recent presentation on UFOs at the 
Museum of Science). Officer Albert 
Knuipis says he is ‘‘unaware of any sight- 
ings currently being called in besides 


those people who say they see Mar- 
tians’’; moreover, he says, there haven't 
been any recorded sightings in the entire 
20 years he’s been with the department. 
He always refers callers to the Federal 
Aviation Administration. But you can 
skip them, too, because they have been 
advising callers to contact the closest Air 
Force facility, which in turn passes the 
buck: John O’Brien, chief information 
officer at Hanscom Field, claims the mili- 
tary no longer accepts or investigates in- 
formation on sightings because the 
Pentagon's findings during ‘Operation 
Blue Book’’ revealed that UFOs posed no 
threat to the national security. 

Rather than get involved with this 
time-consuming wild goose chase, report 
your sightings to the Center for UFO 
Studies, 924 Chicago Avenue, Evanston, 
Illinois 60202, or call them anytime at 
(312) 491-1870. They promise to check out 
all information received and specifically 
ask viewers to note detail, time, weather 
conditions, how the thing came into view 
and how it disappeared. The Center re- 
ceives as many as 800 letters a day ‘and 
guarantees anonymity. (By the way, it 
was their scientific director, Dr. J. Allen 
Hynek, who coined the terms close en- 
counters of the first, second and third 
kind; he served as technical adviser to the 
movie that borrowed them.) 

Interestingly enough, the Center has a 
toll-free number which can be used by 
police and government agencies to relay 
the public’s reports of sightings to the 
Chicago clearinghouse. The three 
aforementioned agencies, however, 
claimed no knowledge of this —T,

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So you're thinking of joining a health spa...

5 a words “health spa” may conjure 
up images of weekend resorts. where 
overweight middle-aged women go to 
pamper their bodies. Others might 
envision carpeted gyms filled with 
immaculate chrome equipment for men to 
pump themselves into Charles Atlas 
lookalikes. But few people associate a 
health spa with structured programs 
aimed at increasing cardiovascular 
efficiency, reducing the risk of heart 
attack or lowering the blood’s cholesterol 
level — and that is ironic, because the 
name does imply some link to physical 
fitness. 

Ever since the Kennedy administration 
set up a President’s Council on Physical 
Fitness, the public has become more 
aware of the relationship between 
exercise and the prevention of disease. At 
the same time, Americans have been lured 
by advertisements about the cosmetic 
function of exercise. ‘Beautiful bodies,’’ 
they tell us, are simply 4 result of 
working the pectoral and posterior 
gluteal muscles; miracle fasts and no- 
sweat firming equipment equal miracle 
figures. And so the market is flooded 
with fad diets and exercise programs. 

In. resporise to this increased ‘‘body 
consciousness,” health spas, clubs and 
exercise salons have been springing up all 
over. Boston, of course, is no exception. 
Whether your goal is a higher level of 
physical fitness or just cosmetic firming 
and toning of specific body parts, you 
will be able to find the facility around 
here that best suits your needs. 

While most house at least one gym — 
complete with standard equipment such 
as Universal gyms (an elaborate exercise 
machine), benches and weights — those 
that call themselves “spas” also offer 








steamrooms, sauna and showers. In 
addition, some have whirlpools, 
swimming pools and sunrooms; a few 
even offer massages for an extra fee. . 

Salons, on the other hand, limit 
facilities to a room with or without 
gymnasium equipment and exercise 
machines, and without steam and sauna. 
However, the difference between the two 
types of facilities is often reflected more 
in the fee than in the type of programs 
available. 

In both spas and salons, nutrition or 
weight-loss programs are usually 
available as well, although the emphasis 
is different from one facility to another. 
Hours vary as well. While some allow 
unlimited use six or seven days a week, 
others are open to men and women on 
alternate days. So if you are shopping 
around to join a health spa or exercise 
salon, make sure to consider accessibility 
along with fees: one that is open seven 
days a week is obviously a better buy. 

Eleven health spas and figure salons 
were visited to see what kinds of facilities 
and programs are available in the area; 
following is a list. 


Full-service spas 

The European Health Spa, with 
locations nationwide, has steam, sauna, a 
sunroom, swimming pool, whirlpool, and 
gym along with the standard equipment. 
Massage is offered as an extra feature 
(not included in the membership fee). 

Exercise programs, designed by 
company-trained staff, are based on the 
goals and capabilities of each member; 
counseling (including taking a medical 
history) precedes the setting up of any 
program. On the first visit, a member is 
tested for physical fitness, weight goals,

cardiovascular endurance, flexibility, 
strength and muscular endurance. 

~ European recommends undertaking an 
eight-week program; according to the 
brochure, it is aimed at developing 
“greater ability to withstand 
cardiovascular accidents and other 
degenerative diseases, control body 
weight and proportions, relief of tension, 
improved posture and appearance,” and 
so on. At the end of eight weeks, progress 
is reviewed and another program may be 
designed. Although they are based on 
eight-week intervals, members must sign 
up for one- or two-year contracts. Fees 
vary, averaging between $29 and $37 a 
month. The spa is open seven days a 
week, but on alternate days for men and 
women (Sundays are coed). Memberships 
are transferrable to any of European’s 
branches. 

The Hillside in Burlington has a main 
gym and. an auxiliary gym, each used on 
alternate days for men and women. The 
first adjoins a sauna and steamroom, 
while the auxiliary room houses only a 
sauna. A pool and whirlpool are also 
available, and are coed. The staff 
recommends that members bring goggles 
because the pool (kept at 80 degrees) is 
highly chlorinated. 

Programs in ’‘resistance”’ (that is, 
where you're working against machines) 
exercises are designed according to each 
member's goals. The spa also 
incorporates cardiovascular and aerobic 
(breathing) exercises into the basic 
program. 

Hillside is open Tuesday, Thursday, 
Saturday and Sunday for men and 
Monday, Wednesday, Friday and Sunday 
for women. The rates are as follows: one 
month, $30; three months, $80; six 








months, $150; one year, $220. 

The Mystic Health Club, with 
locations in Medford and Natick, has a 
playroom and babysitting service (for 25 
cents an hour) as an added attraction; an 
assortment of standard apparatus for 
building and toning muscles is in the 
main room. There is also a sauna, steam, 
whirlpool, a swimming pool at Natick, 
and a television room. 

Exercise programs are devised 
individually, following an assessment of 
the member's capabilities. Manager and 
co-owner Robert DiLoreto stresses 
training with weights to strengthen 
muscles for both men and women, and 
also offers yoga and dance activities. 
Programs for women are geared more to 
flixibility and firming and toning specific 
areas of the body, but cardiovascular and 
breathing exercises are integral parts of 
everyone’s program. 

Absolutely no passive equipment 
(rollers, vibrating and other machines 
that you don’t work against) has been 
purchased by the spa, because DiLoreto 
believes in “working out.” 

Another important policy, says 
DiLoreto, is Mystic’s ‘teaching good 
nutritional habits through education.” 

The club is open six days a week for 
both men and women. Long- and short- 
term membership plans can be arranged, 
from $25 for five weeks to $235 a year for 
women and $245 for men. Mystic is a 
member of the International Physical 
Fitness Association — an organization of 
health spas — so membership is 
transferrable to other IPFA facilities. 

The Skyline Health Spa in Boston 
houses two carpeted exercise gyms, each 
equipped with strictly active (resistance) 
apparatus and glassed in for maximum 











sunlight and a panoramic view of the 
city. There’s also a juice bar for fruit and 
high-protein drinks, steam and sauna 
rooms, and an outdoor swimming pool 
for use in the warm weather. Massage 
(both Swedish and Shiatsu) is available 
for an extra fee. 

In counseling sessions, new members 
are encouraged to determine their goals 
and to discuss medical history. They are 
tested for cardiovascular condition and 
blood pressure (if requested), and 
examination by a physician is 
recommended for people who are 
overweight, ‘overage’ or have not 
exercised for a long time. 

Individual exercise programs are set up 
for men and women to improve stamina, 
strength and muscle tone. The emphasis, 
explains owner-manager Carl Savoia, is 
on controlling one’s own pace and 
understanding the difference between 
exercise and fitness training. Skyline 
places more emphasis on working out 
than on the cosmetic use of exercise. In 
fact, weight loss is viewed only as “a 
function of an overall program,” 
according to Savoia. And while dieting 
plans are offered, they are geared more to 
good long-range nutritional habits than 
to quick or temporary reduction. In 
addition, there are diets (high-protein) for 
those who want to gain weight. 

Structured running is included with 
weight training, circuit training (a series 
of exercises designed to strengthen the 
heart), aerobic and posture exercises in 
programs that are basically the same for 
men and women, although women, says 
Savoia, require more work on the upper 
body and lower back muscles. Group 
exercises, yoga and karate are also 
available. 





Skyline is open seven days a week and 
members are encouraged to come at least 
three times a week for a 30-minute work- 
out. Rates start at $35 for one month and 
go as high as $225 for a year. There are 
no contracts (long-range commitments) 
or medical releases to sign. 

Vincent’s Health Spa in Waltham 
features sauna and steamrooms in 
addition to the exercise program. 
Massages may be had by appointment 
and are not included in the regular 
membership fee. There are no swimming 
facilities, but the spa does have an 18- 
foot whirlpool and separate showers. 
Most of the equipment in the exercise 
room is of the resistant type. 

The individually designed exercise 
programs emphasize figure control using 
weights and equipment; it is geared to the 
non-active person, according to manager 
Beth Benoit. The firming and toning 
program is progressive, with a review 
after six weeks. Of particular concern is 
posture, says Benoit, and owner 
Dominick Olivo stresses using the 
muscles which enable a person to stand 
upright. “The purpose of the program,” 
explains Olivo, ‘is to work out two or 
three times a week to get the circulation 
stimulated and flush the system out.”’ In 
addition to the individual programs, 
Benoit teaches group classes several times 
a day. 

A general nutritional regimen is 
suggested, based on the American 
Medical Association diet. 

Facilities are open Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday for women and 
Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday for 
men. A six-week trial costs $48; three- 
and six-month deals are also available; a 
year costs $175.

Contemplating the navel 


A few things you didn’t know 
you could do with oranges 




















The light and fragrant Grand Marnier souffle 


by Sheryl Julian 


I, my family, we all grew up believing 
we would crumble with disease if we 
didn’t drink our orange juice in the morn- 
ing. It was thick and pulpy (my father in- 
sisted on squeezing fresh oranges into the 
reconstituted frozen juice), and if I left 


for school without having consumed a 
glass, I would find it beside my milk at 
dinner. At the time, I thought this was a 
pretty wretched thing to do to a kid — 
force-feed her something she didn’t like 
— but now that I spend the cold months 


devouring segments of fresh tangerines, 
navel oranges and tangelos, I realize that 
it was not the taste of the orange juice I 
was objecting to, but the ghastly after- 
taste of the frozen concentrate. 

My healthier friends have been telling 


me that citrus fruits rob your body of its 
heat and leave you feeling chilled and not 
particularly healthy. They say it makes 
much more sense to eat oranges in the 
summer, when they'll have a cooling ef- 
fect. But somehow, the little shriveled 
things you find in the markets during the 
warm months just don’t make it. And 
anyway, it would take a lot more than 
talk of body heat to keep me from the 
only fruits — except for an odd pear and 
some unpredictable pineapples or bana- 
nas — that taste and look beautiful 
throughout the winter. 


Sliced oranges 

A bowl of cold, juicy sliced oranges can 
be the perfect end to a rich meal. You can 
sprinkle them with some kirsch or orange 
liqueur or leave them in their own juices 
and pass unsweetened (and unbeaten) 
whipping cream for each person to pour 
on the slices. 

Allow one navel orange per person and 
prepare them over a plate (to catch any 
juices), using a knife with a serrated 
blade: slice a thin round from the stem 
(not the navel) end of the orange so you 
can see the orange flesh. 

Holding the fruit so the sliced end faces 
up, slip the knife between the pith and 
the flesh (that is, between the white part 
and the orange part) and, using a sawing 
motion, cut around and around until you 
have a peeled orange with no white 
patches on it. 

Cut it across into five or six slices and 
lay them in the-bottom of a bowl. Con- 
tinue layering them until you have pre- 
pared as many oranges as you need, then 
cover the bowl as tightly as possible with 
plastic wrap and refrigerate it for as long 
as one day. 

Serve the slices ort dessert plates with 
spoons. 


Grand Marnier souffle 
Serves six 
It's not easy for even the most exper- 
ienced cooks to whip up a sweet souffle 
in the middle of finishing and serving a 
complete dinner. In one attempt, I 
grabbed a too-small dish: most of the 
souffle spilled over onto the bottom of

Getting carried away by a 
banquet of Mandarin wonders

Shanghai Garden 


1705 Beacon Street, Brookline; 277-1011; 
open every day, noon-10:30 p.m.; no li- 
quor license; Master Charge; appetizers 
$1 to $9; soups 70 cents to $3.40; entrees 
$3.50 to $15; desserts 50 cents to $1.50; 
special house dinners for two-or more $7; 
luncheon specials $2.50 to $3. 


Shanghai Garden is a storefront res- 
taurant next door to a corner drug store 
and a few yards from the Star Market 
parking lot. Its unprepossessing exterior 
belies what goes on behind its curtained 
windows. 


The restaurant's two dining rooms are 
decorated with Chinese-lantern-type 
light fixtures, oriental murals and red in- 
dustrial carpeting. There are booths and 


tables in both rooms, as well as larger 
banqueting tables in the second dining 
toom. The effect is rather cozy, sort of 
neighborhood Chinese restaurant, cer- 





tainly not elegant. The elegance is saved 
for the food. 


The cuisine is hot, spicy Szechuan and 
Mandarin, this latter meaning,’ really, the 
best of all styles of traditional cooking — 
the dishes that only the Mandarin upper 
class could afford to command for their 
tables. At Shanghai Garden, anyone can 
be a Mandarin. 


Friendly and knowledgeable service is 
provided by young, attractive waiters and 
waitresses, who dress casually, as do most 
of the customers. The staff will advise on 
individual dishes, or one may trust them 
completely and opt for the complete din- 
ner ($7 for two or more), which is con- 
structed at the chef's discretion. We tried 
both tacks and found them equally in- 
teresting and rewarding. 


OR our Own way on a recent visit, 


we started with Spring Rolls ($1.75) and 
Peking Ravioli ($2). The two spring rolls 


were, if anything, even better. 
These tender, pan-fried dump- 
lings: (which are also available 
steamed). were cooked to some- 
thing of a Chinese al dente and 
filled with spiced minced pork 
and vegetables. They were beauti- 
fully complemented by a fairly 
hot sauce blended from ginger, 
soy sauce, oil and vinegar. 

Openers such as these may 
tempt you to forget everything 
else and browse among the appe- 
tizers. Resist. Carry on. 


The fortuitously named Chick- 
en Phoenix ($4.95) was an off- 
the-menu special, and special it 
was. Bite-size chunks of delicate- 
ly seasoned chicken had been 
coated in a light batter, deep-fried 
to perfection and served on a plat- 
ter with crisp, piquantly spiced 
broccoli, celery, sweet red pepper 
strips, Chinese mushrooms and 
miniature corn cobs. It was an ex- 
cellent blend of flavors, colors 
and textures, as were virtually all 
the entrees we tried. 


Shredded Beef with Celery 
($4.25) was a fiery combination 
of beef, thin celery strips, carrots 
and Chinese vegetables in a sauce 
that managed to be subtle as well 
as hot. This dish seemed to in- 
crease in temperature with each 
bite, but could have been ordered 
even hotter, as can all the Szech- 
uan dishes. But. try them before 
you demand more fire. 

Yiu-Hsiang Eggplant ($3.50) 
was eggplant strips sauteed in a 
hot-sweet sauce that also seemed 
to increase in BTU output as we 


went along: a flavorful, interest- — 


ing treatment, as well as a gener- 
ous portion (most are). 

Broccoli with Garlic Sauce 
($3.50) was spears sauteed to 
crispness with moderately hot 
spices and just the right amount 
of garlic to impart a delicately as- 
sertive flavor without over- 
whelming the broccoli. 


or those who can’t stand the 
heat of the Szechuan kitchen, a 


good choice is Chicken in Bird's 
Nest ($4.95), a beautifully con- 
ceived combination of fried 
chicken and shrimp with mush- 
rooms, served in a bird's nest con- 
structed from deep-fried straw 
potatoes. Every component was 
good, including the nest, a deli- 
cious crunchy foil to the filling. 

One day’s notice is required for 
Peking Duck ($15), which is 
really too rich to be eaten by it- 
self as a main course. The treat- 
ment here is, however, admir- 
able, and the dish should certain- 
ly be considered as part of the 
meal for any fairly large group of 
diners. The meat is roasted crisp 
and savory, then served with 
feathered scallions, lacy crepes 
and hoisin sauce. 


Another dramatic offering is 
Spicy Crispy Whole Fish. The 
price of this dish varies accord- 
ing to season and the availability 
of fresh fish, but usually it is 
somewhere around $6.25. What- 
ever the cost, it is money well 


spent. A whole sea bass is pre- 
pared Mandarin style, that is, 
dipped in egg white and deep- 
fried until the skin is lovely and 
crisp and the meat succulent and 
delicious. It is served with an at- 
tractive garnish of colorful vege- 
tables and a burning hot sauce — 
marvelously appealing to the ap- 
petite and the eye. 

There are desserts available for 
those who are up to them after the 
other splendors. These include 
Fried Bananas ($1.50), Lichi Nuts 
or Loquats (85 cents) and pine- 
apple chunks (50 cents). They are 
probably very good, but the most 
I've been able to manage after a 
meal has been a fortune cookie. 


Shanghai Garden is, sim- 
ply, one of the best restaurants 
we've tried in many years. Not 
one of the best Chinese restaur- 
ants, but one of the best, period. 
It demonstrates what can be done 
in a small place that concentrates 
on its kitchen, its service and the 
pleasure of its customers. ©@

Delicious Chinese food in 
assertively tacky surroundings

A letter arrived recently comment- 


ing on our review of a Szechuan restaurant 


- of some reputation which we had found 


disappointing. The writer, a former habi- 
tue of that on agreed with our assess- 
ment and passed on his opinion that it 
had gone downhill since one Bill Eng left 
its employ. 

He told us that, after a long search, he 
had stumbled upon this worthy operat- 
ing his own restaurant, the Chung Wah 
in Allston, and assured us this one was 
the goods, despite a distinct lack of at- 
mosphere and physical niceties. 

A recent visit to Chung Wah con- 
vinced us that our correspondent knows 
his onions (not to mention his bok choy) 
when it comes to Mandarin-Szechuan 


food. He also was right on the money as 
far as the ambiance was concerned. 

The tiny quarters occupied by Chung 
Wah are just barely on the sunny side of 
squalid. One walks directly from: the 
street into the dining room, which seats 
about 30. The place is lit up like a pinball 
parlor, with a few Oriental decorations 
augmenting the basic bathroom-blue pas- 
tel of the walls and the industrial carpet. 
The best one can say for the atmosphere 
is that it is assertively tacky. 


W. intended to try some of the 


dishes suggested by the letter writer, who 
told us he had become a Chung Wah 
regular. Among the recommendations 
were: any whole fish dish, hot-and-sour 
soup, spicy eggplant with meat sauce, 
Peking ravioli, moo shi pork and Sze- 
chuan shrimp. We followed his lead with 
mixed success. 

Our waiter, who. provided fairly pre- 
functory — though not hostile — service 
throughout the meal, informed us that 
whole fish dishes were unavailable be- 


cause of the federal ban on cod and had-

dock fishing at the end of last month. 
That was understandable. 

Less comprehensible was the restaur- 
ant’s being out of both spring rolls and 
Peking ravioli at 7:30 p.m. As for the 
Szechuan shrimp, the waiter looked 
mystified when we mentioned it. 

What we ended up ordering for starters 
was hot-and-sour soup ($1 small, $2.25 
large) with egg rolls ($1.70 for two) and 
fried wonton ($1.50). Our main dishes 
were special spiced shrimp (which the 
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waiter thought might be what we were 
talking about, $4.85), chicken with scal- 
lions ($3.80), Chungking beef ($3.50), 
moo shi pork ($3.75) and the spicy egg- 
plant ($3.50). 


fe egg rolls were pleasant, if not ex- 
ceptional. A crisp wrapper enclosed a 
savory mixture of ground pork and 
chopped Chinese vegetables, mildly sea- 
soned. The wontons were a trifle greasy,

although crisply textured beneath the oil; 
they were not helped by a rubbery filling 
we could not identify, but which our 
waiter said was pork. 

The hot-and-sour soup was a much 
better entry, hot, hearty and delicious. 
The smooth, thickened stock had a plea- 
sant, subtle hint of biting vinegar and 
contained a good amount of tasty 
chicken, Chinese vegetables, bean curd 
and Chinese mushrooms. The only prob- 
lem here was a tiny oily overtone, but it 
didn’t lessen our pleasure much. 

The chicken with scallions was abso- 
lutely delectable, the meat stir-fried to 
perfection with large chunks of scallion 
in a smoky, beautifully flavored sauce. 
The dish lacked the strong heat we like so 
much in Szechuan food (this mildness 
was apparent in all the dishes), but Chi- 
nese hot-pepper oil and Tabasco sauce 
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are available at the tables for those who 
wish to increase the BTU count on their 
own. 

Chungking beef included thinly sliced 
pieces of juicy and tender meat, heavily 
seasoned with soy sauce and mixed with 
stir-fried bok choy (Chinese cabbage) and 
green pepper. The dish was slightly nip- 
pier than the chicken, and very good. We 
found the shrimp pleasant, though very 
mild — they were plump and delicious 
and were bathed in a syrupy, slightly 
sweet sauce. The shrimp flavor com- 
bined nicely with that of the sauce, but 
the dish was hardly what one would ex- 
pect of something known as Szechuan 
shrimp. So the waiter was wrong, but the 
result was very tasty. 

The eggplant was delightful, largish 
pieces of vegetable covered with a. full- 
flavored and unctuous sauce containing 


ground meat, water chestnuts and green 
peas. The sauce was a triumph in its own 
right, and the eggplant managed to re- 
tain its individuality while combining 
with the other flavors. Again, we thought 
the dish could be improved only by a bit 
hotter seasoning, perhaps more ginger. 
Whatever minor complaints we may 
have had with the other entrees, we 
found the moo shi pork truly exemplary. 
The Chinese crepes for this dish were 
served lacy-thin and hot; the hoisin sauce 
was unbelievably pungent, rich and 
assertive. Everything about the pork mix- 
ture itself was luscious: the chopped 
meat, Chinese vegetables, scallions and 
tiny mushrooms blended together beauti- 
fully and were marvelous with the crepes 


- and sauce. Great! 


The main dishes were accompanied by 
plain boiled rice that had been perfectly 





handled and provided’ a proper foil for 
the other flavors. This sounds easy 
enough, but is one of those simple things 
that can help make a good meal better. 

We received the inevitable fortune 
cookies for dessert. No other sweets were 
listed on the menu. 

In general, we found Chung Wah to be 
an extremely good little restaurant that is 
doing quite a number of things quite well. 
Perhaps some more help in the kitchen 
would improve the dishes that don’t mea- 
sure up to the very best we tried. As far as 
we could make out, the kitchen is vir- 
tually a one-man operation (Bill Eng him- 
self, according to our waiter) right now. 

But whatever problems it may have, 
the place definitely serves high-quality 
and delicious food, belying its physical 
presence and justifying the perspicacity 


of our pen friend. Sincerely. *

the oven, leaving me a tiny 
amount to offer to my guests. But 
at least it poofed that time, which 
is always your main concern. 
When you've done it right, the 
result is light and fragrant with 
orange liqueur, puffed high and 
really something to look at — and 
probably the finest eating I know. 
When the souffle comes out of 
the oven, you’ve got about a min- 
ute to get it to the table, so have 
any serving utensils you need 
close by. This recipe will demon- 
strate how to do most of the work 
three or four hours in advance 
and assemble the souffle at the 
last minute. Since it takes less 
than half an hour to bake, save 
the last steps for after the main 
course so they won’t interfere 
with any other cooking. 

1 navel orange; 

2 cubes of sugar; 

1 cup milk; 

3 eggs, separated; 

1% tablespoons flour; 

3 tablespoons granulated 
sugar; 

1 tablespoon butter; 

Y2 teaspoon vanilla extract; 

3 tablespoons Grand Marnier; 

Granulated sugar (for the 
souffle dish); 

2 extra egg whites; 
Confectioners’ sugar (to fin- 
ish). 

Scrub the orange with a vege- 
table brush and dry it. Rub the 


sugar cubes over the rind until the 
cubes are orange-colored and 
saturated with the zest; you'll 
have to rub fairly hard for the oil 
in the skirr to release its flavor and 
soak the sugar. 

Grate the remaining rind and 
juice one half of the orange. Set 
the juice aside in a cup and cover 
it with plastic wrap. 

Put the sugar cubes and grated 
rind in a saucepan with the milk 
and set it over medium heat until 
the milk is scalded. 


Whisk the three egg yolks ina : 
bowl with the flour and one table- ; 
spoon of the sugar. Pour on the : 


scalded milk and whisk this mix- 
ture until it is smooth. Pour the 
contents of the bowl back into the 
saucepan and return it to the heat. 

Whisk constantly until the 
milk comes to a boil and the mix- 
ture thickens. Turn the heat 
down and simmer the mixture 
very gently, still whisking, for 


two minutes. Remove the pan- 


from the heat. 

Scrape the sides of the pan 
down with a rubber spatula arc 
smooth the top of the custard. 
Drop tiny dots of the butter all 
over this surface; when they melt, 
spread them with a light sweep of 
the spatula so the melted butter 
forms a coating. 

Leave the custard as is for sev- 
eral hours until you are ready to 
assemble the souffle. Have the re- 
served orange juice, vanilla ex- 
tract and Grand Marnier to- 
gether in a tightly covered cup, 
ready to add to the custard. 














Sweet potato puree in orange “‘shells”’ 


Butter a two-quart souffle dish 
or other straight-sided baking 
dish and sprinkle it with the 
granulated sugar, tipping out the 
excess. Have the five egg whites 
covered with plastic wrap in the 
bowl in which you plan to beat 
them. Have the remaining two 
tablespoons of sugar at hand. 

(Note: if you are beating egg 
whites in a copper bowl, do not 
put them in the bowl until just be- 
fore you beat them.) 


Stop here until it is time to as- 
semble the souffle. 


Set the oven at 375 degrees. 

Reheat the custard to boiling 
over high heat, whisking con- 
stantly. Remove it from the heat 
and add the liquid ingredients 
from the cup. 

Beat the egg whites until they 
are foamy. Add the two table- 


spoons of sugar and continue 
beating until the whites are very 
stiff and glossy. 

Stir one spoonful of the whites 
into the hot custard with a large 
metal spoon until no patches of 
white show. Then pour the cus- 
tard onto the remaining whites 
and fold them together with the 

‘ spoon as lightly but thoroughly 
as possible. 

Spoon the souffle mixture into 
the prepared dish and bake it in 
the preheated oven for 25 min- 
utes or until the top is puffed and 
browned-and the souffle is just set 
when you hold both sides and 
shake the dish slightly.

Saute of liver with orange 
slices 
Serves two 
Most Europeans treat the va- 
riety meats — liver, kidneys, 


sweetbreads, brains, and the other 
organs that are not part of the 
standard cuts — with great re- 
spect. This saute is an example of 
that: the sauce is beautifully fla- 
vored with the heavy scent of 
onions, and the garnish of sliced 
caramelized oranges gives the 
dish lovely balance and color. 

1 navel orange; 

% cup all-purpose flour; 

Salt and freshly ground black 
pepper, to taste; 

4 tablespoons butter; 

2 quarter-inch-thick slices 
(about three-quarters of a pound) 
baby beef or calf liver; 

1 medium onion, chopped; 

1 clove garlic, crushed; 

¥%2 cup dry red wine; 

2 tablespoons freshly chopped 
parsley; 

2 teaspoons sugar. 

Slice the orange into quarter- 
inch rounds, leaving on the rind 
but discarding both the stem and 
navel ends. 

Set the oven at 200 degrees. 

Sprinkle the flour out on a 
plate with some salt and pepper, 
and dip both sides of the liver into 


it. 

Heat a skillet and add half the 
butter. When it is foaming, lay in 
the slices of liver and saute them 
over médium-high heat for three 
minutes on each side, or until 
they are well browned, shaking 
the pan to prevent the meat from 
sticking. Take the pan off the 
heat, remove the liver, and ar- 
range it on a heatproof dish; keep 
it in the warm oven. 

Add one tablespoon of the re- 
maining butter to the skillet with 
the chopped onion and garlic. Re- 
turn it to the heat and cook the 
vegetables over a high heat for 
one minute, stirring. Add the red 
wine and parsley and let this mix- 
ture boil until it is reduced to a 
sticky glaze around the onions. 
Remove it from the heat, taste for 
seasoning, and spoon it over the 
liver; return the dish to the oven. 

Add the remaining tablespoon 
of butter to the skillet. Sprinkle 
both sides of the orange slices 
with some sugar and set them in 
the skillet. Cook them over a 
fairly high heat, shaking the pan, 
for one minute on each side or 
until the sugar begins to cara- 
melize and the rinds of the orange 
slices are very soft. 

Lay the orange slices across the 
liver, overlapping them, and serve 
at once. 


Sweet potatoes in orange 
shells ys 


Serves six 

Scooped-out orange shells can 
be used to hold individual serv- 
ings of orange sherbet, fresh fruit 
mixtures, and hot puddings o1 
souffles. They also serve as con- 
tainers for relishes and vege- 
tables whose flavors blend with 
the sweetness of the fruit, such as 
this puree of sweet potatoes. Use 
these to garnish broiled fish or 
roast chicken: 

3 sweet potatoes; 

4 tablespoons butter; 

Ys teaspoon ground nutmeg; 

Y% teaspoon ground cinnamon; 

Salt and freshly ground black 
pepper, to taste; 

3 large navel oranges. 

Peel the sweet potatoes with a 
rotary vegetable peeler, quarter 
them and put them in a saucepan 
with cold water to cover. Bring to 
a boil, cover with the lid, and sim- 
mer steadily for 15 minutes, or 
until the potatoes are very tender 
when pierced with a skewer. 

Drain them and return them to 
the saucepan with the butter, nut- 
meg, cinnamon, salt and pepper. 
Beat the mixture with a hand-held 
electric mixer, or mash it with a 
potato masher, until it is smooth. 
Taste for seasoning, cover the pan 
again and set it aside. 

Halve the oranges through 
their equators and scoop out as 
much flesh as you can with a 
gtapefruit knife.

Gearing up 
for cheap 


Good deals in ski 
clothing. and equipment

; I you haven't taken up skiing 
because you thought you have to 
be rich to afford it, you've been 
misinformed. Today, skiing is the 
sport of the masses. Of course, no 
one could claim it’s inexpensive 
(and inflation doesn’t help much), 
but there are ways to cut costs: all 
it takes is a little preparation and a 
lot of old-fashioned common 


* sense. 


When buying ski clothes, for 
example, you can choose to fol- 
low the dictates of fashion or 
those of your wallet. If you wish, 
you can spend $300 on an Elesse 
outfit imported from Italy, which 
may make you look terrific but — 
face it — won't make you ski any 
better. When trying to save, it’s 
wiser to sacrifice style: instead of 
buying ski pants, you can wear 
jeans and long underwear (Duo- 
fold is very reasonable at $7.99 
for either top or bottom). The 
skier’s secret in staying warm is 
layering — the more the better. 

No matter what your budget, a 
ski jacket is essential. These come 
in all styles, makes and prices, but 
if you shop around, you should 
be able to find something afford- 
able. I checked prices at eight of 
the leading sporting-goods.shops 
in Boston: the best buy I came 
across was a Hunter down-filled 
parka (for men or women) at 
Eastern Mountain Sports (EMS) 
— it's on sale for $28.50. The 
next-best value I found in jack- 
ets is a down-filled number that 
goes for $39.99 at Bradlee’s. 

Invest in a pair of heavy ski 
gloves or mittens. The latter are 
generally warmer, since they al- 
low room inside for finger-wiggl- 
ing. Again, I found the best buy 
in ski gloves at EMS: a no-name 
brand on sale for $11.50. If you're 
looking for higher quality, Gran- 
doe is one of the best ski-glove 
manufacturers sin the country, 
and theirs can be had for a good 
price at Herman’s: $11.99. 

Warm socks are also a must, 
and Wigwams fill the bill nicely, 
for $1.49. However, at the risk of 
sounding repetitive, 1 must add 
that a no-name brand of ski socks 
goes for $1 a pair in the EMS bar- 
gain basement. 

Choose a hat that comes down 
well over the ears, and make sure 
you ve selected it for warmth, not 
for style — when you're racing 
down a slope in below-freezing 
temperatures, you'll be glad you 


did. 


A beginner shouldn't have to 


spend large sums of money on 
equipment, either. Consider the 
alternatives before putting your 
hard-earned cash down on a pair 
of skis from a manufacturer's top 
line. For your first. few outings, 
renting equipment is the best 
idea; this way, you can try out 
different brand names and 
lengths before committing your- 
self to one pair. Some ski shops 
will rent skis, boots and poles for 
a small daily fee. Then, if you de- 
cide you‘re hooked, they'll apply 
the rental fees toward the pur- 
chase of the equipment. Ski areas 
will also rent such equipment. To

Before buying anything new, 
do some shopping. Generally 
speaking, the least expensive 
hardware of today is infinitely 
superior to the best of ten years 
ago, so don’t think you have to 
buy the top of a manufacturer's 
line to get a good pair of skis. A 
$99 pait of Rossignols will serve 
the novice just as well as a pair of 
that maker’s expert skis, which 
retail for $215. Don’t scoff at 
lesser-known brands, either. 

For extra savings, many ski 
shops offer package deals on 
hardware. For novices, who need 
not invest in the very finest 
equipment, I found the package 
at EMS to be the best deal in the 
area: you can get a pair of Lovett 
skis, Tyrolia bindings, Scott poles 
and Raichle boots, all for $119.50. 
If you're looking for better qual- 
ity, the best value, in my opin- 
ion, can be had with Ski Mar- 
ket’s package: it includes a pair of 
Rossignol skis and Look bind- 
ings for $129.88, plus a set of Do- 
ver poles for an additional $6.88 
and, if they have your size, a pair 
of boots by Garmont for $19.88 
or by Nortalia for $39.88. 








give you an idea of prices: at Blue 
Hills in Milton, rental is $6 for 
either morning or afternoon, $10 
for a full day, with deposit of 
your driver's license or $10; at 
Nashoba Valley in Westford, it’s 
$4 for a half-day and only $6 for 
a full day. 


If you're considering buying, 
investigate swap shops. Usually 
affiliated with ski shops, these are 
marketplaces for used equip- 
ment where skiers who want to 
upgrade their gear or change a 
brand name, and children who 
have outgrown theirs, can make a 
trade. Though not new, this 
equipment is still ski-able, and 
can be had at considerable sav- 
ings. 


1 you're shopping just for 
boots, you can find bargains in 
that area, too. Nordica sells more 
ski boots than anyone else in the 
world, and their prices range from 
$99 to about $200 (though the 
woman’s Nordica Alpine runs

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I can’t believe I spent 


the whole thing 


There is help for 


the overextended

©... again. Christmas has come and 
gone — and it's probably taken a good 
portion of your savings along with it. 
This is the time of year when many con- 
sumers, particularly those who casually 
pull out their charge plates, find them- 
selves overextended. 

The seasonal spending spree is com- 
pounded by the usual obligations: auto 
loan, car repairs, insurance payments, 
rent or mortgage, school loan, phone bill, 
medical expenses. As the burden mounts 
(not to mention the finance charges), 
many people unfortunately seize on what 
appears to be the immediate solution: 
they borrow more money, perhaps tak- 
ing out a consolidation loan to lump sev- 
eral payments together (at a higher inter- 
est rate over a longer period of time). In 
other words, the credit gets increasingly 
more expensive, and the consumer is 
often still behind at the end of each 
month. 

This syndrome of living on credit, of 
creating one debt to pay off another, is a 
distressing spiral for both the consumer 
and the creditor. And that is where the 
Consumer Credit Counseling Service of 
Eastern Massachusets (CCCS) comes in. 
Founded four years ago with funding 
from businesses and credit-granting insti- 
tutions, CCCS provides free counseling 
to get people back on their feet and ‘‘edu- 
cate them in money-management tech- 
niques and the wise use of consumer cre- 
dit,’’ according to director Mel Stiller. 

Stiller says the ‘‘average’’ CCCS client 
is 33 years old, married, with a couple of 
kids, making $9000 to $10,000 a year and 
owing $6000 to approximately ten cre- 
ditors. “But we don’t get many perfectly 
average people,”’ Stiller explains. ‘We get 
people on welfare or unemployment as 
well as professionals. If you make 


$30,000 and spend $31,000, you still need 
help. 

‘Part of the reason people get in 
trouble is the economy,’ he acknow- 
ledges. ‘They get less overtime, lose a 
job, while the cost of living goes up. Or 
they have emergencies — unexpected 
medical expenses, a marital separation 
with two households to support.’’ When 
a young working couple has its first 
child, the family’s income often de- 


_ creases with the mother at home, while 


expenses go up. Too often, credit comes 
to the immediate rescue while it sets the 
stage for an eventual crisis. 

For this reason, CCCS’s long-range 
goal is education. “No one is teaching 
people money management,” Stiller says. 
“We enjoy seeing people who are not 
overextended, so we can give them skills 
to stay out of debt.” 


I. counseling program works this 
way: clients are instructed to bring in pay 
stubs, billing statements and any other 
information pertaining to expenses. A 
counselor goes over the income first, then 
has the client fill out an extensive budget 
sheet that covers such minute expendi- 
tures as gifts, cigarettes, entertainment 
and babysitting. 

“This usually is a revelation to the 
client,’’ Stiller says. ‘‘Many people think 
rent, food and utilities are their living ex- 
penses. They’ ve never made up a budget. 
Then we give tips on how to use credit 
wisely. Sometimes this is enough.” 

But often, CCCS clients are in real 
trouble, having been referred to the ser- 
vice by lawyers, social service agencies or 
creditors. Put simply, these people are 
spending more than they are making, and 
when unexpected expenses come up —

there’s a doctor's bill, or the washing ma- 
chine breaks down — they charge them or 
take out more loans. And never catch up. 
‘They must either increase the income 
or decrease their expenses at this point,” 
Stiller explains. ‘‘First we look at the in- 
come and consider the possibilities of 
additional part-time jobs, a job for the 
spouse, working overtime. We also look 
at the paycheck: sometimes there are 
voluntary stock deductions taken from 
the check. Maybe they are claiming too 
few exemptions, waiting for a big refund 
which then goes to paying off the over- 
due bills.’ By reducing the deductions or 
taking more exemptions, the larger check 
can help toward keeping the family cur- 
rent with their bills, eliminating the stress 
of falling faster and farther behind. 
Sometimes credit-union loan pay- 
ments are taken out of the paycheck. 
CCCS may suggest rewriting this loan 
over a longer time period with smaller 
monthly payments, so that the client re- 
ceives more money in the check. And be- 





cause credit-union loans usually offer 
lower interest rates than do banks, re- 
tailers and finance companies, the 
cheaper loan helps pay off the more ex- 
pensive debts. 


I. the next step, CCCS examines ex- 
penses. ‘‘We try not to tell people what's 
right or wrong — cut out Christmas or 
fancy clothes,” Stiller stresses. “Each 
family is unique and has different priori- 
ties. We point out the controllable areas 
in the budget and then let the family 
make the decision.’~ 

Finally, the counselor and client look 
over the bills. A loan may be rewritten or, 
in some cases, a consolidation loan re- 
commended. CCCS may work with the 
client’s creditors to. establish a lowered 
monthly payment, and the family can 
pool all its payments into one that is made 
to CCCS, which then doles the money 
out proportionately to the creditors.

W.. spas and figure salons 


offer programs for weight reduc- 
tion and/or muscle building, doc- 
tors and physical fitness experts 
caution interested customers 
against viewing these facilities as 
the ‘magic panacea,”’ and suggest 
that prospective members inquire 
about the facilities and programs 
as well as about the qualifications 
of the personnel employed in the 
spa before joining. They recom- 
mend using the following 
questions aS a guideline in selec- 
ting a spa. 

What is the training and 
background of the personnel? 
(Are the “exercise technicians” 
trained by the spa or do they have 
formal education? Is there 
kind of medical affiliation with 
the spa?) 

Because those in the health spa 
business are not subject to any 
kinds of qualification re- 
quirements, experts such as Dr. 
Benjamin Ricci, a professor of ex- 
ercise science at the University of 
Massachusetts at Amherst, cau- 
tion the consumer. ““When you're 
dealing with exercise, you're talk- 
ing about stress, and there are cer- 
tain precautions one ought to take 
as well as conditions one must be 
wary of,’’ he warns. “There ought 
to be a very close working 
relationship with a doctor due to 
the fact that there are often 
hidden indicators and conditions 
which can pop up and become 
aggravated. As such, something 
which starts out being beneficial 
turns out in fact to be contrain- 
dicated and may even lead to 
possible injury.’ These situations 
can be avoided, Dr. Ricci con- 
tends, if “personnel are properly 
schooled.”’ 

Dr. Robert Buxbaum, chair- 
man of the Governor’s Council 
on Physical Fitness, is also active- 
ly involved in improving the 
qualifications of health spa per- 
sonnel. He recommends college- 
level training in physical educa- 
tion, followed by some system of 
certification that must be renewed 
periodically. 

Of the 11 spas visited, four 
claimed to have personnel who 
either had a degree in physical 
education or were working on 
one. Two stated that they struc- 
tured their own training 
programs. Only three utilized the 
services of a person in.the medical 
profession on a part-time or ad- 
visory basis; another stated that it 
employed registered nurses as in- 
structors. 

While the majority of health 
spa owners favor upgrading the 
credentials of their staffs, there 
are different opinions as to what 
would constitute “qualified per- 
sonnel.”’ 

Those spas that regard their 
employees as ‘‘exercise 
technicians” maintain that while 
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certain training can be beneficial, 
an “exercise technician’ need not 
be a doctor, nutritionist or 
physical therapist. 

“We are not in the medical 
profession and don’t claim to be,”’ 
says Dominick Olivo, owner of 
Vincent's Health Spa. Olivo con- 
tends that a staff member instruc- 
ting others about exercise equip- 
ment should know how the ap- 
paratus works and what muscles 
will be affected. The equivalent of 
a first-year course in biology, he 
feels, provides the basic 
knowledge necessary to supervise 
such programs. 

Dr. Ricci, on the other hand, 
recommends courses in human 
anatomy, physiology, and applied 
physiology and nutrition. 

If there is a nutrition program, 
is a nutritionist or dietitian on 
staff? 

According to Janet Schwartz, 
nutritionist for the Division of 
Preventative Medicine under the 
state's Department of | Public 
Health, ‘‘Anyone entering a diet 
which is significantly different 
from their present diet should 
consult a physician first,” and she 
suggests that any health club 
proclaiming to have expertise in 
nutrition should at least have its 
diets approved by a registered 
dietitian or nutritionist. 

Although all of the 11 spas and 
salons contacted offer some type 
of nutrition or diet program, only 
two said they employ someone 
who is either a registered dietitian 
or a graduate in nutrition. Most 
insisted that their programs are 
based on “good eating habits” 
through a diet containing the re- 
quired foods. 

Schwartz agrees that a well- 
balanced diet is probably not 
harmful but adds that a person 
beginning any kind of strenuous 
program is more prone to become 
deficient in liquids and in sodium, 
potassium and ‘iron. This, she 
warns, should be taken into ac- 
count. 

Is there someone on the pre- 
mises at all times who is certified 
in cardiopulmonary resuscitation 
(CPR)? 

The Red Cross as well as 
various educational institutions 
offer certificates to those who 
have completed a course in CPR. 
At the time each of the 11 spas 
was visited, four stated that they 
had at least one person trained in 
CPR. All of the physical fitness 
experts spoken with felt that 
training in cardiopulmonary re- 
suscitation should become a legal 
requirement of health spas. 

Since a stress test (to uncover 
coronary problems) is so expen- 
sive, Dr. Jim Hyde, director of the 
Division of Preventive Medicine 
of the state’s Public Health De- 
partment, points out: ‘The ques- 
tion is how knowledgeable are the 
people running the spa about 
(potential heart problems) that 
they can refer someone to a 
doctor, and how qualified are 
they to perform emergency re- 
suscitation?”’ 

Does the spa offer a personal 
analysis or screening to discuss 
medical history to determine if

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Spokespeople for the medi- 
cal profession have for some 
time been clamoring to see 
physical fitness programs in- 
cluded under the umbrella of 
preventive medicine. And re- 
cent research has confirmed to 
many that exercise is in fact a 
necessary element in such pre- 
vention. 

The Governor's Council on 
Physical Fitness endorses this 
position and actively supports 
legislation aimed at increasing 
the level of ‘‘professionalism’”’ 
among people involved in exer- 
cise programs. 

Last year, state representa- 
tive Peter Velis filed a bill 
(H1815) recommending a com- 
mittee of three members of the 
House, the Commissioner of 
Health and a designated expert 
to investigate the nature and op- 
eration of health spas. The bill 
also called for statewide uni- 
form procedures for the regis- 
tration of employees of health 
spas. 

It was reported favorably out 
of the Health Care Committee 
on March 16 of last year but 
was lost in the Ways and Means

Committee. Refiled in Decem- 
ber of 1977, it will be heard 
again this year. The bill has the 
backing of the Governor's 
Council on Physical Fitness. 

According to Dwight Scan- 
drett, chairman of. the Sub-com- 
mittee on Legislation under the 
council, “The committee is in- 
terested in the prevention of in- 
jury and the minimizing of 
risks, particularly to the cardio- 
pulmonary system.” * 

The problem, as he sees it, is 
“the question of professional- 
ism in prescribing exercise pro- 
grams.’’ While he points out 
that the committee is not cur- 
rently ‘‘going after any specific 
abuses,” it is concerned with 
“eliminating any abuses that 
might be going on by _ inves- 
tigating the situation.” 

Various members of the 
council hold that ‘‘no reputable 
health spa would oppose it.“ 


While most spas visited for 
this article were not informed 
about the bill, the majority said 
they would support regulations 
to upgrade personnel.

there are conditions which may be 
adversely affected by the pro- 
gram? 

Since some exercises and exer- 
cise machines can be harmful to 
some people, both medical and 
physical fitness experts recom- 
mend a thorough interview of 
new members. 

Dr. Ricci: ‘‘A person (operat- 
ing an exercise program) ought to 
know, for example, the effect of 
vibration on the organs and have 
some appreciation for the state of 
health of the organs, all of which 
(necessitates) a screening before 
the person becomes enrolled.” 

Adds Dr. Hyde, “The problem 
is that people who come in and 
buy the fantasy see (health spas) 
as providing a panacea without 
having a proper physical exam.” 
He notes that while most people 
agree that a person under 35 with 
no history of chest pains, cardiac 
problems or shortness of breath is 
probably perfectly safe, for some 
people under 35 it’s not. 

Although each of the 11 spas 
visited does offer some type of 
screening, some are more exten- 
sive than others, and a few offer 
specific tests for cardiovascular 
condition. 

What type of equipment is 
used in the program: active or 
passive? Are aerobic exercises of- 
fered as an integral part of the 
program? 

Equipment such as vibrating 
machines and rollers, classified as 
passive apparatus, has not been 
shown to have any direct rela- 
tionship to weight loss or muscle 
toning and is in fact harmful to 
persons with kidney problems, 
varicose veins or those using 
IUDs. For this reason, some spas 
have banned these machines alto- 


gether, though seven of the faci- 
lities visited do utilize rollers 
and/or vibrating equipment. Of 
those who do, all maintain that 
they question their members 
about conditions which might be 
adversely affected by the equip- 
ment. 

“The problem, from a health 
promotion standpoint,” says Dr. 
Hyde, “is that the kinds of acti- 
vities which are supposed to be 
the most beneficial in terms of 
cardiovascular fitness and in 
terms of health are the kinds of 
activities that don’t necessarily re- 
quire machines but do require 
regular vigorous activity.’’ These 
include aerobic exercises such as 
running, jumping, swimming and 
bicycling. 

Like Hyde, Dr. Buxbaum 
stresses the importance of. aero- 
bic exercises (“those total body 
exercises using many muscles at 
once to strengthen the heart and 
lungs’). Commenting on the pos- 
sible overuse of isometric 
(strengthening muscles using a 
stationary object) exercises com- 
mon in health spas, Buxbaum 
says, “The problem is that they 
have no benefit for the heart and 
lungs and in fact may be very 
stressful.” 

Does the spa offer individual 
programs where progress is 
charted and retesting is done at 
various intervals? Does this in- 
clude a pre- and post-test of car- 
diovascular condition? 

Since each person coming into 
the spa is at a different level of 
physical fitness and demon- 
strates a different stress thresh- 
old, it is important that exercise 
programs begin at the optimum 
level for each individual. And in 
order to measufe improvement, 
there should be some pro- 
gression in the amount of acti- 
vity, followed by retesting. The 
testing should reveal not only im- 
provement in weight loss or 
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inches but also the person's car- 
diovascular endurance. Other- 
wise, increasing the amount of 
stress on the heart can be harm- 
ful, according to the physical fit- 
ness experts. 

Although the majority of the 
spas visited do conduct testing 
before and after, only a few offer 
a complete test of physical fit- 
ness. 

Does the spa have any kind of 
educational program? 

This may be considered an 
extra, but it’s necessary nonethe- 
less. According to Dr. Buxbaum, 
people are given little education 
about and training in exercise and 
nutrition. 

A number of health spas and 
salons do invite guest speakers in 
the medical and physical fitness 
field to speak to their members. 
Others post relevant new re- 
search or literature about body 
functioning and nutrition. 

Is there a contract to sign? Can 
you pay in installments? What is 
the shortest available member- 
ship term? Are prorated refunds 
available? Can a membership be 
transferred? 

Richard Gross, ‘deputy chief of 
the attorney general’s Consumer 
Protection Division, estimates 
that about 95 percent of the con- 
sumer complaints leveled against 
the health spa industry over the 
past three years have been re- 
lated to contracts. 

The majority of people who 
join health spas leave after about 
three months, he says, and they 
do not want to be indebted for a 
long period. According to Gross, 
the issue from a consumer stand- 
point is, ‘The public should have 
facilities available where they can 
go for a reasonable price and a 
reasonable length of time and, 
when they change their mind, be 
able to get out of their contract.” 
He believes consumers should 
question a facility that does not 
offer short-term programs and 
maintains that lifetime contracts 
are vague, in that they usually do 
not specify whose lifetime (the 
customer’s or the spa’s) they're 


referring to and that most faci- - 
lities are not solvent enough to 


offer such long-term arrange- 
ments. 

Gross’s sentiments are in line 
with a proposed Federal Trade 
Commission regulation that is ex- 
pected to be enacted this year; it 
would limit contracts to two 
years, and require that spas offer 
prorated refunds. 

He concedes that the situation 
has improved recently; still, more 
than 200 complaints continue to 
be leveled against the industry in 
this state each year. 

‘Because of publicity and pres- 
sure from. consumer action 
groups, a number of spas have 
eliminated contracts altogether, 
and most have a four- to six-week 
introductory offer, the cost of 
which can be applied to longer 
memberships. 

Taking these precautions into 
account — if you are one of the 
many people whose New Year's

Know Noh 


by Alan Levitan 


BM Park Plaza Hotel seems an unlikely place for learning to walk like a ghost, for 
being initiated into the arts and mysteries of Japanese classical drama. For six recent 
evenings, though, the hotel’s Mezzanine Parlor C, furbelowed with chandeliers, plush 
carpets, and vine-festooned wainscoting, served as the container of a far more austere 
and exotic style. Akira Matsui, a finely polished master of Japanese Noh, took up what 
might appear to be an inevitably thankless task: teaching an eager dozen Westerners 
the rudiments of the oldest theatrical form still performed in the 20th century. 
Although Noh dates only from the 14th century, what marks it as singular in

Operatic 
Greek 
tragedy 


Cacoyannis 
tries improving | 
the original 
Iphigenia 


by Stephen Schiff 


IPHIGENIA. Written and directed by 
Michael Cacoyannis, from Iphigenia in 
Aulis, by Euripides. With Irene Papas, 
Tatiana Papamoskou and Costa Kaza- 
kos. At the Orson Welles. 


Merce Cacoyannis’s Iphigenia is 


grand and stormy — just what you'd ex- 
pect from the director of Zorba the 
Greek. Cacoyannis has filmed Euripi- 
des’s last play, Iphigenia at Aulis, in a 
rugged, sun-battered bay with a splen- 
did-looking Greek cast and plenty of 
primitive ships, helmets and shields. The 
acting is fierce, forceful, larger-than-life 
— in fact, it’s really a bit much. Everyone 
seems to be straining to measure up to the 
play’s innate grandeur, to be Classic. I 
was reminded of those high-minded edu- 
cational films in which stentorian snip- 
pets of Euripides are introduced by some 
avuncular scholar — Clifton Fadiman, us- 
ually. Iphigenia is reverent, over-earnest 
and often somewhat clumsy. At once aca- 
demic and overblown, it’s a textbook mo- 
vie. 


But I don’t want to savage this film, 
which is certainly livelier than Cacoyan- 
nis’s 1971 English version of The Trojan 
Women. And some of the movie's prob- 
lems are inherited from its source. It was 
Aristotle who initially pointed out that 
Iphigenia at Aulis, for all its emotional 
power, was itself tragically flawed. First 
presented in 405 BC, the play was a bit- 
ter anti-war piece, a thinly-disguised out- 
cry against the Athens-Sparta conflict 
that dragged on throughout Euripides’s 
final years. The plot is simple: the Greek 
leader Agamemnon and his large army 
are unable to embark for Troy because 
there’s no wind to fill their sails. Just 
when morale has reached rock bottom, 
the priest Calchas delivers a message 
from the oracle of Artemis: if Agamem- 
non will sacrifice his beloved daughter 
Iphigenia to the goddess Artemis, the 
winds will rise and the Greeks will tri- 
umph over Troy; without that sacrifice, 
victory will never be theirs. The plot line 
twists and turns, and, for Aristotle, its 
final reversal rings false. After pleading 
quite poignantly for her life, Iphigenia 
realizes there’s no hope and delivers a 
patriotic speech about how she will now 
die gladly if her death insures victory. 
Cacoyannis struggles to explain her 
change of mind (quite abrupt in the play) 
by injecting long, tense shots of soldiers 
who favor the sacrifice menacing Iphi- 
genia and her quailing handmaidens. But 
even though Cacoyannis makes it ex- 
plicit that Iphigenia is trapped, her trans- 
formation from supplicant to jingoist is 
still hard to swallow.

W... he sticks to the play, Caco- 


yannis comes up with some lustrous 
images. Although the ruins his Greeks ar- 
gue and brood among weren't ruins dur- 
ing the Trojan War, they make vivid set- 
tings anyway, and his portraits of the idle 
army languishing in the sun are so evo- 
cative you can almost smell the sweat. But 
when he tries to embellish Euripides 
Cacoyannis stumbles. He's devised an at- 
mospheric but klurzy prologue: over- 
long, choppy and full of ludicrous mod- 
ern details. For instance, there are end- 
less shots of the army rushing around 
chanting “Why? Why? The kings ignore 
our cry!’ With their beards and their 
rhyming protests, are these soldiers sup- 
posed to remind us of hippie demonstra-

tors of the ‘60s? And what are we to make 
of the barefoot priests of Artemis, who, 
with their shaved heads and long cotton 
robes, seem about to sell us some in- 
cense? Or of Mikis Theodorakis’s score, 
which tries to combine contemporary dis- 
sonance with mythic foreboding but 
comes off sounding like music for Radio 
Mystery Theater? 

- These are relatively minor quibbles. Of 
greater concern is the way Cacoyannis’s 
additions change Euripides’s conception. 
In the prologue, Agamemnon’s men 
shoot down a sacred deer in the grove of 
Artemis, while Calchas, the goddess’s 
priest, glowers. Later, as the army awaits

in the wilderness 


The Russian winter wins again

DERSU UZALA. Directed by Akira

S.... of the world’s greatest film dir- 
ectors have left home and gone on to 
make great movies in other countries. 
True, Renoir’s American films were 
never as good as his French ones, but 
Lang, Lubitsch, and Max Ophuls (just to 
name some of the most celebrated Ger- 
man emigres) all worked successfully in 
America, and Ophuls went on to make 
his final masterpieces in France. These 
men triumphed in foreign film industries 
without losing their individuality or even 
their distinctive national character. It’s 
tragic that the great Akira Kurosawa has 
been unable to do the same. Dersu Uz- 
ala, the large-scale adventure film that 
Kurosawa made in the Soviet Union in 
1975 (it’s a Russian-Japanese co-produc- 
tion) has none of the verve or wit or 
power that made Kurosawa’s Japanese 
films so incredibly entertaining. Given 
the same resources, any talented gradu- 
ate of the Soviet film academies with a 
taste for the outdoors could have made 
this noble, pictorially beautiful, terribly 
simple celebration of nature. 

Dersu Uzala is based on a popular ad- 
venture book by the early 20th-century 
Russian explorer Vladimir Arsenyev, and 
it tells the story of Arsenyev’s long 
friendship with Dersu (Maxim Mun- 
zuk), the peerless hunter and trapper who 
roamed the forests and frozen tundras of 
the Far Eastern sections of Russia in the 
years before World War I. Short and 
squat, with limitless reserves of energy 
and good humor, Dersu is an old- 
fashioned ideal — self-reliant, kindly, 
modest and infallible in all matters of 
woodcraft and exploration. He’s the 
Russian Natty Bumpo, the man that all 
other men admire without envy or mal- 
ice. In the movie's most exciting se- 
quence, he saves Arsenyev’s life during a 
night in which they are exposed to the 
freezing winds and then refuses to take 


any credit for what he’s done. In another 
sequence he leaves supplies in an empty 
shelter in the woods for future travelers — 
complete strangers — who might need 
help in bad weather. 


I enjoyed watching Maxim Munzuk 
scamper around the woods; his animated 
gaiety occasionally reminded me of Wal- 
ter Huston’s wonderful vivacity as the 
old prospector in The Treasure of the Si- 
erra Madre. However this hero of nature 
is much too simple to hold our attention 
for two hours and twenty minutes, and 
Kurosawa’s treatment of him is so dis- 
tant and reverential that we never get into 
the movie emotionally. It's a pleasure to 
see a film shot in the raw woods and open 
ice fields of Russia, but Kurosawa shows 
us the men’s relationship to nature with- 
out dramatizing their relationship to one 
another. 

Nature may be violent; but the human 
emotions are strictly wholesome, dig- 
nified, sober. For instance, the growing 
love of Arsenyev for Dersu is related to 
us in narration rather than dramatized by 
the actors. When tragic or heroic things 
happen, we can’t even see the men’s reac- 
tions. Virtually the entire movie is photo- 
graphed in static long shots — this from 
the director whose sensational tracking 
shots through the woods in Rashomon 
electrified a generation of moviegoers! 

In short, Kurosawa’s natural vigor and 
skeptical wit have been smothered by the 
bland spirit of post-war Soviet art. I have 
nothing against boys’-book idealization 
when its subject is as innocent as this. 
The only trouble is that boys’-book ideal- 
ization is virtually the only mood in com- 
temporary Soviet cinema; the entire audi- 
ence in Russia is treated as a pack of un- 
ruly scouts who need lessons in virtuous 
behavior. American family entertain- 
ment and ‘‘wilderness’’ films don’t have 
this kind of purity and awesome respect 
for nature, but there are compensations 
for native moviegoers: when kids get 
bored with Across the Great Divide and 
the latest Disney they can go around the 
corner and see Annie Hall. No one ex- 
pects them to remain children forever. @

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Is half a ‘Hedda’ 
better than none? 


lbsen gets a bumpy ride

HEDDA GABLER by Henrik Ibsen.

i Hee a strange reworking of Hedda 
Gabler at the Lyric Stage: in this version 
Ibsen's pathological heroine apparently 
shoots herself hours before curtain, then 
plays the entire drama in an advanced 
state of rigor mortis. Polly Hogan's stiff, 
skin-deep Hedda ‘is being touted in ads as 
“‘Boston’s most dangerous woman,” but 
really — with her clenched fists, locked 
shoulders and pregnant scowls — the only 
threat she poses is to the playwrights 
reputation. Students encountering Hedda 
for the first time are liable to come away 
with an erroneous impression of melo- 
drama in mothballs. The title character 
may well be remembered as a campy 
combination of Scarlett O’Hara, Medea 
and C3PO. 

What is so subversive about amateur 
productions of Ibsen is that, if they skim 
the .realistic surfaces with enough 
aplomb, the initiate will believe that he or 
she has seen the play — and that it creaks. 
But Ibsen’s stuffy drawing rooms have 
basements, subterranean caves of 
psychology and metaphysics wherein the 
characters wage more authentic struggles 
than the ones that go on upstairs. Osten- 
sibly,, Hedda Gabler tells the story of a 
bored, rather nasty Norwegian hausfrau, 
a General's headstrong daughter railing 
against biological destiny. She is ob- 
sessed with the notion of power and her 
lack of it, and she goes through some 
very destructive machinations in order to 
make herself important. But the plot of 
Hedda Gabler, as carefully constructed as 
any of Scribe’s, is mere pretext. Ibsen is far 
less interested in Victorian sexual in- 
trigue, petty professorial struggles and 
suicide in the face of scandal than in the 
destructive power of ego without outlet. 
Critic Richard Gilman has written of 
Hedda that ‘what she incarnates is re- 
flected in the events of the play like a face 
overflowing a small mirror held too 
close.’’ At the Lyric, though, the mir- 
ror/plot blocks the face; and besides, Ho- 
gan’s Hedda seems less to cast a reflec- 
tion than to be one. 


S... strikes attitudes roughly ap- 
proximating the boredom, contempt 
and powerlust expressed in her speeches, 
but there is no compulsion behind her 
cardboard hauteur. The play, despite 
respectable performances in the more 
mundane roles, exists here on only a lit- 
eral level; its poetic significance is nil. 
And Hedda’s extremist behavior — the 
burning of Eilert Lovborg’s precious 
manuscript, her suicide — seems more 
aberrant than inevitable. At times, in 
fact, it’s downright hokey. For example, 
she spends an inordinate amount of time 
trapped in various corners of the tiny 
stage, staring spitefully in the direction of 
the theater’s glowing exit signs. This is 
ludicrously, if inadvertently, symbolic: 
there’s no way out for Hedda Gabler, 
save death. 

Admittedly, Hedda is a tricky work; 
the frequency with which it is performed 
belies its difficulty. As critics have oft be- 
moaned, we usually get either a mon- 
strous Hedda or a pale one; either way, 
the play seems far-fetched. Part of the 
problem is that Hedda, written in 1890, 
represents a transition between Ibsen's 
so-called social plays and his later, sym- 
bolic ones. The playwright here creates a 
stifling, 19th-century bourgeois atmos- 
phere, complete with faded lace anti- 
macassars and the stale smell of laven- 
der, then proceeds to wax rhapsodic 
about the imaginary vine leaves in vision- 
ary Eilert Lovborg’s coiffure. This bal- 
ancing act is clearly beyond the Lyric 
Stage. - 

The central character in Hedda Gabler 
is believed to be based, in part, on Emilie 


Bardach, the 18-year-old with whom the 
aging Ibsen had become enamored the 
summer before and/was to immortalize 
more specifically as Hilde Wangel in The 
Master Builder. (Hedda, it is conjectured, is 
what Ibsen imagined his May love might 
be in’ the September of her life.) But the 
playwright’s biographer, Michael Meyer, 
found enough of Ibsen in Hedda — in 
particular, her inability to cope with her 
sexuality and her acute fear of ridicule — 
that he titled his treatment of the play, 
“Portrait of the Dramatist as a Young 
Woman.” This may account for Ibsen's 
seemingly contradictory attitude towards 
his heroine, who is at once petty, piti- 
able, terrifying and, in leaving this whim- 
pering world with a resolute bang, en- 
nobled. Polly Hogan’s posturing is a poor 
substitute for all of that! 

I suppose I have been tough on Hogan, 
insinuating that she, single-handedly, is 
responsible for this Hedda’s inadequacy. 
In fact, she has both help — and excuses. 
Ed Sullivan plays the cryptic, sinister 
Judge Brack as a cross between the Ches- 
hire cat and a headwaiter. And Colin 
Lane’s Lovborg is whiny, ill at ease and 
discernibly Irish. As is often true of 
Hedda, the most successful perfor- 
mances are rendered in the two-dimen- 
sional roles: Richard McElvain is an 
appropriately well-intentioned, mealy- 
mouthed, nervous Tesman and Lynda 
Robinson a convincing Thea. Local pro- 
fessor Henry Timm’s translation — 
which, as I recall, was intended to add a 
spark of black comedy to the Scandina- 
vian dolor associated with Ibsen — strikes 
me as too colloquial for so arch a pro- 
duction.

It is probably fair to mention, since it 
has been brought to my attention, that 
the Lyric’s Hedda Gabler has been beset 
by governmental problems tantamount to 
Italy’s. Its first director was replaced at 
some point during the rehearsal period by 
Hogan, who was later replaced by Ron- 
ald Ritchell, at which point the actress 
playing Hedda left the cast and Hogan 
stepped into her shoes. In addition, there 
have been two Theas and no less than 


three Bertes! One might charitably sug- 
gest it’s a wonder the play went on. But 
the question is: should it have? The Lyric 
Stage coaxes much mileage from its 
single-minded devotion to the classics — 
but doesn’t so cursory a production really 
do more harm than good? Too often I 
have felt that, for all its reverence 
towards drama’s sacred cows, the Lyric 
treats the stage revival as a form of taxi- 


dermy. ® 





Trying to bring Pinter into focus 
The Homecoming’s enigmas remain intact

THE HOMECOMING by HaroléPinter. 
Directed by Susan McGinley. Presented 
by the Open Door Theater at the Boston 
Center for the Arts, Wednesdays through 
Saturdays through February 11. 


; ae to make sense out of a Har- 
old Pinter play is a lot like trying to tune 
an old, cranky TY set. You twist all the 
knobs, flip all the switches, and fiddle 
with the antenna. When the sound is 
okay, the picture's all shadows; when it’s 
clear, you can’t hear anything. Then, 
when you do get it working, you walk 
across the room and the thing goes hay- 
wire again. Eventually, you either 1) try 
to ignore the interference and concen- 
trate on the show, 2) jump up every few 
minutes and adjust the set, or 3) get frus- 
trated and turn the damned thing off. All 
three impulses overtook me while watch- 
ing the Open Door Theater's excellent 
production of Pinter’s The Homcoming. 
Written in 1965, the play takes place in 
a London household headed by Max, a 
curmudgeonly widower. Living with him 
are his younger brother Sam, a sim- 
pering chauffeur, and his two sons, 
Lenny and Joey — a.pimp and an aspi- 
ring boxer, respectively. A third son, 
Teddy, arrives for a visit from America, 
where he has been teaching philosophy 
for six years; he is accompanied by his 
wife, Ruth, who has never met his family. 
She is met with varying degrees of hos- 
tility, which gradually metamorphoses 
into undisguised lust. Lenny and Joey 
actually make love to her as her husband 
looks on impassively. By the end of the 
play, Teddy has returned to America 
while Ruth agrees to stay on as com- 
munal concubine and to work as a part- 
time prostitute to pay for her keep. 
Pinter maintains that his plays are to be 
taken at face value and not “inter- 


preted’” #* an attitude which is perhaps 
not as disingenuous as it appears. It 
seems to me that he is primarily in- 
terested in narrative — in telling a story, 
as opposed to explaining it. He places 
several people in a room together and 
allows their reasons for being there to 
emerge in perhaps the play's only dis- 
play of logic. What happens at any given 
moment does not necessarily have any 
relation to what precedes or follows. The 
characters speak and behave unpredict- 
ably; their personalities may change from 
one minute to the next, and what they say 
or may or may not be true. In effect, they 
create themselves as they go along. This 
linear approach breeds a disturbing, even 
maddening incoherence but also achieves 
dramatic immediacy. 


I may be that Pinter is simply pur- 
suing “pure theater.” He may indeed 
have no more to say than what bobs on 
the surface of his plays. But they do have 
larger implications nonetheless. And 
whether Mr. P. approves or not, it's diffi- 
cult not to search for ‘hidden mean- 
ings.’’ This is what-I meant by the TV 
analogy — watching a Pinter play, you 
constantly make mental adjustments, try- 
ing for a clearer picture. Assigning spe- 
cial significance to certain facts, objects or 
statements, you devise your own theory, 
though it invariably dissolves in the face 
of contradictory evidence. The Home- 
coming has stimulated even more fu- 
rious speculation than most Pinter works 
(in fact, John Lahr compiled a casebook 
consisting entirely of conflicting critical 
interpretations), probably because its 
central situation — the entry of a woman 
into an all-male enclave — suggests ye olde 
battle of the sexes. And who can resist the 
topic? 

When first meeting Ruth, Lenny boasts 


of having beaten women and Max, bran- 
dishing his cane, calls her a ‘smelly 
scrubber’ and “‘pox-ridden slut.’ Does 
she stay with them because she sees her- 
self as merely an object to be punched 
and poked? Or, considering that she 
negotiates the terms of her contract with 
the skill of a Hollywood agent, does she 
prefer the honesty of such a blatant 
arrangement to the nebulous rewards of 
love and marriage? And so on and so 
forth. 


Rather than impose a rigid interpreta- 
tion, Open Door director Susan McGin- 
ley preserves the play’s enigma, which is 
perhaps the highest compliment that can 
be paid a production of The Home- 
coming. The casting is, for the most part, 
inspired. Beady-eyed Jeff Carter plays the 
indecipherable Lenny to slimy perfec- 
tion, and Stephen S. Anthony brings a 
puppyish innocence to dopey Joey. Ken- 
neth Bradbord’s Max is a feisty bantam, 
John S. Drabik a fussy, aptly unsettling 
Sam, and both are (mirabile dictu) 
approximately the right age. Tall, stocky 
Mikhail Druhan would ‘seem an odd 
choice for Ruth, but her towering over 
the men in the play both augments the 
character’s Earth Mother image and adds 
a menacing quality to her sexual allure. 
(Curiously, for all the vicious insults and 
ominous pauses in Pinter’s plays, the 
everpresent threat of violence seldom re- 
sults in anything serious.) The only bad 
performance here is Gordon McCon- 
nell’s as the unflappable Teddy; his is 
probably the most difficult role, but he 
plays it on a single, and rather obvious, 
note. Finally, set designer Roger Mooney 
deserves an award — not only for supply- 
ing an appropriately seedy domestic lo- 
cale, but for successfully masking the 
ugly twin pillars rooted to the acting area 
. the Ehrlich Theater, which audiences 
usually have to pretend not to see. e

The stimulating 


Colin Davis 
‘Old myths to new paths’

©.. evening 13 years ago in 


London, I stumbled into the Ber- 
lioz Requiem at St. Paul’s. The 
massing of forces was extraordi- 
nary — the enormous chorus, the 
four brass sections stationed at 
opposite ends of the cathedral 
(‘at the round earth’s imagined 
corners’). Most impressive was 
the way the music was held to- 
gether and yet allowed to soar 
into the vast reaches. The con- 
ductor was Colin Davis. 

I’ve been watching and listen- 
ing to Colin Davis ever since and 
have been grateful for other over- 
whelming performances (a Peter 
Grimes at the Met, for which 
even the people in the orchestra 
seats stood to cheer) and occa- 
sionally saddened by some inex- 
plicable failure. Nothing, how- 
ever, could” have delighted me 
more than his appointment in 
1972 as Principal Guest Con- 
ductor of the Boston Symphony. 
The past two weekends marked 
his only local appearances this 
season. The performances were 
stimulating and, in an interview, 
so was he. 

Davis is vehemently un-aca- 
demic. He insists that a score is 
only a blue-print, not a bible; that 
“what it does to us” determines 
the way it is presented, since “the 
composer isn’t always aware of 
what he has written’; that his- 
torical fidelity is an absurdity ‘‘if 
it doesn’t mean anything to us”; 
and above all, that “‘it isn’t suffi- 
cient to play notes.’’ A. conduc- 
tor, he says, needs to find ‘’the 
principal driving force’ of a 
piece. If you look at Sibelius, for 
example, ‘‘with the wrong spec- 
tacles, it’s the most boring music 
ever written, a sprawling mess”; 
but if you “accept the struc- 
ture,’’ you can discover “the force 
going through the organization.” 

Davis sees Sibelius as part of 
that “last harvest’’ of creative art- 
ists born before the turn of the 
century who first felt the loss of a 
common idiom, who “‘sensed 
European culture was at the end 
of its tether, and knowing one 
man couldn’t invent a new reli- 


gion, went back to old myths to 
open new paths.” In literature it 
was Mann, Yeats, Joyce, Eliot, 
Hermann Broch, Kazantzakis (all 
of whom Davis quotes with ease). 
In music there was Stravinsky 
and Schoenberg — and Sibelius. 
The Fourth Symphony, he re- 
minded me, was contempor- 
aneous with Pierrot Lunaire and 
The Rite of Spring, and though it 
doesn’t use their revolutionary 
‘new language,” it embodies the 
“terrible isolation that lies be- 
hind the search for one.” “An- 
cient undertones” and ‘‘primor- 
dial forces,’ he says, are ‘at the 
bottom of his black soul’: the 
Seventh Symphony is ‘‘like 
Yeats’s ‘rough beast’ walking up 
out of the subconscious,’ Tapi- 
ola is ‘not of the light of day.” 


“up 
rimordial driving force” 


is certainly what you get in 
Davis’s remarkable recordings of 
Sibelius with the BSO (the sym- 
phonies and three tone poems on 
Philips). The relentlessly flowing 
impulse, hurried or slowly un- 
folding, is like a great glacier or, 
as Davis himself put it, ‘like sex’’ 
— frightening to some people be- 
cause it is inevitable, uncontrol- 
lable and impossible to under- 
stand. 

The major work of his recent 


visit was the first, Boston per- ° 


formance of Sir Michael Tip- 
pett’s' powerful oratorio, A Child 
of Our Time; a work that de- 
velops the kind of archetypal 
images Davis is drawn to. In- 
spired by the 1938 assassination 
of a German diplomat in Paris by 
a young Polish Jew and the catas- 
trophic retaliatory pogroms in 
Germany, Tippet generalizes his- 
tory by removing all traces of spe- 
cific incidents, creating a kind of 
modern Passion Play. The musi- 
cal structure is based on Han- 
del’s Messiah, the Bach Passions 
and Berlioz’s L’Enfance du Christ. 
Startlingly, he uses five Negro 
spirituals as modern counter- 
parts of Bach’s Lutheran chorales. 

The work is notable for the di-

rectness of its musical expres- 
sion, but the text is both simple- 
minded and literary: ‘The Boy” 
in prison sings, “My dreams are 
all shatteged in a ghastly reality. 
The wild beating of my heart is 
stilled: day by day. Earth and sky 
are not for those in prison. 
Mother! Mother!” Tippett asked 
T.S. Eliot for a text, but Eliot ad- 
vised him to write his own, sug- 
gesting that a poet might try to 
make words do what the music 
should. But nothing can _per- 
suade me that a less awkward or 
less pretentious text wouldn't 
have enriched the whole work. 
Even a Passion Play tells a speci- 
fic story, with. particular “char- 
acters,” time and place..But Tip- 
pett’s hero could be either Jew- 
ish, Polish, Irish or black — he is 
only symbolic. ,It's hard to be 
moved by a-cipher. 

The music, however, is always 
tangible, whether in lyric out- 
pouring, violent urgency or ironic 
commentary (the ‘tenor’s “I have 
no money for my bread” accom- 
panied by a tango reminiscent of 
Weill’s ‘‘Benares Song’ from 
Mahagonny). Some df the most 
sublime passages rely on. no 
words at all — an airy “Inter- 






~ 


ludium” for flutes, viola and 
cello; a twining vocalise for the 
four soloists near the end. But 
where the work comes most 
thrillingly to life are the spiri- 
tuals, dramatically placed and set 
with originality and feeling (sung 
magnificently in these perform- 
ances by the Tanglewood Festi- 
val Chorus). “Steal Away’’ comes 
at the end of the first part with 
the soprano still holding the final 
notes of her previous aria. ““Go 
Down, Moses”’ rises slowly out of 
the Narrator’s. silent despair to a 
triumphant, angry climax, the 
tympani beating out every syl- 
lable of the refrain. Each is har- 
monized so that the music sounds 
not merely folksy, but ancient, 
huge and mysterious. 


I. performance was _stag- 


geting. The soloists weré élo- 


.quent and powerful — bass Nor~ 


man Bailey a quietly sympathetic 
Narrator, alto Lili Chookasian 
and tenor Alexander Stevenson 
efficiently declamatory, soprano 
Teresa Zylis-Gara more tender 
with an uncommonly beautiful 
voice. It was almost comic to hear 
her sing “I’m Gonna Lay Down 
My Heavy Load” with a middle- 
European accent, though I sup- 
pose (as Richard Dyer pointed 
out) it was moving to be re- 
minded by a Polish singer that the 
mother in Tippett’s original story 
was also Polish. 1 was impressed 
with the orchestra and once again 
overwhelmed by Davis’s rhy- 
thmic vitality, expansiveness, 
masterful control and total con- 
viction. The performance seemed 
significantly more vibrant than 
his recent recording (on Philips). 


| ee other great success of 


Davis's visit here was Dvorak’s 
Symphonic Variations, not heard 
at the BSO since Wilhelm Gericke 
conducted it in 1902. Davis made 
the breezy variations bounce and 
tingle, shifting easily at one point 
from fugue (one of Dvorak’s rare 
ones) to lilting polka and back. 
There was a substantial and 
sculptured ‘‘Linz’’ Symphony, a 
rousing Cockaigne Overture (El- 
gar) that could have benefited 
from greater variety of dynamics 
and Bruch’s soothing Scottish 
Fantasy (with Silverstein), which 
put me to sleep in spite of the 
lovely performance. The one 
disappointment was the Berlioz 
King Lear Overture. There’s no 
one I‘d rather hear conduct Ber- 
lioz, but for some reason — and 
I’ve seen it happen with Davis be- 
fore — the orchestra was simply 
not responding to his elaborately 
choreographed gestures, deep 
knee bends, commands and cajol- 
eries. He seemed ahead of the 
players, pointing to where he 
wanted them to go rather than 
taking them with him. Perhaps a 
conductor as passionate and 
theoretical as Davis can’t always 
keep all the primordial juices 
flowing at once. It’s a tribute to his 


commitment and imaginatior -that- 


they come: together:as wonderfully 
and_as oftert.as they do. e

PABLO LIVE MONTREUX ’77 


Nomen Granz continues to 


do what anyone with an insati- 
able taste for jazz and the funds to 
indulge his passion would do: he 
produces records his way (pri- 
marily one-time jam encounters), 
with his favorite musicians (most 


of whom, whether boppers or 
their ‘‘classical’’ elders, inhabit 
that vast spiritual plain that arose 
from Kansas City), and in great 
quantity. His latest project is 
typically grandiose — 15 albums 
(including one double set), all in 
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dreadful red, white and blue 
covers designed by Granz him- 
self, recorded at July’s Montreux 
festival. 

Carping that Granz is glutting 
the market seems a bit foolish; I 
doubt that the musicians he em- 
ploys so loyally are complaining, 
and the music throughout these 
32 sides (and elsewhere in the 
Pablo catalogue) maintains an ad- 
mirable level of swinging lucid- 
ity. That so little of the Mon- 
treux output reaches peaks of 
brilliance, however, only reveals 


_ the illusory nature of Granz’s 


“spontaneity through jamming” 


philosophy. Throwing seasoned ' 


blowers like Dizzy Gillespie, Milt 
Jackson and Clark Terry into a 
variety of sextets or septets, 
where an assortment of hoary 
chord sequences is reviewed, is 
hardly the challenge of their ca- 
reers, and these players, who 
never give less than an honest 
night's performance, get mired in 
tried-and-true responses. Granz, 
who probably still digs such in- 
evitabilities as Ray Brown's quot- 
ing “Blues in the Closet,” ob- 
viously disagrees with this analy- 
sis, but he consistently reveals a 
lack of imagination in building 
his bands, particularly in the 
rhythm sections. Bassists Brown 
and Niels-Henning Orsted Peder- 
sen perform well over the several 
sessions, though one could appre- 
ciate Oscar Peterson's strengths 
better if he didn’t show up on six 
albums (Monty Alexander, the 
minor league Peterson who is on 
two other Ips, is not a contrast). 
The drum chair, shared by the 
competent Jimmie Smith and the 
irritating Bobby Durham, is the 


. weak seat in every Granz p. 


As for the individual ms, 
Ella Fitzgerald and Ray Bryant 
(the latter in another solo piano 
recital) cover too Familiar ground; 
so does Count Basie’s band, but at

: a Inn Square Men’s Bar in no way 
resembles an historic castle church in 
Wittenberg, Germany, but taped to its 
door this snowy evening is a single the- 
sis, of sorts.

A reddish-brown mannequin- 
head, whose long neck and doe eyes re- 
call the benign alien in Close Encounters, 
gazes dispassionately. 

Two bedpans mounted on a metal 
stand are next to the drums. A dozen or 
so tiny toy chimps, of the amusement- 
park prize species, climb the drum set and 
cymbal stands. On the floor one finds an 
iron, a plastic trash bag, a shovel and a 
foot measuring device. 

The musicians are not to be outdone by 
their props: five men (or six, when the 
drummer steps forward to sing and the 
truckdriver guests on drums) who fully. 
comprehend the Shakespearean dictum, 
“motley’s the only wear.” The slack- 
jawed guitarist and half-smiling key-

the back, as well as a necklace of minia- 
ture baby dolls.

But imaginative visual aids do not 
guarantee rock ‘n’ roll jackpots — just ask 
the Bonzo Dog Band, Captain Beefheart 
or the pre-“’ Fernwood” Martin Mull. For 
once a group gets typecast as a ‘comedy 
band,” (as opposed to such “theatrical” 
troupes as Alice Cooper, P-Funk and 
Kiss) especially one whose sensibility 
combines rib-ticklers and rim-shots with 
Dadaist ready mades, they may find that 
the joke’s on them. Or, as a besotted but 
not really belligerent audience member 
recently said to Rudy Cheeks of the 
Young Adults, ‘‘you guys are 
funny... too funny.” 

Indeed, the Young Adults are very 
funny. The Providence-based unit's 
repertory juggles nimble-witted origi- 
nals, clever parodies (for example, 
Muddy Waters’s “I’m A Man” becomes

‘I’m From Maine” — it concerns the tra- 
vails of life inthe Pine Tree State) and a 
few. covers of thoroughly awful oldies 
played very much in the spirit of the 
(e.g. a disco version of Barry 
McGuire's ‘Eve of Destruction” and Eric 
Burdon’s “San Franciscan Nights,” eas- 
ily the most ghastly collision of words 
and music over the past dozen years). In 
Rudy Cheeks, the singing reedman, the 
Adults have a comedically gifted focus 
whose lumpy physical appearance, unc- 
tuous patter (“You're too kind, if you 
know what I mean. And now I'd like to 
offer you an empty shovel of friend- 
ship ...”) and slapstick elicit howls. 


Like the Bonzos, who often poked fun 
at the mundane details of British life, the 
Adults toss out images that satirize the 
mores and folkways of middle-class 
America. Macho American style is the 
butt of much of the japery, with such 
masculine rites as meat eating, beer guzz- 
ling, truck driving (actually a milk 
trucker is the star of “Dairy Cowboy”), 
woman beating, union joining, shaving, 
hunting, and woodworking (which can 
be lethal, as in “A Power Tool Is Not a 
Toy’’) given the raspberries. 

The Adults thumb their noses at tough 
guys most gleefully in ‘“Men’’/Big 
Men,” which to string together 
excerpts from the theme from Bonanza, 
“Reveille,” the theme from The Magnifi- 


cent Seven and all of ‘Sweet Soul 


Music.” During a parodic reading of Ar- 
thur Conley’s tribute to the soul-singing 
greats of the late-’60s, Cheeks grunts,

Fernwood” host. Then again, maybe 
Mull borrowed an idea or two from the 
drummer/vocalist/‘‘co-conceptualist.”’ 

Both Mull and Fisher graduated from 
Rhode Island School of Design, albeit in 
different years. ‘I didn’t really know him 
at RISD,” (pronounced “RIZ-dee’’), said 
Fisher, “but I’d heard him play guitar. 
He’s an excellent guitar player and had a 
band in Providence called Soup. We met 
about a year after I left RISD, when I was 
in a band called Pigtown and Martin was 
a staff producer at Petrucci and Atwell 
(now Intermedia, on Newbury Street). He 


. worked with us for a while. Me and Mull 


used to sit around and make up new, 
cheap-shot titles to old songs, like ‘You're 
16, You're Beautiful and You're Blind.’ 
I'll tell you this — I was using furniture 
on-stage before Mull. As a songwriter, I 
was definitely influenced by him. He was 
writing silly songs before I was.” 

As amusing as the Adults’ material 
(written by Fisher and Cheeks and 
arranged by keyboardist Jeff Shore) and 
their presentation of it may be, as fre- 
quently as the crowd may guffaw, they 
could have a problem translating the 
energy of their show to vinyl — where the 
money is. The Tubes, whose approach to 
satire should not be compared to that of 
the Adults, have found it virtually impos- 
sible to fully achieve this and pre- 


- sumably await the mass marketing of 


video cassettes eagerly. 

A more pressing challenge to the 
Adults is making music that people will 
come back to. Artists dealing in punch 
lites are just as often knocked out by 
peated soon become routine.

Chapter one for Motown’s gawky kid 


by Joe McEwen 


I. funny. There was a time in the ‘60s 
when I considered Stevie Wonder the 
most dispensable star of the Motown 
stable. Wonder’s voice, a curiously light 
baritone that sometimes lurched wildly, 
was arresting but just as often grating. 
Then too, Wonder was a blind teenager 
and Motown wasn’t averse to cultivating 
a little of the Ray Charles mystique to 
help sell records. Over the years, Won- 
der’s early work has invariably been 
overlooked or given short shrift because 
Wonder just didn’t fit comfortably into 
the major-producer scheme. If Looking 
Back, the recently released, three-record 
anthology, proves anything, it’s that even 
in the most rigid days of Berry Gordy’s 
assembly line, Stevie Wonder was his 
own man. Though Levi Stubbs, Martha 
Reeves and Marvin Gaye all stretched the 
seams of Gordy’s form-fitting, off-the- 
rack jobs, Wonder was like the gawky kid 
always between sizes. Everything was al- 
tered to fit and the finished product was 
sometimes better, sometimes not — but al- 
ways different. Looking Back isn’t the 
most artistic or even listenable of the Mo- 
town anthologies, but it’s by far the most 
striking. 

Perspective, of course, is the aim of all 
anthologies, but few deliver with the im- 


pact of Looking Back. There are high ~ 


spots and lows, hits and some weird 
misses — artistic development made all 
the more moving and profound by its 


coincidence with Wonder’s adolescence. | 


The songs and dates on the album mark 
off Stevie's teen years as neatly as the 
penciled captions on page after page of 
snapshots in a family album: his May, 
1950 birthdate makes it easy. ‘Finger- 
tips’: 5/21/63 — Stevie — 13th birth- 
day. ‘Blowin’ in the Wind’: 6/28/66 — 
Stevie’s sweet 16. “If You Really Love

Me’: 7/22/71 — Stevie turns 21. 

In a sense, each of the six sides of 
Looking Back corresponds to an artistic 
period in Wonder’s career. The earliest 
material, contained on side one, is us- 
ually the most overlooked. Like most Mo- 
town singles from the early ‘60s, the 


songs are raw and undisciplined, an un- 
steady combination of raunchy twist rhy- 
thms, tough rock ‘n’ roll and gospel. The 
cacophonous “Fingertips,” a Number 
One pop smash and Wonder’s first hit, is 
the best known, but there are other wor- 
thy moments as well: a 12-year-old Won- 
der demanding that she “sign, sign, sign 
my contract on love,’ or hysterically 
singing to his mom, ‘Thank You for Lov- 
ing Me All the Way (‘I love you be- 
cause/When I’m bad/And you know 
eae | 


T.. other songs can be divided (more 
or less) into five categories: midtempo 
and uptempo Motown Sound, Stax-in- 
fluenced R&B, sentimental ballads and 
self-production. But the pigeonholes, 
loose as they are, don’t indicate the odd- 
ball nature of much of Wonder’s mater- 
ial, particularly in contrast to what every- 
one else at Motown was doing. ““Uptight 
(Everything's Alright),’’ ostensibly an as- 
sembly-line production, careens and blis- 
ters even next to Martha and the Vandel- 
las’ “Heat Wave.” Wonder was 15 when 
it was recorded and it boasts his first lyr- 
ic (“On the right side of the tracks/She 
was born and raised/In a great big old 
house filled with butlers and maids’’). 
From then on, almost all the non-cover 
songs Wonder released carried his name 
as co-writer. While other Motown acts 
were pursuing the Copa in 1967, Won- 
der and producer Hank Cosby ({Stevie’s 
chief ally during the period) opted for the 
orgiastic, hard-core “I Was Made to Love 
Her.” The song, tougher than those Gor- 
dy was used to, set the pattern for a ser- 
ies of rough-and-tumble singles to fol- 
low: “Shoo Be Doo Be Doo Da Day,” 
“You Met Your Match” and the best of 


aye 


the lot, “Signed, Sealed and Delivered.” 
All of Wonder’s uptempo songs sounded 
frantic, a characteristic resulting not only 
from his out-of-control vocal attack but 
also from a remarkable skill for rhythm 
singing — a gift that allowed him to shift 
accents and syncopation with the ease of 
a master percussionist. 

Though for a time Gordy tried to 
coerce all his artists into singing a mod- 
ern brand of “Swanee River,” Stevie 
Wonder’s lighter side was noticeably dif- 
ferent from the Copa croonings of other 
Motown artists. For the Four Tops or 
Temptations, such straitjacketing always 
seemed forced and uncomfortable — and 
the period was shortlived. But one al- 
ways got the impression that Wonder 


liked the stuff and the choice of material 


revealed a voracious eclecticism. There 
were mild protest songs (‘‘Blowin’ in the 
Wind,” ‘Heaven Help Us All’), gran- 
diose Vegas ballads (‘‘For Once in My 
Life’), an album of chromatic harmonica 
instrumentals (recorded under the name 
of Eivets Rednow) and soupy records that 
carried gorgeous melodies and redeem- 
ing choruses (“My Cherie Amour’’). 
Wonder was even capable of moving, no- 
frills soul (‘Hey Love’) and tender, un- 
derstated offerings like “Until You Come 
Back to Me (That’s What I’m Gonna 
Do)” and ‘’With a Child’s Heart’’ (a pop- 
ular 1966 B-side mysteriously omitted 
from Looking Back). But gradually such 
tasteful soulfulness gave way to a more 
sentimental sort of romanticism, which 
seemed to overwhelm Wonder by the ear- 
ly '70s. 

There’s one final observation to be 
made. For all the other Motown artists, 
save Marvin Gaye (and to an extent 
Gladys Knight), the anthologies are near- 
ly the complete works. Though artists 
like the Temptations, the Four Tops and 
Martha Reeves persevere, none of their 
subsequent records has been as vital or 
exciting as anything from their peak Mo- 
town years. For Stevie Wonder, the mu- 
sic on Looking Back is only one chapter 
out of God-knows-what. These days, 
Stevie Wonder is easy to love and easy to 
hate. But whatever you think of his in- 
nervisions, Looking Back is quite an 
achievement. ae

Two views of the 18th century

M.., Nash’s The Provoked Wife is 


one of the most entertaining books I have 
read this year. Susannah Cibber, a for- 
gotten figure, was at the center of a whirl- 
wind of 18th-century art and scandal. 
She was born Susannah Arne, the sister 
of Thomas Arne, composer of “Rule, 
Brittania’’ and champion of native Brit- 
ish music against the tyranny of Handel 
and Italian opera. She was a singer of 


great expressiveness; though technically 
weak, she won over the perfectionist 
Handel, who transposed some arias from 
soprano to contralto so she could take a 
larger part -in the Dublin premiere of 
Messiah. The controversy over whether 
she or a livelier singer, Kitty Clive, made 
the best Polly Peachum in The Beggar’s 
Opera was known as the Polly War. As 
an actress specializing in sentimental 
heroines, she was David Garrick’s fa- 
vorite leading lady: ‘‘Cibber, Sir, seemed 
to need your tears from the delicacy of 
her frame.” 


And then there was her marriage. Her 
father-in-law was Colley Cibber, actor, 
playwright, Poet Laureate and chief 
dunce of The Dunciad. Her husband, 
Colley’s son Theo, steals the book; he is 
one of those minor 18th-century mon- 
sters, like the poet Richard Savage, who 
are so fascinating to read about. He was 
born during the great storm of 1703 and 
drowned in another storm in 1758. His 


life between was just as turbulent. He was 
an actor who loved ranting roles like An- 
cient Pistol, a lecherous spendthrift who 
was in and out of debtors’ prison all his 
life. His love for Susannah seems to have 
been sincere when they married, but he 
soon tired of her and encouraged her 
affair with a wealthy squire, William 
Sloper. When he thought the time was 
ripe, he took them to court. 

The Cibber-Sloper trail made for one 
of the juicier scandals of the century, for 
Cibber had posted a spy at the lovers’ 
trysting place who watched them through 
a peephole and who gave detailed testi- 
mony of what he had seen. A published 
account of the court proceedings was a 
favorite with Victorian collectors of 
erotica. One of Susannah’s defense attor- 
neys, William Murray, made his reputa- 
tion by showing that Theo had abetted 
the -affair; the case: put Murray on the 
road to becoming Lord Chief Justice. 
Theo was awarded 10 pounds; he had 
asked for 5000. It was a victory for 
Susannah, but the scandal clung for the 
rest of her life, even after a clergyman at 
the premiere of Messiah shouted 
‘Woman, for this all thy sins be for- 
given thee’ for her rendition of ‘‘He was 
despised.”’ 


W... an age. An actor does not 


merely decline to fight a duel with Theo 
Cibber, he says, ‘It would be like shit- 
ting on a toad.’’ A writer, wanting to say 
that one actor excelled another as Sir John 
Brute, a character in Vanbrugh’s The Pro- 
voked Wife, the play that gave Mary 
Nash her title, puts it this way: 


In Brute he shone unequalled — all 
agree ; 
Garrick was not so great a Brute as 


he. 


My only criticism of The Provoked 
Wife is that the first part of the book is so 
full of incident that the second part, after 
the death of Theo Cibber, is a bit of a let- 
down. As Samuel Johnson said of Coriol- 
anus, ‘There is too much bustle in the 
first act and too little in the last.” 

Susannah knew the Doctor, of course. 
Didn’t everyone? She played an impor- 
tant role in David Garrick’s production of 
his former teacher's flop tragedy, Irene. 
Johnson, who would rather read a play 
than see one, was unimpressed by her. He 
would rather “‘sit up to the chin in water 
for an hour” (he was no fover of bath- 
ing) ‘than be obliged to listen to whin- 
ing, daggle-tailed Cibber.”’ ; 

Samuel Johnson first lumbered into my 
view when, as a teenager, I saw Peter 
Ustinov portray him on Omnibus, a per- 
formance which, if it was as good as I 
remember it, must have been one of Usti- 
nov’s best. In college I made the common 
mistake of reading Boswell’s entertain- 
ing biography and ignoring Johnson's 
own writings; now that I am familiar 
with them, it is a tossup whether I would 
take Boswell’s Life of Johnson or John- 
son’s The Lives of the Poets to a desert 
island. 

Writing a biography of Samuel John- 
son is a thankless task, like writing a 
novel about whaling. Still, Boswell’s Life, 
although universally acclaimed as one of 
the greatest biographies in the language, 
has notorious defects. It is weighted

terms of age is that its tradition of 
performance has been contin- 
uous, reverently preserved, and 
jealously guarded over the past 
600 years. The same cannot be 
said, of course, for Greek drama, 
or even for Shakespearean per- 
formance practice (which thrives 
on innovation and avoids earlier 
styles and interpretations like the 
plague). 

It was precisely the timeless 
integrity of Noh that most drew 
me to it in performance. Yes, I 
was moved by the poetic inten- 
sity of its plots — confrontations 
between living persons and the 
spirits of dead warriors, women 
driven mad through disap- 
pointed love or the loss of chil- 
dren, gods descending to earth to 
point up the foibles of the mortal 
world. Even the plays without 
ghosts or spirits moved: me — 
plays about the resignations of 
old age, the ephemeral dreams of 
youth, or the enactments of 
touching incidents from history 
or early fiction. But the idea of 
watching a physical enactment of 
a classic fable, purporting to be 
the realization of an unchanged 
tradition, offered a visceral entry 
into a past world; it was like trav- 
eling in a time-machine into rare 
realms of three-dimensional 
beauty and elegance.. Noh, un- 
like Shakespeare, never changes 
to suit the age at hand; we give 
ourselves up to the constantly 
mirrored pattern of perfection 
whose original image was struck 
centuries ago. ‘This was, is, and 
will always be beautiful,” the 
genre seems to say; “give your- 
selves to it, for it will not change 
for you.” 


Akira Matsui gave himself to” 


it at the age of five (he’s 30 now), 
but not out of a precocious sensi- 
bility for esthetic elegance. He 
was a sick and feeble child, and 
his family doctor — an amateur 
Noh enthusiast — recommended 
the rigor of Noh dance as the per- 


fect training for coordipation and « 


muscular control. Matsui studied 
Noh with the doctor, and by the 
age of seven was recognized as a 
rare embodiment: of talent. He 
was then ritually “adopted” by 
the head of one of the five great 
Noh families (in this instance, a 
master of the Kita style), whose 
own son showed no interest in 
pursuing the family tradition. 
That is the only way a non-fam- 
ily member can enter the per- 
formance world of Noh at its fin- 
est level, though in the early years 
the young actor’s status is large- 
ly menial and subservient. (The 
greafest and most spiritual roles 
in Noh, female as well as male 
characters, are reserved for ac- 
tors of 70 or older whose detach- 
ment from worldly things places 
them in a more perfect harmony 
with the rarefied characters they 
play.) Matsui now performs the 
major sh’te roles of the Noh 
repertory, confessing that his fav- 
orites are god and demon roles, 
though his audiences are partial 
to the more gentle plays center- 
ing upon a young woman, mad- 
woman, or female spirit. 

On the first night’ of class, 
Matsui danced for us a section 
from a warrior-play. We were 
dazzled by the range of move- 
ment within a seemingly spare set 
of possibilities. The stylized leg- 
ato Noh-walk was as unrippled as 





Matsui will be back again 
for about a week, starting Jan- 
uary 26. He says he'd be will- 
ing to teach here on a regular 
basis, starting in the fall, and 
even envisions building up a 
little Noh company made up 
entirely of Americans. All of 
us who participated in those 
six evenings with Matsui are 
anxious.-t0 promote an en- 
thusiasm for the spirit of Noh 
in Boston.

Why were we there for six 
nights? To learn how to walk as 
we had never walked before; to

funlike, for example, classical: bal- 


det) while managing to suggest 
ethereality;. to learn how a closed 
fan can be an extension of one’s 
arm or a staff or a sword, an open 
one a proffered cup of sake, anda 
half-closed one a holy mirror; to 
suggest — with subtle differences 
in head and arm gestures — the 
distinctions between looking at 
close-at-hand landscapes and 
faraway perspectives; to remem- 
ber, always, what our left hands 
were doing, even when they were 
doing nothing (‘You will be 
judged by how you manage your 
left hand while manipulating the 


fan with your right,” he told us in _ 


Japanese duly translated by his 
local patron, Aveline Kushi); to 
stumble through the central dance 
from Yuya, a play about a Taira 
clan leader’s mistress who, 
through composing a moving 
poem on her conflict between 
love for her mother and obliga- 
tion to her lord, succeeds in gain- 
ing permission to leave the court 
and visit her dying parent. 
“Stumble” is wrong, I sup- 
pose, because several members of 
the class did marvelously well, es- 
pecially those already schooled in 
other forms of dance. | stumbled, 
though even in my awkwardness 
I felt strangely elevated by the ex- 
quisite economy and elegance of 
the choreography. But Carol and 
Marcianna, already proficient in 
jazz and modern dance, got some- 
where, as did Laura, a profes- 
sional actress, dancer and mime. 
Bill, Marcianna’s husband, was 
writing a Ph.D. thesis on literary 
and social aspects of Noh, and he 
wanted to feel in his body the ges- 
tures and emotions he knew well 
from seeing performances and 
reading texts. He and his wife had 
come up from New York espec- 
ially for this class. Walter was 
radiant with satisfaction merely at 
following and trying to echo the 
beautiful gestures Matsui of- 
fered us; at 21 or so, Walter had 
the energy to attend almost every 


_ seminar. during this macrobio- 


tically. centered. week of classes in 
eating, cooking, massage, martial 
arts and dance sponsored by the 
East West Foundation — up at 
5:30 a.m., and to bed only after 
the Noh dance class late in the 
evening. Paul and I, both teach- 
ers, both at least twice Walter’s 
age, delighted in the experience of 
imitation, but were self-con- 
sciously aware of our own awk- 
wardness. Matsui, however, was 
attentive to each of our needs — 
supportive, patient, and above all 
suffused with an energetic 
warmth and sense of humor. I’m 
sure that without a sense of hu- 
mor a Noh master had better not 
try to teach a Western aspirant. 

For me, one of the finest ses- 
sions was the hour devoted to.the 
seemingly simple art of walking. 
Matsui showed how a dancer, by 
subtly varying the length of step 
taken, can communicate to an 
audience whether he is playing a 
young maiden, warrior, a mad- 
woman, an old crone or a demon. 
The point here is the subtlety; 
since the movements of Noh are 
severely economical, the slightest 
variations have a much larger ex- 
pressive effect than they would in 
any Western choreography. That 
economy extends, of course, even 
to the climactic gestures of a play, 
so that the stamp of a foot and the 
intentional dropping of a fan 
take on momentous significance 
in the context of stately legato 
movement. 

It would probably take years to 
learn Matsui’s walk-technique 
perfectly, but even amidst our 
fumbling attempts at imitation we 
began to absorb the essence. of 
Noh’s control and grace — we 
would know how to recognize it 
in the future. The classes de- 
veloped our own visual sensibil- 
ities and our understanding of 
how a dancer can create an en- 
thralling ‘‘space’’ around him. At 
the end of the last class we ap- 
plauded, of course, and then — 
speechless — we bowed.

Iphigenia’s arrival at the sacrificial altar, 
we hear Calchas whisper, ‘The wind is ris- 
ing; we had better hurry.” Sure enough, as 
Iphigenia marches toward her death, the 
trees start blowing; her sacrifice isn’t 
necessary after all. The implication here is 
that the oracle demanding her sacrifice 
did not come from the goddess but in- 
stead from the angry Calchas, insulted by 
the killing of the sacred deer. Hence Iphi- 
genia has not even died for an unneces- 
sary war. She’s died an instrument of per- 
sonal vengeance. 


N... I don’t mind new interpreta- 


tions of the classics, and this one (a post- 
Greek-colonels version).supports Euri- 
pides’s anti-war purposes nicely: Cal- 
chas, like crafty politicians everywhere, is 
simply manipulating a wartime mental- 
ity to further his own ends. Unfor- 
tunately, Cacoyannis’s revision doesn’t 
work dramatically. He sticks a villain into 
a play that never had one before without 
developing any way of exploring him. A 
real villain, especially one capable of so 
huge and quixotic a murder, must be full- 
bodied, and Calchas is only a purple- 
robed cipher. All Cacoyannis shows us of 
him are a few dark-eyed scowls. 
Exactly the opposite is true of the other 
characterizations. As Iphigenia, 13-year- 
old Tatiana Papamoskou is simple, nat- 
uralistic and moving, but she is sur- 
rounded — and overwhelmed — by thun- 
dering titans. Costa Kazakos has found 
the right combination of physical power 
and moral weakness for Agamemnon, but 
both he and Costa Carras, the Menelaus, 
seem too aware of the historic signifi- 
cance of their roles: they look as though 
they're trying to make every breath mo- 
mentous. And, as Clytemnestra, Irene 
Papas both steals the show and crushes it. 
With her sculptured mouth and those 
sorrowfully arching eyebrows, she has 
the physical.stature of a landmark. She 
seems indomitable, at once the exotic 
beauty and omnipotent Earth mother; if 
anything, she needs toning down. Alas, 


Cacoyannis appears to be telling his ac-_ 


tors, ‘C’mon, it’s Greek tragedy. It’s got 
to be huge!’’ He forgets that his source is 


the subtlest of ancient tragedians, a wri- 
small emotional. shifts, on secrets and in- 
ner transformations. Attempting to be 
definitive; Cacoyannis is too often mere- 


‘ly overblown, and the saddest casualty is 


Papas, whose operatic performance here 
(she always reminds me of Maria Callas) 
is all big poses and sweeping gestures. 
The acting trivializes the play. Tragedy is 
reduced to melodrama: it’s entertaining, 
but exaggerated, unconvincing. For all its 
reverence, Cacoyannis’s Iphigenia sug- 
gests the grandiose hysterics of a Holly- 
wood silent. movie rather than the caustic 
ironies of Euripides. *

that you don’t know where to look first. 
The structure of the movie and many 
of its effects are loosely patterned on Citi- 
zen Kane's, and the best incidents are 
taken from the lives of David. O. Selz- 
nick, Val Lewton, John and Diana Barry- 
more, Minnelli himself, and perhaps even 
William Faulkner. (Dick Powell plays a 
pipe-smoking Southern novelist who 
leaves a campus that resembles the Uni- 
versity of Virginia for well-paid Holly- 
wood thralldom.) But the movie's icono- 
clasm is all on the glossy surface; its heart 
beats with the usual Hollywood ro- 
manticism. Jonathan Shields, the pro- 
ducer-heel played by Douglas, may ex- 
ploit his first director and oldest friend 
(Barry Sullivan), his first big female star 
(Lana Turner), and his most talented 
writer (Powell). But he also ‘‘made them 
what they are.’ And he has a Sammy 
Glick equivalent of the Force — ‘‘the 
Shields touch.’ He’s some kind of untu- 
tored genius, and whenever he voices an 
idea, the others can’t help listening. The 
story on which the movie is based is 
called “‘Tribute to a Bad Man’; though 
the movie doesn’t skirt Shields’s bad 
points, it certainly pays him fulsome tri- 
bute. 


I. not the pulpish ambivalence of the 
plot that makes the movie a blast, but the 
high-powered way the cast and director 


Minnelli rocket through it. Kirk Douglas 
delivers lines like ‘’ You can’t be a star ina 
cemetery!’’ as if they were fraught with 
meaning and ‘passion (many of the 
movie's admirefts think they are). Lana 
Turner, who plays the drunken daughter 
of a John Barrymore type — a slatternly 
Trilby to Shields’s star-making Svengali 
— is so obviously struggling with the role 
that she’s touching. (She's helped by 
Minnelli’s tact: in shots of a film-within- 
the-film, he cuts examples of her ‘‘grand 
acting” to seconds.) Gloria Grahame, as 
the writer's wife, won an Oscar for her 
caricature of a southern belle — also a 
parody of the exasperating, teasing side 
of Gloria Grahame. (Screenwriter Charles 
Schnee and photographer Robert Sur- 
tees won the movie's other Oscars; Sur- 
tees even earned his.) Juicy bits and in- 
jokes are sprinkled throughout the sup- 
porting characters and cast: suave Wal- 
ter Pidgeon plays a seedy B-movie mogul, 
and one-time bullfighter Gilbert Roland 
plays an actor known as “Gaucho” who 
seems to regard life as one long rumba. 

Minnelli holds the show together with 
swirling, at times frenetic camera move- 
ments that are both relentless and ra- 
vishing. The movie's overwrought at- 
mosphere gets to you, though at the end 
you ll wonder whether you've been se- 
duced or raped. The scene of Turner and 
her auto having a simultaneous break- 
down — which Minnelli filmed in long 
takes while the car spun on a turntable — 
is a pinnacle of worked-up emotion. And 
Minnelli’'s recreations of Jonathan 
Shields’s productions — which resemble 
movies as different as Lewton’s Curse of 
the Cat People, Selznick’s Gone with the 
Wind and Duel in the Sun, and Clarence 
Brown's Anna Karenina — have parodic 
bite and a casual bravura. When he’s 
shooting scenes on the backlot, Minnelli 
gets across the sense of movie magic that 
Elia Kazan’s The Last Tycoon so pain- 
fully lacked. The only other Hollywood- 
on-Hollywood film that can hold a candle 
to this one for sheer, incandescent kitsch 
is Robert Aldrich’s The Big Knife — and 
the Aldrich movie is stopped dead by 
Clifford Odets’s bombastic preach- 
ments. Though Minnelli still thinks his 
movie indicts Jonathan Shields, his af- 
fection for the man’s splashy moviemak- 


ing undermines the indictment — and 
helps make The Bad and the Beautiful a 
tinsel-town classic. *

least Sam Nestico’s freeze-dried arrange- 
ments, so prevalent in recent years, are 
kept to a minimum. Oscar Peterson and 
the Bassists, with Brown and Peder- 
sen and no drums or guitar, offers the one 
unorthodox format and is a celebration of 
string playing. Five jam sessions fill seven 
albums, with honors as usual going to 
Basie’s conclave of kindred spirits — Roy 
Eldridge, Benny Carter, Vic Dickenson 
and Zoot Sims. Best of all are the fea- 
tured-soloist volumes: besides Tommy 
Flanagan's set (reviewed in the Phoenix 
Dec. 27), there is tenorist Eddie “‘Lock- 
jaw” Davis's best recent effort; Benny 
Carter on alto and a bit of trumpet with 
Ray Bryant; and Roy Eldridge blowing 
with enough of his famed venom to al- 
low us to ignore his failing chops. (For 
those who count, I've reviewed only 14 of 
the 15 Ips — I never received a copy of Joe 
Pass’s solo disc.)

THE WATER LILY

Fin Herdman’s The Water Lily 
epitomizes folk music at its best, both as 
oral history (its original function) and as 
popularized in the early ‘60s by Joan Bacz 
and Judy Collins. Most of the album’s 
lyrics were written by Henry Lawson, an 
Australian poet who died at 55 in 1922. A 
national hero virtually unknown outside 
his homeland, Lawson wrote about the 
everyday lives of sheep drovers and milk- 
maids, usually in ballad form, capturing 
the grandeur of rural existence without 
mythologizing’ or romanticizing it. He 
earned a reputation as ‘the People’s 
Poet” of his day, presumably for poems 
like ‘‘The Drover’s Sweetheart,” in which 
a hapless farmer loses his crop to a flood 
and his flock to foot-rot, but still gets the 
girl. However, Lawson was not simply a 
proletarian bard, but also a keen ob- 
server of often complex emotional situa- 
tions. ‘The Bush Girl’ contrasts the re- 
lief of a man escaping the outback for 
civilized London with the loneliness of

the maiden who “waits by the sliprails” 
for him to return; Lawson’s initial identi- 
fication with the man shifts in the last 
verse to disapproval of his betraying the 
woman, who by now is not merely wait- 
ing but “eating her heart out’ for him. 
The aging poet of ‘Do You Think That I 
Do Not Know” says the subject of ro- 
mance is too painful for him to confront, 
yet reminisces of his first love in lan- 
guage that glows with innocence and 
awe: ‘The hem of her skirt was a sacred 
thing and her hair was an angel's 
crown/The shock when another man 
touched her arm ... /The hope and de- 
spair and the false alarm — do you think 
that I do not know?” 

Lawson used fairly sophisticated liter- 
ary devices (‘The Water Lily” is a pre- 
Surrealist dream song), but deliberately 
employed a down-to-earth tone and com- 
mon, nature-based imagery — not to 
idealize pastoral living but simply be- 
cause he spoke for and to a primarily 
rural population. “Reedy River’’ opens 
with a panoramic description of a ver- 
dant lagoon, which serves first as a tryst- 
ing place for two young lovers and later, 
after one partner's death, as a retreat 
whose metaphorical immortality both 
comforts and mocks the survivor. Law- 
son was apparently not a musician, but 
the familiar rhythms and formal struc- 
ture of his ballads suggest that they were 
always meant to be sung. 

Of course, it could just be that Pris- 
cilla Herdman was always meant to sing 
them. Herdman avoids the precious, 
reverential attitude that often infects folk 
renditions of poetry (e.g., Judy Collins's 
Innisfree’), and she assumes the role of 
a male narrator without sounding sterile 
or silly (cf. Joan Baez's ‘The Night They 
Drove Ol’ Dixie Down’’). Besides show- 
casing Lawson’s work, she also revives 
the moral concern that characterized 
much of ‘60s folk. Each side of The 
Water Lily closes with an anti-war song, 
one with John Austin Marshall's oblique 
“Dancing at Whitsun,” the other with 
Erik Bogle’s “The Band Played Waltzing 
Matilda.”’ The latter is an Australian sol- 


dier’s explicit account of his WWI ser- 
vice, during which he lost both legs. In 
the final verse, which Herdman delivers 
with devastating serenity, he is observ- 
ing a veterans’ day parade: “’! see the old 
men all tired, stiff and sore/Proud old 
heroes of a forgotten war/And the young 
people ask what are they marching 
for/And I ask myself the same ques- 
tion.” — Don Shewey 


Eno 
BEFORE AND AFTER SCIENCE 
(Polydor Import) 


B... Eno, self-described non-musi- 
cian, makes music in several - different 
ways, all of them ‘‘wrong.’’ He can cap- 
ture a fragment, rhythm or texture and 
embellish it with his tape recorder. Or he 
can postulate principles for improvi- 
sation like John Cage, and then exploit 
the accidents that may arise (or not arise, 
which helps explain why it takes him so 
long to make albums). 

But now that he’s squandered all his 
work ethics in collaborations with Robert 
Fripp, David Bowie, Ultravox, Cluster 
and God knows who else, there seems 
nothing left for him to do on his own ex- 
cept the obvious (which in his case is 
not): to walk into a studio with a sheaf of 
tunes and hire session players to record 
them. Before and After Science is sub- 
titled Fourteen Pictures: ten composi- 
tions, most of which are merely ditties, 
and four prints of watercolors by col- 
laborator Peter Schmidt. And just as the 
watercolors must be photographed and 
copied and printed en masse for inclu- 
sion in the album (a procedure scrupu- 
lously detailed in the liner notes), the 
music adapts Eno’s ideas to the assembly 
line. Yet when processed so that any 
technician can handle them — dots of 
color for the printing-press operator, 
beats and chord pulses for the session 
hack — fragile objets d’art become as 
comprehensible and as enduring as a 
brick wall — and about as subtle. 

As a songwriter, however, Eno’s still a 
most interesting character. ‘Kurt's Re- 
joinder” is a galloping ostinato by Brand 
X bassist Percy Jones and ex-Fairport 
Convention drummer Dave Mattacks 


(one of Eno’s favorite stunts is to as- 
semble players who've never played to- 
gether and otherwise never would). ‘‘Re- 
joinder’’ rocks grippingly with lyrics 
chosen for momentum, not necessarily 


meaning: “Separate the torso from the 


spine,’’ where the first word is uttered as 
a sharp triplet. ‘King’s Lead Hat’’ al- 
ludes to sex with Eno’s characteristic ob- 
liqueness (his life, he says, is ‘‘measured 
out in shocks”). It’s also one of Science’s 
few examples of Eno’s usual sonic smor- 
gasbord: the rhythm section, led by gui- 
tarist Phil Manzanera, has been crushed 
into neutron-star density; a Philip Glass- 
style organ break artfully confuses the 
key; and Robert Fripp’s guitar machine- 
guns to a suitable’ coda. 

A few songs deal peripherally with the 
aesthetic that produced them. ‘‘No One 
Receiving,’ a German ratchet disco with 
Genesis’s Phil Collins and the Pink 
Fairies’ Paul Rudolph, echoes with the re- 
frain ‘‘In these metal days/In these metal 
ways’ — a concise description of Eno’s 
futuristic sound (assisted by German 
electronic mastermind Conny Plank). 
‘Backwater,’ a summer camp singalong 
with Can’s Jaki Liebezeit drumming 
metronomically, waxes more explicit 
Eno-isms: “But if you study the logistics 
and heuristics of the mystics/You will 
find that their minds rarely move in a 
line.” It’s ideas like these that establish 
Eno’s eccentric brilliance and elevate Be- 
fore and After Science from the cuteness 
of Bowie, Ultravox et al. to the level of re- 
luctant genius. — Michael Bloom

(Mercury) 

Detective 

IT TAKES ONE TO KNOW ONE 
(Swan Song) 


‘Tic are tough times for non-punk, 


hard-rock bands: the punks hold the 
critical spotlight and pop dominates the 
charts. (The major hard-rock success 
story of 1977, Foreigner, cut their style 
with watery ballads and a self-doubt un- 
becoming this most macho of genres.) 
The Boomtown Rats address this situa- 
tion by cultivating a punk image — the 
cover depicts them, Iggy-ish breast- 


barers to a man, grimacing from inside 


‘sealed plastic bags — though their music 


has its obvious antecedents in Bruce 
Springsteen and the rave-up side of Led 
Zeppelin. The Boomtown Rats, their de- 
but, is certainly no firecracker in the mar- 
ketplace, but the band reeks of ultimate 
success: an undeniable talent for lavish 
rock throbs, with Bob Geldorf’s vocals 
threatening to engulf Gerry Cott’s lead 
guitar. The Rats attempt some token 
misogyny, but their romantic sagas are so 
nervously solipsistic for the most part 
that it’s all they can do to come up with 


one attractive image per song. Which is ’ 


no small accomplishment for screeching 
rockers — even if their narcissism occas- 
ionally shows through. The Boomtown 
Rats’ big production peice is ‘‘Joey’s on 
the Street Again,” a moving Springsteen 
cop right down to a snorting Clarence 
Clemons sax steal. But it’s still a cop; the 
Rats ought to cultivate the terse lividity 
they expose on ‘Close as You'll Ever Be,’ 
rather than the bombastic lividity that 
spills over to the rest of side two. 

It Takes One to Know One is Detec- 
tive’s second album. Their debut was 
beatless and banal, but It Takes One is 
loaded with hooks, most of them Bad 
Company vintage. Lead singer Michael 
Des Barres complains in the manner of 
Paul Rogers, and if the majority of It 
Takes One's workouts were not so 
catchy, one might accuse Detective of 
Bad Company’s mindlessness. Detective 
offers no sentiment more complicated 
than ‘‘Competition’s/Made a fool out of 
me,” but that idea, from a gaggle of 
heavy pummelers, is a nice one. Without 
being wimpy or defensive, Detective sees 
through its hard-boiled pose, and such 
sensitivity is kept in proper perspective 
by bassist Bobby Pickett and drummer 
Jon Hyde, a stomach-churning rhythm 
section. If anything, Pickett and Hyde are 
relied upon too often; It Takes One 
doesn’t hold up to repeated listenings be- 
cause the band tends to find one riff, stick 
with it for three or four minutes and 
move one to the next tune. The promise 
of such exhilarating and ambivalent 
songs-as “Competition” and ‘Help Me 
Up” is that Detective has almiost found a 
more appropriate demeanor for loud en- 
ergy than mere aggressiveness.

heavily toward the latter part of 
Johnson's life, when Boswell 
actually knew him. Half of the 
book is devoted to Johnson’s last 
eight years, and it gives an un- 
due significance to the part 
played in his life by Jamie Bos- 
well of Auchinleck. 


W. Jackson Bate’s Samuel 


Johnson is the result of 30 years’ 
research by this country’s fore- 
most Johnson scholar. The 
common reader, as Johnson 
would call him, will probably pre- 
fer John Wain’s shorter, livelier 
biography of two years ago as a 
supplement to Boswell. Bate’s 
book contains an excellent chap- 
ter on Johnson’s wit and humor, 
but he is not primarily interested 
in Johnson the “character,” the 
most entertaining man in litera- 
ture. Johnson loved biography 
and considered it the kind of wri- 
ting ‘‘most easily applied to the 
purposes of life.’ Bate has writ- 
ten a biography that. Johnson 
would have approved, for he sees 
his subject as ‘a guide ... to 
whom posterity could turn for 
courage and wisdom.” In his Life 
of Savage Johnson wrote, ‘The 
heroes of literary as well as civil 
history have been very often no 
less remarkable for what. they 
have suffered than for what they 
have achieved.’’ This was cer- 
tainly true of Johnson himself. 
The scrofula he contracted from 
his wet-nurse left him blind in 
one eye, partly sighted in the 
other, and deaf in one ear. He was 
pitted by smallpox, shaken by tics 
and spasms of neurotic origin, 
and subject to profound fits of 
melancholy and morbid fears of 
death and insanity. He suffered 
two breakdowns, Toward the end 
of his life he said he “knew not 
what it was to be totally free from 
pain.” His wet-nurse’s own son 
contracted a milder case of 
scrofula than Johnson's and was 
incapacitated by it; Johnson went 
on to produce his dictionary, his 
edition of Shakespeare, and to 
forge in his other works a style 
that is one of the glories of 
English prose. 

Bate’s is a critical biography, a 
genre Johnson practically in- 
vented in his Lives of the Poets. In 
his preface Bate attacks the ten- 
dency to separate writers from 
their works, although in fairness 
to the other side it should be 
noted that the best literary biog- 
raphy of recent years, Quentin 
Bell’s Virginia Woolf, was not 
critical. Bate is particularly good 
on Johnson's great (though cur- 
rently unfashionable) moral 
works: The Vanity of Human 
Wishes, the Rambler essays, and 
Rasselas. As he points out, in 
spite of their unrelievedly pessi- 
mistic tone (‘‘Human life is every- 
where a state in which much is to 
be endured, and little to be en- 
joyed”) their effect is tonic. I 
think this is one of the strengths 
of the Augustan preferance for 
the general over the particular. 
Johnson's bitter sentiments are 
universally applicable; they give 
us ‘the consolation which is 
drawn from truth.”’ The stress on 
the individual and the particular 
that came in with the Romantics 
(‘To generalize is to be an Idiot,” 
said Blake), and is with us still, 
leaves us feeling lost and alone. 


B... takes nothing as found. 
Many myths about Johnson are 
hard to dispel because they were 
stated so forcefully by writers like 
Boswell and Macaulay. Bate goes 
a long way toward clearing them 
up; though a little dry, his book is 
one no lover of Johnson will want 
to be without. 

We can be too solemn about 
Johnson. Here is an epitaph by 
one of his enemies, Soame 
Jenyns, with a curious echo of 
some lines I quoted earlier. 

Here lies Sam Johnson: — 

Reader, have a care, 





Tread lightly, lest you wake a 
sleeping bear: 

Religious, moral, generous, and 
humane 

_ He was; but self-sufficient, 

proud and vain, 

Fond of, and overbearing in 
dispute, 

A Christian, and a scholar — 
but a brute. 





Devil's bargain 
by Stu Cohen 


THE LUCIANO PROJECT by 
Rodney Campbell; McGraw Hill,

i 1942, fearing that the New 
York waterfront had become a 
source of fuel and supplies for the 
Nazi submarines that menaced 
North Atlantic convoys, U.S. Na- 
val Intelligence (ONI) struck a 
“devil's bargain” with the un- 
derworld. With the cooperation 
of imprisoned racketeer Charles 
“Lucky” Luciano, Commander 
Charles Haffenden of ONI en- 
listed low-level Mafiosi as his eyes 
and ears on the waterfront. In at 
least one instance they were used 
to. prevent an anticipated strike, 
and, in 1943, as the invasion of 
Sicily was being planned, the un- 
derworld became an essential ele- 
ment in the war effort. In return 
for his assistance, Luciano was 
moved to a prison closer to New 
York City and was permitted to 
receive visits from various under- 
lings, including Meyer Lansky, 
through whom the prisoner main- 
tained control over his “empire.” 

At war’s end, the Navy went to 
extraordinary lengths to cover up 
the Luciano project. In 1946, Lu- 
ciano was deportéd, having had 
his sentence commuted by New 
York’s racket-busting district at- 
torney turned governor, Thomas 
E. Dewey. Allegations of a Lu- 
ciano-Dewey payoff and occa- 
sional leaks about some sort of 
Luciano-Navy cooperation kept 
questions concerning the project 
alive, and in 1954, New York 
Commissioner of Investigations 
William Herlarids conducted a 
thorough investigation. His re- 
port — and the volumihous sup- 
porting documentation — was it- 
self suppressed for more than 20 
years. 

Thomas Dewey died in 1971. 
Rodney Campbell was hired to 
edit the ex-governor’s memoirs 
and subsequently received per- 
mission from Dewey's estate to 
read and write about the Her- 
lands report. With that report, 
and supporting files as his pri- 
mary source, Campbell has writ- 
ten an exciting and readable ac- 
count — if flawed — of “the se- 
cret wartime collaboration of the 
Mafia and the U.S. Navy.” 

Making an essentially doc- 
umentary record come alive for a 
reader is ho mean task; Campbell 
has done precisely this. The proj- 
ect lives through the words of the 
participants quoted in the inves- 
tigation. Thus, one Joe “Socks” 
Lanza, a Mafia union leader on 
the waterfront, describes how he 
placed ONI agents in key posi- 
tions: “I would just go and see the 
fishermen’s union delegate in all 
these places, and say, ‘I’m going 
to send a fellow on up here. If he 
comes up here with a union book, 
my book, recognize it and let him 
work around. Let him do some- 
thing, or get him in. Whatever he 
then wants you to do for him, do 
for him. You will be doing me a 
favor and I'll give you one back 
down the city.” 


Byow. his narrative is wed- 
ded to the original Herlands re- 
port, Campbell succeeds where 
that record is full and fails where 
it is sparse. He is much better, for 
example, at illuminating the 
Navy's side of the bargain than at 
asseSsing the motives of Luciano 
or, indeed, the benefits he and his 
underlings derived by cooperat- 
ing with the Navy. That the col- 
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laboration helped the. Mafia to 
solidify its control over the wa- 
terfront should be apparent to 
anyone who followed the cele- 
brated ‘crime probes” of the ‘50s. 
But Campbell is bound by the 
Herlands record, and that inves- 
tigation failed to consider just 
what — other than Navy busi- 
ness — Lucky Luciano and his 
confederates talked about during 
their long prison visits. 

Campbell has succeeded in or- 
ganizing and recasting in narra- 
tive form a wealth of detail, but 
there are questions that remain 
unanswered after the book is laid 
aside. Why does he fail to iden- 
tify the senior officials of the war- 
time ONI, who appear in the 
book as ‘the spymaster” and ‘‘the 
front-office man’’? Perhaps he 
didn’t know their identities — that 
might, after all, still be classified 
Navy information. 

However, based upon the lim-. 
ited information Campbell pro- 
vides, Dean Allard (head of the 
Archives Branch of the Navy in 
Washington) was able to identify 
“the spymaster” as either Cap- 
tain J.B.W. Waller — who com- 
manded ONI’s Counterintelli- 
gence Branch — or Commander 
W.S. Wharton, who was in 
charge of the Counterintelli- 
gence Section, a subdivision of 
the Branch. Although Campbell 
identifies ‘‘the spymaster’ as 
head of the Section, some of the 
other information would seem to 
point to Waller rather than Whar- 
ton. As to ‘the front-office man,” 
the likeliest prospect, according to 
Allard, is Captain E.M. Zachar- 
ias, the war-time assistant direc- 
tor of ONI. Allard further indi- 
cated that the documents he used 
to elicit this information had been 
declassified since 1972; thus, 
Campbell could have had access 
to them. 

The question could have been 
resolved simply by a phone call to 
author Campbell — but that, it 
turned out, was anything but 
simple. Campbell is the Editorial 
and Publishing Director of Nel- 
son Rockefeller’s Commission on 
Critical Choices for Americans. 
That prestigious group, how- 
ever, has an unlisted phone num- 
ber. A call to McGraw Hill's pub- 
licity department elicited the in- 
formation that Campbell was 
‘‘out of town for a few days” and 
therefore, unavailable for an in- 
terview. “We don’t even know 
where he is,” lamented MH’s 
Alice Acheson. Well, perhaps 
Campbell's editor would be able 
to answer the questions. He — 
Fred Hills — couldn't, but he 
turned away from the phone and 
asked a secretary to “call Camp- 
bell at one of his numbers.” A 
few minutes later, Hills returned 
to the line and said: ‘‘He (Camp- 
bell) did know (the real identi- 
ties). He made a decision not to 
include their names because they 
were top American spies and he 
felt it was extremely sensitive in- 
formation.”” An interesting form 
of self-censorship, in view of the 
Navy’s 1972 declassification — 
but it does lend an air of mystery 
to the narrative. 

The Luciano Project's greatest 
failing, however, is its author's 
complete lack of perspective 
about the implications of gov- 
ernment-underworld coopera- 
tion. Two years ago, the Senate 
Select Committee on Intelligence 
revealed that the CIA made ex- 
tensive use of Mafia connections 
in its various plots to. assassinate 
Fidel Castro. Campbell nowhere 
mentions that direct descendent 
of the Luciano project. He avoids 
the moral and political implica- 
tions of the story he tells, falling 
back, instead, on the conclusion 
that “the Navy ought to be proud 
of what was achieved. A measure 
of honor, not obloquy, is due to 
the Naval Intelligence officers . . . 
and not the least to the. mafiosi 
who heeded the brighter stars of 


their nature. This was the war in. 


which there was no substitute for 
victory.” So says Rodney Camp- 
bell — if, indeed, there is a Rod- 
ney Campbell. He is impossible to 
contact, and life becomes more 
like a B movie every day. ®

‘60s, this bizarre little film was hailed as the 
highpoint of the British “new wave” (the 
same year's Georgy Girl marked its swan 
song). Actually it’s a bitter lampoon of the 
“last angry man” cult: its hero’s crazed at- 
tempts to win back his ex-wife (Vanessa 
Redgrave) mask a wretchedness brought 
on by his own self-absorption and indul- 
gence in fantasy.

Written by James Agee from a novel by 
Davis Grubb, it’s a strange and entrancing 
allegory of good and evil revolving around a 
psychopathic preacher who murders_his 
wife for her former husband's money and 
then begins to menace her children.

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%% 1900 (1976). Bernardo Bertolucci’s four- 
hour epic on modern Italy is a magnificent 
effort, even though nothing in it really works. 
The film chronicles three generations of 
struggle and affection between landowners 
and peasants in the Emilia region of North 
Central Italy; the rise of Fascism; the Com- 
munist resistance to it among the peas- 
ants; the brief efflorescence of the giddy 
“liberated” woman of the '20s, and much 
more. At its best, 7900 is almost incredibly 
rich in physical and sensuous detail. How- 
ever, when the heroic peasants, embrac- 
ing Communism en masse bedeck them- 
séives in red, Bertoiucci’s love of spectacle 
takes over, defeating all sense of political 
reality. The movie collapses into a series of 
improbable tableaux vivants. At the same 
time, the Fascist perversions give the show 
away: Bertolucci may believe in the heroic 
virtue of the Left, but by temperament he’s 
drawn to Fascism as a sensational film sub- 
ject.

wx kk xKNOTORIOUS (1946). Hitchcock's 
Masterwork, with Ingrid rgman giving 
one of her finest performances as a = 4 
wayward girl whom Cary Grant talks into 
entering a romantic and dangerous es- 
pionage. scheme. Visually, the picture is 
magnificent, with the famous swirling ball- 
room shot that travels from a staircase to a 
close-up of a key in Bergman's. hand, other 
close-ups of dancers’ faces and poisoned 
cups of coffee, and several bouts of hair- 
raising suspense, including the one in 
which Grant finds uranium in a Nazi wine 
cellar (Hitchcock caused some concern 
during the filming when American author- 
ities got wind of the movie's anticipation of 
the atom bomb). But its emotional com- 
plexity is what sets Notorious apart, with 
Bergman's latent masochism augmenting 
her suffering at the hands of both the Nazis 
and Grant, who does a bravura turn as the 
hard guy in love. Best of all, perhaps, is 
Claude Rains, one of Hitchcock's most 
sympathetic villains. Brattle. 
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WONE SINGS, THE OTHER DOESN'T (1977). 
With its beguiling, intimate, pleasantly dis- 
organized tone, its sweet visions of women 
singing and eating and having children and 
its conflict-free feminism, Agnes Varda’s 
story of two women’s friendship from 1962 
to 1976 is bound to have its adherents. But 
One Sings is sappy, illogical, and poorly 
acted — far from the movie feminists have 
been hoping for. Therese Liotard is rather 
elegantly wan as Suzanne, the unwed 
mother who becomes a family planning ex- 
pert and finally settles down with a nice 
pediatrician (traditionalists and rad-lib film- 
makers do share some dreams). But Valerie 
Mairesse is an insensitive, irritating actress; 
she displays no talent but abundant self-ap- 
proval in the questionable role of Pomme, 
the one who sings the synthetic, incredibly 
banal lib songs (fortunately, the other 
doesn't).

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THE PHANTOM OF LIBERTY (1974). Accord- 
ing to our sources, this is middling Bunuel, 
but we doubt the venerable director can do 
anything that’s entirely devoid of interest. 
The phrase “phantom of liberty” comes 
from Marx, and this film is yet-another sar- 
donic portrait of the bourgeoisie at play. It 
stars Jean-Claude Brialy, Monica Vitti, 
Adolfo Celli, Michel Lonsdale and Michel

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%&& XREBECCA (1940). Daphne du Maur- 
ier's immensely popular lady's Gothic nov- 
el became one of Hitchcock's most suc- 
cessful films. Although the Master avows it’s 
not a true Hitchcock picture, he added the 
element of suspense, making it arise from 
personality conflicts in the original story. 
The plotline is now classic: a shy girl mar- 
ries a handsome baron whose first wife, Re- 
becca, died mysteriously. The plot thick- 
ens and thickens, with the help of a sealed- 
off room and _ a sinister housekeeper. Re- 
becca was Hitchcock's first American film 
and a huge hit, garnering Oscars for best 
oe and George Barnes's camerawork. 
he actors were three of England's finest: 
Joan Fontaine in a beautifully nuanced per- 
formance, Laurence Olivier and the ma- 
cabre Judith Anderson. George Sanders 
added able ner Brattle. 
**ROMEO Al JULIET (1967). This is 
Franco Zeffirelli's sumptuous retelling of 
Shakespeare's tragedy of star-cros ro- 
mance. The portrayals by 17-year-old 
Leonard Whiting (as Romeo) and 15-year- 
old Olivia Hussey (Juliet) are amateurish; 
one can't knock their youth, but it’s not 
enough to salvage their performances. 
Other roles, however, are better handled, 
particularly by Milo O’Shea and a very 
young Michael York, and Zeffirelli’s re- 
creation of 15th-century Verona is splen- 
did, aided by the Oscar-winning cinema- 
tography asqualino.de Santis dnd cos- 
tumes by Danilo Donati. Nino Rota’s very 
popular, very shmaltzy music adds atmos- 
phere.

% x ROSELAND (1977). Three vignettes about 
sorrowful people dancing their lives away in 
the famous old ballroom on New York's 
West 52nd. Street. Unfortunately, Ruth 
Prawer Jhabvala’s script and James Ivory’s 
direction never transcend what's implicitly 
dreary in the material. Roseland Is forever 
sighing over lost opportunities and unful- 
filled lives; since Jhabvala's characters 
never risked much to begin with, it's hard to 
mourn their defeat. Christopher Walken (in 
an expert performance) is a 30ish gigolo 
dividing his time between Joan C nd 
and Geraldine Chaplin; Teresa ween 
dreams of her dead husband while Lou 
cobi dutifully attends her; and Lilia Skala 
and David Thomas are two oldsters who re- 
fuse to admit age and sit down.

Fastidious and 
handsome but unbearably stilted, Ettore 
Scola’s film is about two humiliated, op- 
pressed victims of political and household 
fascism who meet on May 8, 1938, when 
the rest of Rome is flocking to the grandi- 
ose parade celebrating Hitler's visit to Mus- 
solini's Italy. The film is sweet and well-in- 
tentioned, and its politics are right on — a 
pression is monstrous, love is rare and lib- 
erating, and macho, whether at home or in 
government, is akin to fascism.

Pessimistic 
without ever feeling bleak (until its bleary 
dawn ending), it relates the tale of Randal 
(one of Jean-Paul Belmondo’s best roles), 
an orphan from a bourgeois background 
who falls into thievery almost by accident, 
finds he has a lust for it that is both unta- 
thomable and insatiable, and becomes one 
of the most successful burglars in Paris.
